ofthe Nateryrannicall, was ſo manic times conuited of follie, how often 


he aducntured in the preſence of kings ro- diſcourſe of the regiment of a 
common wealth. Dionyfius(of whom it was doubted, whether he did more 
harme by his extreame crueltic, or good by his prouident wiſedome which 
both he lefc alike ro his ſucceflors to imitate) called that notable Philoſopher 
(whom I cuen now named) in Scicilia of purpoſe to heare him, and with 
wg patience liſtened to him, as he diſputcd of mans felicitic, and admired 

im as he handled thoſe morall vertues, which Socrates his maſter was feig- 
ned to haue brought from heauen, and as he treated of the frame and ma» 
chine of rhe world : burona time (taking aduantage by the kings attention) 
when he had ſtolne into the diſcourſe of pollicie , Dionyſus felrhimſelfe ſo 
moued, that he had excrciſcd his tyrannic againſt him alſo, if Dio and Ari- 
ſomanes had not recovucred him our of his 1awes,zand ſo ridde him out of the 
land, by ſclling him to Pojis the Lacedemonian marchanre, And this was 
the yerdict, thatthe wiſe king (when his furic was ſomewhat calmed) gaue of 
that moſt learned Philoſopher for his hole{ome counſell (as he thought) 
namely, that his diſcourſes ſzemed vnto him to bc the prattles of idle old 
men: ſo much cxpericnce difdaineth to be controlled by arte, and fo impa- 
tientis he of inſtitution, whoſe knowledge is acquired, ?” ſu e Memoria, (the 
rwo ancient parents of wifedome.) Whata gicat argument of folly therc=- 
fore ſhall he giue, that thall go about tolay a plor for your Honor, from 
whence you may deriue an example of gouernement, who haueſo manie 


yearcs in ſo troubleſome a common wealth, and rothe moſt wiſe & vertuous | 
' Princefle in the worid bene reteined as a molt honorable and graue counſcle 


ler? Iwill not fay, as Zopyrus vnto Darius, or as Cineas ynto his Pyrrhus, or 
as Creſus vnto his Cyrus, the one of which by pollicic adviſed his king ro 
circumuent his enimics, theother allurcd them to his ſubieQion by his clo. 
quence, and the third by his owne vnfortunate experience direed him how 


to conuecy any dangerous enterpriſe. All which ſcrued their Princes to none 


other yſc,but to help them to purchaſe the worſt part of glorie by bloodie op= 
preſſion: bur rather aa Neſtor vnto his Agamiemnon, as a Zenophon vnto 
his Cyrus,and as a Plutarch vnto his Traian,which thought irnort ſoglorious 
ro tic their enimies to them by forced feare,as their triends and neighbors by 
peaceable amitie,the ſtrongeſt gard that Princes can truſt vnto, I muſtneeds 
confefle that theſe compariſons do faile in repreſenting ſo much asI docon- 
cciue, for thatI may nor feare the ſuſpition of flatreric in ſo manifeſt a truth, 
can the whole Scene of mans life ſo gorgeoully and ſtately ſer forth by the hi= 
ſorians of ſeueralages,ſhew vs at one time, on one ſtagerwo ſuch notable a- 
Rors(namecly)ſoredoubred,ſo peerelefie, and o vertuvus a Princefle holding 
the ſcepteryſo graue,ſo wiſe,& ſo prouident a counſellor ſuſteiningthe perſon 


. of Eubolus > I would | might (my credit ſaued with your Honor ) perſue your 


praiſes yet farther,but I know verie well, that you (who with an vnwearied af. 
fcfion do not ceaſe continually to comit ſuch vertuous deeds as deſerue tobe 
etcrnizedfor cuer,arc ſoone tyred, whe you hear thE remembred by another, 
And truly I would not hauc ſpoke ſo much for feare of offence,burtthatl know 
fora certainetic, that you aſcribe the being of your vertues to God the giuer

of al goodthings,before whom to extenuate our graces,l know not whither ir 
be more blame worthy,then ſhameleſly to aſſume vnto our ſelnes,wharſocuer 
is wrongfully attributed vnto vs by our flattering friends.Butto what end(will 
you ſay) arealltheſe words? namely to this: to excuſe my ſelfe, in that Ihaue

not labored to fit your affeQion in the preſentment of this my labor, which is 


ſoimpoſſiblezin refpeR of your ſingular knowledg in al kind of good learning, 
that thereis no mi ſoſeliwiſe or lottic, which fearcth not to come vnder your 
Jearned cenſure, Which excellencie of yours when I had looked into,and had 
found my ſelf alrogither vnable to anſwere:I purpoſed(as 1 thought)more po= 


litikely to aflay your humanitie,which(indeed)graceth althe reit of your ver-_ 


rues,which(l thought) I might ſoone abulc in offering ſuch a ſubie&,in which 
ſome ſtudy &induſtry(befides many years had made me in part able ro iudge) 
& ſuch a one, as the earneſt affaires ofthe Common wealth, in which you are 
alwayes buſted, togither withthe inconuenient vneaſines of the ſtudic hath 
kept your Honor from bcing acquainted with. Which bold attempt of mine, 
your wiſedome ſhall ſo much the eaſier be brought to pardon , by how mucly 
the more earneſtly your rare clemencic encouraged meto enterprite it; for [ 
doplainly confcfle, that1 haue not thought this Booke of mine worthy to be 
peruſed of your Honor,as well becauſe of mine owne vnabilitie, who am alto» 
gither inſufficient ro performe any thing that your Honor may like cf, as allo 
in reſpe&t of thoſe manifold graces, wherewith the Lord hath filled you:by the 


vertue of which you could in a tongue ( far more eloquent then this of ours)

C1] of the world) and had aſcribed to everie part thereof his ſpeciall ducties 
5) namely to thewater to harbor fiſhes, to the aire to vtbold allfeathered 
foules,to the earth to fo5ler beaſtes, and to produce and vring fo rth good 
and helſome berves and trees: aid ower all thiſegas regent and guuernor, 
hal appointed man hs laſt and nobleſt creature : he demanded of his 
An?els who were preſent with him at this worke, what might: be deſcred inthis ſo rave and 
ſtrange a workeman'} ip: wha anſwered, withing but a tengi.e to vnfo'd the ſecreats of his 
lavors,to talke and commune of themywith the which alſo,heyas workeman of all, n:ig\t be 
extolle1 and mannified 8 who partly mored with this ſer Foeſtio N, perceis, mM it tobe a4 notabls 
meanes to aduan:e lv: glorie , as before hebad infuſed ints man a conceaveavle inde , apt

to wnderſtand his miſteries : ſo now heave him atentue , able to vtter the ſundrie concep= 


tions of the heart whatſoerer it imatined. This fable procecding ( 1 [nw nt from what 
braine) « remembred of Philo the Iew , inhis treatiſeof the woild which ſcemeth to implie 
thus much, that as there is nothing within ths mortall circuite, that God hath , as it were 


bept to himſelfe , and mt made ſubiett to the indyſtricts capacitie of man: ſo there una 


means by which a man can approch neerer vnto the perfeftion of that nature which he firſ 
enioyed, and then loſt by his fall , then by the painefwl! indagetion of the ſecretes of nature, 
or ary way , whereby be may more truely glorifie his maker , thenin his life-timewith hy 
fongue to communicate that hn» wledge which he hath by his ind, [Frie atchined, and tohaue 
a care al, that it may be faubſully commended to hz pofteritie, And doubtleſſe this was 
the conſideration, that moued the wiſtking Solomon to wade ſo farre in the ſearching of 
the cauſes of things, wh? abandoning all thoſe gl fteriny ſhewes which bu riches and kings 
dome profered him, atplied hs minde to the ſtudie of nature, and compiled a great volume, 
wherein be laryely diſcourſed not onely of birds and beaſts , but of all herbes and trees, enen 
| from the cedar of Liban 5n, to H ifop that ſpringeth out of the wall. And the {elfe ſame op i= 
non of the excellency of that kinde of life, hath from time to time invaded the mindes of mae 
my kings and noble per/onages , vowing to themſelues without any light of their forefathers, 
fo 70 through the cleudie darkeneſſe of nature. And althoyghthzy ſometime fumbled, yet 
ave they to be pardoned, if we conſider both the obſcuritie and the length of the way they 
went in Zoroaſtes the rep«ted ſon? of Noie was the firſt, that of manie confuſed experi . 
ments, beganne to faſhion out and as it were to deineat the berinning of an arte by ſetting 
downs certaine preceptes of the ſame , and after him Oſiris the king of 2 ypt , and 
Zeſo5iris al) king of the ſame country (though rudly) Laid the foundation of 4 '[tronomy by 
demonſtration of the co-rſe of the heauens, and of phiſicke by opening the natureof manie 
berbes, and alſo of the ſecretes of their water of Nilus, To the worthines of which ſecrete, 
Plato that great Philoſopher did willingly (ubſcribe , when falling into a grievous maladie 
in Z:ypt, and being not able by his owne experiments(theu3h hehad aſſaied many)to cure 
limſelfe he was preſerued by the Prieſtes of that countrie , wh» taught him the vertue of 


their water, wherees aſter,inremembranceof thi benefite,he wrote this verſe, rehearſed by 
| | Laertius; 
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TO THE READER. 
Laertius : Mare vniuerſa proluit hominum mala: cheſea doth waſh away all the in- 
firmities of man, So that by this we may ſee , that thus noble and learned Philoſopher had 


merer brought vs newes out of Þ.zypteitber of their pollicie and gonernement of their coun- 
trie, or of the rare and exquiſite know/edge in Aſtromomie,if he had mit tafted of the bene= 


 fote which the Plſicke of that time affuorded him. But we will remember ſome of thoſe 


lings,who hal an eſpeciall fantaſie to this arte, whoſe names are deuolued and broug!.t vy- 
to vs by the ſucceſſion of ages, though their workes haue not eſcaved the wracke, but hate 
periſhed in the ſea gulfe of antiquitie, which bathſirallowed the doing: of many men. And 
Mitbridates the hing of Pontus ſhall be the firſt , who at one time vndertoote two mightie 
battailes, the cne with th: Romanes, the other with nature, Inthe laſt of which the more 
dangerous be precailed litg a conqueior , and inthe firft he dealt ſo valianily, that the g1o- 

ie of bis forepaſſed vitlories ſuppreſſed and killed the remembrance of his laſt o4erthrow, 
Thewhich (as Plinieremenureth ) was alike profitable to the common wealth , and to 
mans life : for in 1s manor where he lay , there were Fund manie boobes written by his 
owne han1es, bath of the vertues of herbes , and of the conſtitutionof mans bode, wit' r= 
medies of manie infirmities of the ſume. Eaax alſo the kinz of Arabia wrote a lovke of the 
effeftes of ſemples , wich he dedicated to Nero the Emperor. But what ſhould I recken 
particularly the names of eerie one when in former ages there was no (jn2,either of Athi- 
0::a, Ax ypt, or Arabia, who did not him{elfe either write ſomewhat concerning this arte 
of Phyſiche , or elſe oy his liberalitie encourared others to tmploy their times un the ſame ? 
which may make mc! (no doubt )to thecredite of the arte,when as kings haue appropriated 
it to themſelues, an1 have thought themſelues hanared by the profeſſion of the ſame. And 15 
many artuments do induce me to beleexe beſides the witneſſe of th: Hiſtorians, that Thy- 
fecke s tize art, wherein many hings haze travelled and delivhted * ſo nothing more ftrons- 
ly then this, that wherezs other gods were tyed to their ſeuerall glaces , as Jupiter to Elis, 
Dian to Epleſits , Apoilo ty Delos, ant ſo forth. AEſculapins the ſorme of Apollo by the 
daurhter of Pllegius made a gol for bisconningin Phyſicie, hath his temple and altars e- 
rery where in Corinth, in Lacedemon,in AthensgjnT hebes,in Fpida: rein Arcadia, ef- 
ſenia,and inmany other countries (as Panſuniasrememnbreth) allwhich honors which were 
done to him (no doubt were inſiiti.ted by the kings e rulers of thoſe countries,who eſÞcially 

auourea that arte , thinking it great reaſen, that hewho inuented an arte ſo tencrally a- 
uailablefor maninde,ſho::ld be generally honored of all men. 4nd(T pray you) how mach 
inferior was the renown? of Hippocrates, who deſcended of his lyne, ſanins that the one was 

Licel among5t the gods in heauen, and the other rewerenced as a mortall god vpon 
earth ? Did n:t he malg Cos , the place where he was borne, of an inglorious 11and, a 

amozmus contrie , oety by the acceſſe of other nations , who were brought thither by t/e 
report of bis winderfu.ll s:ill in Phiſicke? what familiaritie had he with kings? what 
eſtimation among the Phil:ſaphers of that time, #s Democrates and othei? and t2 con:l;de, 
how was his fame ſpread vniverſally throughout all Greece? 1 will not tatie vpon: the ve= 
citall of the famwes Phyſitions $ who haze led before vs in ſeuerall ages , «s Di;ſccrides, 
Galen,Pavlus Attins, Fgmeta anduthers. For it will eaſily appeare of what credite this 
we ſcience of Phiſeke was in times paſt , if you conſider the inſelencie an! pride of 
encut Phy/itt-ns , whereof manie of them diſdained the fellw/lippe of lines, and 
ſome of them embollned onely by the credite of their ſtience purchaſed amon?# nien,vrew 
to ſuch impuden.iz, that they would bane cerem:nics and rites performed vnto them a vn- 
to gods, One ſuch was Them:ſonCiprins the daintie of Antiochus , another was Theſſalus

THE PREFACE 


wiom Galen maketh mention of, who went about to innovate and change the metled of 
Plyſiche ſet downe by Hippocrates and others. But the mo5t famnus of all was Menecr a+ 
tes the Syracuſan y who fooliſhly vſurped the nameof Iupitcr , oftentimes boa: tint , that 
by h's Art he could breath life into mortall men, after the manner of Inpiter, which ay= 
rozant title the people never went about to derogate from him , but rather ſuppoſed that 
it was deſerted on bs part y becauſe he cured manie of the falling enill , which diſeaſe 
eſpecially rairned in hu time. This Menecrates ina certaine epiſtle which he wrote to 
Phillip the king of M acelone vſeth theſe words : Thow art hing of Macedon, and I of 
Phyfs e, it lyeth in thy power at thy tleaſire , to deſtroy men which enicy their hea'th,and 
in mine to preſerne ſiclie men, and reſtor2 dead men to life , and to heepe the health of 
men vnſþstiel, euen vnto tycir old ate, if they will obey me. F nreaſinalle ſurely and 
monſtrous w.s the pride of th's man and it was /o fedde with the ajplanſe an ap- 
probation of hz citiZens , who wondred at hs rare cunning , that he mar.hed in the 
citie with a traine of gods after him : one in, the havite of Hercules , another in the 
ſhape of Mercurie, another too%e vpon him the forme of Apollo, ani he himſelfe ſuper= 
eminent inthe midſt reſembling Iupiter , woare a purple robe , an a crowneof gold vpons 
his head, and held im bs hand a mightie [cepter, The opinun of this ſcience did ſo poſſeſſe 
the mindes of the people in thoſe dayes, that they imagined the profeſſor of the ſame to be 
ſent immeliatly from heauen , for the commoditie of the whele countrie, and for the 
preſernation of maninde * which male them nit to doubt to die wnto them all ſu- 
perſttious reuaerence that might be 5 whereof grew this exceſſine pride 9 which hath 
areſte1 as it were the min1es of manie Phyſitions . I would not wiſh that the Phyſiti 
os of eur time (ould draw this vnto an example , but rather with all lowlyneſſe to 
viſite even the pooreſt , when their helpe is required + for ſeeing that the life of the 
m2ſs miſerable vaſſall is a5 deare in the ſizht of God , as the life of the moſt renowmed 
Monarch , ſhall not the Phy/ition looke to haue a], rewd checke at Gods hand, if either he 
hath proudly denyed bis helpeto the poore , or negligently viſited them® I will not diſcend 
inte this common place, though (to ſpeake the truth) the arrozancie of many of our Phy- 
ſitions might give me ſufficient occaſion, wiſhing them to leaue off to imitate the ſwelling 
in/olencie of Menecrates and the reſt , and t» trache rather in the ſteppes of Hippocr 4- 
res and Galen, of whom it u thus written, that thy never diſdained to ſhroud them- 
ſelues vnder the ſimpleſt roofe in their countrie , to do the pooreſt man g00d, And as they 
th-mſe!lues ſaid ( be/rdes the glorie that they purchaſed by their curte5us benixnitie) they 
added alwayes to their cunninz, and by experience confirmed their arte and bnowledge, 
which mizht well az ger , if youreſpet? the infuute varietie of diſeaſes , and the ſtrange 
diuerſities of mens diſpaſstions . And truely if nothing elſe , yet the © _ of their 
hmwledge which is gatbered eſpecially by long experience , might be cauſe good enugh to 
attraft ani draw them to lay hold of anie occa/i2n to 79 to the diſeaſe! perſon. And 
in mine opinin , the neglefling of this, which proceedeth either from couetouſneſſe or 
pride, hath bene the onely cauſe , that even from the beginning, there haue bene reckoned 
ſo few good Plyyitions * For ( exempt onely Hippocrates , Galen, Auicen , Fgineta, 
Attins,and Soranus, though the member of common Phyſitinos hath bene great) you ſhall 
mt finde any that have climed wp to the perfeCtion of their ſcience , nay farre from that 
which might chal-nge the fift or ſext placeyhich although ſome men will aſcribe to the la. 
borious difficultie and confuſed vaſteneſſe of this art eſpecially : yet I dereboldly affirme, 
that there hath net bene wr is, any ſuch blackg or ſtay, which hath impeached ſo much their

endenours, as the defedt of experience , And truely I cannot more fitly compare our amp}. 
riques and pradtitioners,thento bim that purpoſethto bea in & ſets "ev Fa 
he ſtudiouſly ſtriueth to attaineto the perfettionof his arte , though he carefully buſteth a- 
bout the coſmograpbicall mappes, though he induſtriouſly per«ſeth the bookes of Nauizati- 
on, nay (that which is more) though he diligently conferrethwith vere expert ſailers : yet 


when he bath forſaken the quiet hauen, and lanched out into the rou 2h ſeas, and bath taken 


vpon him tle gowernment of the //.ip, when he/h all Lehold ſo manie horrible nountaines of 
water, the roaring of ſo manie huge waves, and the outragin? ſurges of the d:ſquieted mon- 
feer, he will then confeſſe that he onely dreamedvefore , when he imagined of thecourſe of 
the ſeas, that his bookes were lame ſcholemaiſters , that the tales of his companicns were & 
great deale leſſe then the things themſclues : when he ſhall caſt vþ his eies, and thinks that 
eerie ſtarre which he had hoped to hae vſed as guides and direflions , had threatnel bys 
ruine and deſtruftion, when heſhall looke downe and tremble at the riſing of euerie waue, 
when be ſhall turne him about, and with great feare ſeeke to eſchew thoſe rockes , which he 
hed r:d were couched in that part of the ſea, ex to concludey-hen heſhall conſider the hu T6- 


n'ſſe of the Ocean ſea, and the ſmalneſſe of his barkg,he will thinke ſure the leaſ? pirrie or gale 


were of force to ouerwhelme him, notwith/?anding his great cunning he had thought he had 
gained on the land : Eyenſo fareth it with our common phiſetions, who, while they containe 
themſelues within the compaſſe of their little ſtudie , where they doe as it were, © tabula 

i&os ediſcere mundos,where they perceiue their ſcience redaFled into a method,where 
they ſee Galenreaching his hand to them to lead them throyghout the whole bodie of phiſicle, 
by whome they are taught the conſtitutionof the bode, the dinerſitie of temperature,the va- 
rietie of diſeaſes, the cauſes, ſiznes, and ſymptomates of the ſame,theyſtraig! tway imagin, 


that they haue rune the race , and that they have acquired as much lnoroledge as become 


meth an Aemperique,But after that when they ſhall go into the commonwealth to praftiſe, 
when they ſhall meet with diſeaſes, which Galen neuer dreamed of ,when they ſhall view the 
maruelloys and ſecret affeflions and proprieties of mens bodies , the ſodaine and momenta- 
nie chanzes of the ſame (which a man canſcarſly follow with his minde) whenthey /h all 
perceive, that m veſfett of the ſtrange temperature of the bodje , and the viclent alteration 
of the ſame, they ſcarſly can aime at the diſeaſe, when they ſhall ſtrike vpon ſo many roches, 
beſides their great paines and watchful induſtrie : will it nt (thinke we) amaſe them? will 
they not confeſſe then, that their arte is vnperfett * will they not acknowledge (tlinke you) 
that as experience was the ancient bezinner of phiſuke © ſo, that now it i: the true and ſencere 
accompliſher of the perfefti:n of the ſame* Since therefore the caſe ſo ſtandeth that arte i; 
weake without prattiſe,and that (as Galen faith) experience is Totten longo rerum yu: 
let the Phiſition ( if he doth not preferre lying fame and vile lucre before true and abſolute 
knowledge) let bim (I ſay) that his mind may be enriched, not leaue the pooreſt horſe vnfic- 
quented.But to ſay the truth,there is nothing derog ateth ſo much from the excelling intheix 
ſcience, as doth the opinion of perfettion , which is eſpecially gotten by the iudgement of the 
multitude, the peruerſe determiner of thinzs . For when a manknoweth his name to flic a- 
mong ft them, he ſitteth ſtill , and admireth himſelfe, thinking then , that he hath //udied 
enough both for himſelfe and his countrie , when he hath gotten his name enrelled anungeſ# 
the mumber of excellent phiſitions by that iznorant and vnaduiſed regiſter .

zed of in times paſt © the dignitie whereof, though it be ſomething leſſened and emt aired 


we Ow. 
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(winch whe:ber it hath happened by the ignorance of our phiſtions,or by the ſiniſter opinion 
of the worl4 I w.ll not nw diſcuſſe) yet if we will-vprightly wey with our ſelues , we may 
perceine that the iudgement of men hath not anie whit detrafted from the true dignitie of 
the thing it ſelfe, For truely what can be more novle then to preſerue the body of a man in a 
good eſtate, which of the Philsſophers is termed a little world, inreſpeft of the varietie of 
bis ſererall funttions* yphat canbe more excellent thento be able to maintains and heepe in 
order that beſt workmanſhip of God, and (that which is more) to correft , reforme and a= 
mend t,and as it were a cunning Pylot to Touerne and mule it as alittle veſſell caſt out into 
thegicat Ocean, ſubieft (1 doe not know) to how manierockes and dangers,if it be not vp- 
rightly weilded? And ſeeing there is nothing giuenvnto vsof God , more acceptable then 
the heaith of thebodie, bowe (1:n5rablie muſt we thinke of the meanes, by which it is conti= 
n:zed and reſtored if it be loft? Pirrh:s thekinz of Epir did ſacrifice vnto no other God or 
g:ddeſſe,but onely vmo heal/h,towhome he erected a fainows teniple in his own country,cal- 
lingit Templum faniratis, He contenned or at the leaſt negleCted ail oracles which othey 
princes buſily ſor ght after, as predictions of the events &x ſucceſſes of the battailes which they 
attempte1,or ame other the lite euterpriſe. He craued nothing at the hands of the gods, but 
o22e:y the fruition of his health, thinking that ind.iſFrie and dil:gen. e,meeting with the health 
of the b2die were able to atchize any thing,were it beſet withneuer ſa manie danrers, And 
in mine opimon (as the Hiſtorian verie gravely diſcourſeth) men do fooliſLly erre,whenthey 
complain? of nature, for limiting the age of man within the compaſſe of ſo few yeares , as 
three or foure ſtore : when as truely, if the matter were well expended, wewould confeſſe, 
Indufſtriam potius quam rempus deefle (as he ſaith) and that there is no arte or ſci- 
ence, beit never ſo aifficult, bt might ve perfitly krowne within that ſhort precin&t, if the 
create? part of our life did nzt paſſe an4vanyh away in darkueſje ( ſliuth and itnorarce 
drown nz and overwhbelming in vs alllight of nature) or if the corrrſe thereof were inter 
r:4pied and cut off by vntimely death, which is haſtened oncur partes by our inordinate at 

heedleſſe lining. T heyoong men flourſhing as it were inthe Aprill of his ave, cockerethin 
bimſelfe a forliſhimazination of bis owne luſtineſſe, ani reputeth it as a diſcredite ty him to 


ſeems tofearethe epproc' of any diſeaſe, leaving the prouident government of the body to 


decrepite and withered old age. In the meane time telayeth the rem: vponhis affeftions, 
and expoſetl limſelfe to anie inconrentence © either he w2l, ereth in idleneſſe,or is tyred with 
immoderate exerc.ſe, or (that whichis incident ſpecially to that fart of cur age) the admit< 
tethwnſerſonable watdiinrs, ſurfetting bankets, and the vnſatiate executing of the flies 
of / envs, thinkung indeed that there is nothing leſſe agrecing vnto youth and ado!eſcencie, 
then tobe pliant and ybedient to any £0 mmendable and whol eſome methyd 0 ff life yea many 
of them are of this mind, that the time of their youth is infamouſly overſlippedgwhen they do 
mt rigfh in their voluptuous ani inor.Vinat demeanoar at what time the luſlie prime of theis 
ate doe ſomewhat caable and ſi;pport them : and if at anie time they be ouertahen with any 
infirmitie (which oftca m__—_— vnwilling to ve beholding to the ſcience of phiſsche,they 
leae it to be worne away try the ſirengt) of their boxy, whichind*ed I confeſſe hideth ma- 
any diſeaſes, and for the time ta/eth away the ſence of them , but it newer vtterly extingui- 
fheth ay + for althzvghin the infancy of theinfirmity, in reſpeft of theweahkeneſſe of itgi 
be eaſily depreſſed a:d otermai/ired by the va'ure of the body (which in youth is ſomething 
p:v/ſſant anl ſureibl?) yet when age comming. on with his ſtealing ſleps, or elſe reckleſſe life 
«oth detratt from the force of the one , ani maketh way for the other to ſpread and gather 
pewer , the diſeaſe veing as it were the ſurutour poſſeſſeth the whole hody , anl at the laſt

effect, wniill Ie hath attained vnto extreame o'de age, I doe not allogither beleene this,al- 
th:ugh the great cold which is naturally in that water may leade me to thinke, that it is of 
a mightie operation, But there is nothing more certaine then this, that manie men, re; oft:17 
too much truſt in the ſfrength of their bodies, ani ſo being careleſſe ingainſfanting and re- 
ſifting the beginnings of manie maladies(which their diſſclute order of ifehath bego!ten and 
engendred) bane bene yoked by olde age before the courſe of their yeares did require it , and 
Þaze brosght it ſo to paſſe that their bodies have Lene nothing elſe, but ſtorehouſts and man 


ſrons of diſeaſes , pybichkinde of men 1 may well compare ty an euill and nexligent tenant, 


who being ſetled ina faire awelling hoſe by his Landlord, ſufferethit torvinate, and im the 
end to fall vpon his owne head for want of repairin? « ſo they, when God hath befiowed 
their bodzes vpon them as gorgeovs palaces or manſion houſes, wherein the minde may dwell 
with pleaſure and delight, doe firſ by their enill demeanour ſhale, and diſtraſethem, and 
then being a'togither careleſſe of repairing tle do ſuffer the 1orunto deſiruFion,or eiſe while 
they to about too late to vnderpropthem declining to ruin,(ashe that is lodged inan ld cab- 
bin feareth , leaſt with euerie puffe of winde i: ſhould be overturned) ſo they quake at the

as it were a breuiarie or abridzement of phuficke,and togither with thoſe deduClions,T hae 
interlaced experimentes of mine owne , which by long vſe and tracliſe I haue obſerued t9 
be true, Throughout the whole bocke I haue bene more curious in preſcribing the ſundrie 
enrations and waes to helpe the diſeaſes, thenin explaning the nature of them , my rea'en 
was, becauſe if my boakes ſhorld come to the handes of the vnlearned alittle would ſi fiſe 
(the former being more neceſſarie.) Againe I lnewe , that the learned would not be con- 
fented or ſatisfied with it, tho:2h it had bene never ſo great © and yet I baue nit omitted 
ene neceſ[arie /iqne,that the ciſcaſe may appeare eaſily to anie catablebraine.l ſhall ſeeme 
boldly to haus adyentured the edition of this labuur, ſeeing that 1 ſhall runne into the bab- 
Ule of 0:1 cenntrie Phiſitions, who thinke their arte tobe diſcredited, whenit is p:ybli/) ed in 
a baſe tcong, and azain?, areloth to have the ſecretes of their ſcience reuealed to eueri? nian; 
Indeede 1 know that vuder ſome colour they may cbiefl ſumewhat but yet they may wnder- 
ſtant, that I haue followed the example of manie learned phifitions both of our Engli/) men 
and other countrimen al/0, who publLed their praftiſes in their mother tcony, and incther 
Countries eſpecially it is ſo rife aud commen, that in Italie and Fraxce you /hail not finde 
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Enie learned phiſition, that hath not written as much, (nay rather nyre) in bis owne coun. 
trie languaze,thenin Latins : yea we have manie bookes in phiſicke that haue fir5t bene ſer 
out in French and Italian , and afterward for the commoditieof cthernations, haye bent 
tranſlated into latin,and ſo made generall, which before the writer had as it were 'bequea- 
thed to his countrimen. And no doubt they were all touched with an eſpeciall care to profite 
their owne countrie, being willin that all men (as indeed it concerneth all) /Lould reape the 
commodities of their labors. For I cannot ſee, how that ſaying of Quintilian can be verified 
in this one arte (which is this) that then all artes/L ould be truely happy ,when the profeſſors 
of the ſame ſhovld onely judge of them: but 1 have alwaies bene of this mind, that it beho- 
weth exery man to be cunning in his owne conſ/itution, and to know ſo much as my ſe1ue to 
foreſtall the commin7 of many ordinary diſeaſes, which commonly light vpon the ignorant? 
yea and ſometime tobe able to chaſe away a maladie when it hath alreadje caught hoid of 
the body : my reaſon is, both becauſe eerie man may indge beſ? of his owne body, and per= 
ceive the declinin?s and alterations of the ſame. And azain weknow, low man) haue died, 
and doe die continually forwant of help, (the phiſition being mt alwaies at their elbow) 
whereas in the beginning of their ſiclneſſe, @ little hnowled.;e might haue fhopped the paſſage 
of the infirmitie. In the old time when phiſiche was brovght vnder no forme, but conſiſted 
on?ly of a few experimentes which paſſed fromband to hand, yong children togither with 9- 
ther artsd1d receiue certainprecepts and rules, haw to order and govern the body, and lear- 
ned alſo preſeruatines azainſ# des , and the receipt of ſalues to cure any grecne wound, and 
the meanes to help certaine ordinarie diſeaſes,which (in deed) were but few(the age of man 
being then farre more ſtrong.) pe read howe Linus, whowas ſchoolemaifter to Hercules 
when he had inſtruCted him inthe arte of wreſiling, (which then was honoured eſpecially) 
and in muſicke , that he gaue him the r:ceift of a certaine balme , which he often vſed in 
many of his aduentures. And what was it, that awe matter to the fable of Achilles, how 

his mother T hetis had made his bodie impenetrable, but that knowledge of Inswhich he had 
learned of bis maiſter Chyron the Centaure , who ta: ght him the vertue of an herbe, which 
to this day beareth his name , by which he healed all his wounds hereceined in battaile? 
21 bat an honorable mention doth Hymer make f Machao ev Pedaltriusthe ſuns of TEſcu- 
latiis, inthat they could cure themſelues, when they were at any time hurt of the enemie? 
T his crning alſo had Mithridates, and Fabricins the Romaine he that vanquiſhed Tire 
rhus, and alſo Marcus Curiss and many other who are recorded by hiſtories, whoſenames 

I would remember, if 1 did nit ſeethe enlarging of this common tlace by examplestobe al- 
torither wnneceſſarie, when there is naman which ſo farre ſwarueth ſrom common ſen/t, 

that will not confeſſe it to be verie expedient and needfull for all to know the eſtate of their 
owne bodies, 1 will therefore forſale the proving of ſo manifeſt a thing , and returnevnto 

phee( god Reader) whome 1 have alreadie offended in exceeding the mſt length of a Pre- 

faces likg vnto that waifaring man , who when he had purpoſed to rndertake along iour- 

ney, ſtumbled enen in the verie threyJ,old of his doore. But if itbe anoffence, I did volunta= 

rily runne into it , chooſing rather tobe Carped at of the RIxthorician for vſing too manie 

wordes, then to be worthily reprehended of the Readers fer being to ſparing in vttering the 

reaſons, whereby I was firſt adduced to publiſh this ny Iabour.

haue himſelfeſo in writing, as Solon did in framing his lawes,who (as Plutarch ſaith)did 
not faſhion them according to the true line of equitie, but ſet d>wne ſuch as he thoy 2ht the 
people would willingly cbſerue © even [0 the iniquitie of the time hath brought to paſſe, that 
thoſe bookes which are generally peryſed and red throughout, muſt not ſerwe the time , but 
muſt ſatisfie the opinions of men.

This painc inthe head is cauſed of outward cold, as ©#/<- x 
when the ayeris very cold , cſpecially when any body tarieth init long ryme Y 
bare headed,as allo it may be cauſcd by the ſodaine applying of any cold thing | 
tothe head, The fignes of headach cauſed of cold, are contrary tothoſe fignes $;5,4, 
that are cauſed of hore diſtempure. For in this,though the paine be vehemer, ® 
et the head when it is felt, is not hoate, nor the face and eycs doe nor Jooke 
redde,nor their face is not drye and ſhruncke,burcontrarywiletulland palc,8 
their eyes are{wollen and ſwart. Allo they neither defire cold things, nor doe 
fecle eale by them. Concerningthe diet of thoſethart hauc this kind of head- -;, yatio, 
ach,they muſt eſchue cold ayer, and abide altogether in hore ayer.

ach might be cauſed of them alone,bur tharthe tudious in phiſick mighrhaue 
ſtore of medicines, when headach cometh of heate and drines, or moiſture 
with heat,or whe cold mixed with drines,or moiſture cauſeth headach. Head- 
achthrough drynes is cauſcd through drines of the ayer,orby dry medicines, 
by hunger, exerciſe, lechery and perturbations of the mind. And headach of 
moiſture is cauſed by moiſtnes of the ayer, or by moiſtening medicines, by 
| bathes, hore waters, & other things that moiſten ouermuch, Drynesis knowen 
S124. by theſe fignes,it there come fewe excrementes, or none at all out ofthe noſe, 
if the eyes be hollowe , and thepatient haue watched much before. Theſe be 
 fignes of headach of drynes, allo in itthe ſkinne of the head is dryer whenie 
is fel, then it is wonted to be, and foine drye dict hath bene vſed.

And firſt ofthatheadach which commeth through 
euill afteion ſtomacke.Andtharis.canſcd moſt commonly when ſome Cauſe.

whence corrupt vapoures aryling doe aſcend ro the head, It may be knowen 
by the gnawing and byring paine tharthey feelewhich hauc thar headach, & 
by rhe defire ro vomir that the patient harh. Eſpecially if the mouth of the ſto= 
mackebe affeRted. Moreouer in this kind ofheadach,ifthe ficke faſt,and ſuffer 
hunger long, the paine is more vchement, for through long abſtinence the 
malycec of the humour eacreaſerh. You:muſt cure thoſe that are thus gricued, Curve. 
not of appiying remedics torhe head , buttothe:humoures in the ſtomacke, 
which raiſc.vp yapouces rocrouble the head. Therefore you muſt with ſpeed 

urge the noyſome humoursrhar are inthe mouth of the ſtomacke. They may 

e pucgedour by drinking of warme watcr,ifſo be the paticar can eaſily vomit: 
if not, he muſt rhruſt his tinger or a ferher intro his chrote, and ſo proucke the 
Ktomacke co vomit. Note that yclowe, 'or pale choler becauſe oft his naturall 
hghineflc,doth readily aſcend torhe mouth/ofthe tomacke.Butthe humours 
char be flegmarique,or ſoure, or ſat, doe rather remaine iu the middeſt of the 
Romackegrhenitathe mouth of ir. It is beſt when ſuch humours area thebor- 
toine ofthe ſtomacke, for thenthey will cafily auoid che ſtomacke 8 paile in- 
tothe guts.

And for aſmauch as lacke of good digeſtion; and-weaknes'6t 
the mouth ofthe ſtomacke, be the grearelſt cauſes of encreaſe ofnoiſome hu-

Of mucterate headach, 


(p_—_—_ both in Greeke and Latin is the name of headach which is ex- _ 
\— cecding paintull, continuing long,and hard ro ceaſe, which vpon light oc. 912%4+ 
cafions hark very great and ſharpe firres, ſothar the patient can neither abide = 
noiſe, norloud ſpeach, nor cleare light, nordrinking of wine, nor ſauoursthat 

fll the braine, nor mouing, bur he defirerh for the greatnes of the paine to ic 
or lye quictin the darke,ſuppoſing that his head were ſtroken with a hammer, 
Alſo fome of them doe feele thoſe things, thatare about their head as though 
they were bruſed or racked. In Ry paine proceedeth ynto the rootes of 

the eyes. This diſeaſe ſometime doth continue painfullalwaies , ſometime ir 
hath fictes & incermiſſions cither ordinate or inordinate. For in ſome there is 
zntermiſhs inthe fitres,as is in the fallingficknes,ſo that for atime they ſeeme 
ro be perfely whole. This diſeaſe doth vexe women more then men, becauſe 
oftheir tare, Inſome ofthemthe hilmes that couer the braine are pai- 

ned, butin ſome oncly the filme that couereth the skull is grieued, It is cauſed Cuſe, 
of aboundanceofbloud and ather humours, or by the ſharpnes of humours or 
yapours containedvithin or wichout the ſkull, and inflaming the head, or ir 

is cauſed through weaknes of che head. The paine that inuadeth the fick with Sigg, 
grauity and heauines, declareth plcnitude and aboundance of humonrs: if ic 
- come with pricking, gnawing & ſhooting, it berokeneth ſharpnes of humours 

or vapours :if itbcace lice the pulles,it betokenethinflamarion:; if there be felr 
diſtcaſfion and bolaingin the head without heauines orbeating, ir declareth 
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#3 S windines.,Borif therebe beating with ir,there is inflamatio inthe filmes of the 
EE” head:and ifchere be heauines with the diſtenfion,thenir declareth abundance 
| of humours withinthefilmes. Agd if the painc be fclc ſuperficially, as itwere 
outward, then it betokeneth thar the filme which coucreth the $kull is gries 
__  ucd.Burifirbe felt deepe within,the filmes ofthe braineare vexed.Note that 
Koo... thoſe that hauc paine withinthe $kull, they fecele griefe at the rootes of their 
cyes, becauſcthar the runicles of the eyes haue their beginning of rhe filmes 
of the braine. Andit ſo be that a putrificd humourin the head doe waxe hoter 
and horer, then there is a feuer ioyned.with the headach. They alſo are vexed 
with a feuer,which hauc headach cauſedby inflamarion, As for diet tobe yſed 
in thisgriefe , you may.cably preſcribe irour of the former Chapters, accor- 
ding tothe diuerfity ofthe cauſes therof: and rherfore lomit it here willngly, 
Icſt I ſhould-vſc a fond repetition of one thing often. The cure doth differ ac 
Carafe. cording to the diucrfity of the cauſe.

Therfore you mult vſe very ſharpe cliſters, & bindings ofthe armes & legges, 
and many fritiens ofthe nether parrs, and ſometime allo in this caſe you may 
Icr bloudin che arme,Andif after that bloud do ſeeme ſti] ro abound,you may 
opcnavaineinthenoſthrils, and drawe bloud from thence, as much as ſhall 
be requiſite, Shortly after you muſt purge the bodice with Hierepicre, or other 
things thatare vieſeraded inthe former Chaprers. After purging of the whole

CHAP. XII 

Of the Atigrime. 
| f haqeacer isa painefull euill remaining in one halfe ofthe head , cicher 
on the right halfe or on the left, &is diſtinguiſhed by the ſeame that run- 
netha long ia the skull, from the midde forchead tothe hinder part of the 
head, this griefein Engliſh is called the Migrime, This paine cometh often by 
fittes, and in ſome thepriefe is fele withoutthe skull, in ſome within deepein 
the braine, andin ſome other nighto the temples in the muſclesthere. This 
aine is cauſed by aſcending and flowing of many vapours or humours either 
Lins or cold,cither by the vaines,or by the arreries,or by both.Somerime they 
only procced from the partes containedinthe skull, thatis, from the braine 
and his flmes,which thruſt out their excrements and ſuperfluitics from them, 
and ſometime from the parres of the body beneath the head, which ſend vp 
corrupt vapours & humours from chem ſclues to the braine. The fignes wherby 
oy ſhould know whether vapours or humours doabound, and whether they 
e hor, or cold, are tobe gathered our of the former chapters. As alſo ro know 
in what part of the head the gricfe is, whether within the ſkull or withour,read 
the former chapter oF Cephalea.Only this I adde here,thar if in this diſeaſe,the 
filme that couereth the skull be-affeted,then is their paine ſo vehement, tha 


they cannot ſuffer robe touched with ones hand, ſo that it ſeemeth the skinne 


it ſelfe is affeRed in this euill. As for their diet what they ſhould vſe, and whar 
they ſhould eſchye, may redily be gathered and preſcribed out of thc former 


chapters, according to the diuerfity of cauſcs: bur ſpecially let the parint re- 
frainc from ſuch things as doeſend abundance of tharpe vapours yp to the 


Cauſe. 
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head, as be garlicke, oynions, muſtard, radiſh rootes, and ſuch like. The cure Curatis, 


is diuerſe according to the diucſity of cauſes. And therfore when you will cure 
the migrime,conſider diligently firſt whether the patientneedeth bloudlerting 
or purging.For ifthe gricte come through plenitude and abundance of bloud 
& humours, then cut the Cephalica in the arme on the ſame fide that the griefe 
is:butif the migrime be cauſed of aboundance of one humour,then purge that 
humour by conuenient medicins,whicb are preſcribed in the former chapters, 
The whole body being purged, you may come to local & outward medicins, & 


firſt cauſe the patient cither with his owne fingers , or witha linnen cloth, to £5cala, 


rubbe and chafe the halfe of his forehead whichis greiucd,and ſpecially abour 
the muſcles of his temples,vntill irbe red and hote,and this muſt be done be. 
fore the fr of paine cometh, Afterthe fir (as Galenreac heth in the end of his 
ſecond book,De comfoſstione medicamentorum ſecundum l5cos)you muſt a pply medi- 
cins which of rhe old Phiſitions were called Hemicrania,for that they were vicd 
for the m__ ;noring this alwayes, thatif with the paine there were much 
hear felr, then you ought to apply ſuch things as would ſomewhat coole, Bu; 
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| fthere wereno euident heat felr,then yſe thoſe things that are very hote.Bue 


you muſt commixe with cather of theſe, ſomewhatthati tive, and hath 
verrue to corroborate and ſtrengraen, This ointment yIng is a very good 
remedy ina cold affe&. Rz. Of oyles of dill and Ireos.ana $.{5.ot white pepper, 
and ſerpillum. ana.}J.j.{$. of Caſtoreum.J.j.of Euphorbiwrs. ff. of waxe.q.ty.and 
make an ointmentto be applied yponthe halfe of che forchead & the muſcle 
ofthe temples. Alſo in this caſe ir profiteth much to poure this oyle following 
into the care. Rz. Sweere oyle oliue. $.j. Eyphorbium, .j. commuxe them and 


droppe one droppe into the earc warme. You may purtin more Evphorbizm or 


lefle according as the body is quicke or dull in ſenſe: bur beware you yſe nor 
this medicine 1n thoſe that hauc the migrime engendred of hote yapours or 
humours, AFtivs ſaith that E:yphorbium dutſolucd in vineger, and applicd tothe 
lefr fide of the head, if the right fide be gricued , or contrarywiſe on the 
right ſide whenthe paine is on the left fide, doth ofa certaine hid properric 
helpe the migrime, The ſame author allo ſaith, thatearth wormes beaten ro 
powder, and applyed tothe gricfe, as alſo the ficſh of ſnails bruſed and apply- 
ed doth profit much, The kernels of peaches bruiſed and apphcd vpon the 
griefe (as report hath bene) doth profit much. Mareellusſaith thatthe doun 

of a goatſtamped & commixed with vineger ſquilliticke , ifthe forchead ind 
temples be annointed therwith,, it ceaſerhthe paine of the migrime for cuer. 
Allo his councellis, ifther be ſodaine paine of che migrime, rake frankeſence 
mirche,and an cgge, beat them together and apply that to the forehead and 
temples. Ifrhe migrime be cauſed of hote humoursor vapours, then vſe thoſe 
remedies which we preſcribed beforc inthe cure of headach comming of hear 


| orof cholerick humours. Here think itrequiſit to preſcribe certaine pilles, 


good to be vſed againſt inuercrate headach andthe migrime. Firſt if choler 
abound. Re. powder of Hiera ſimplex Galeni. Z ij. pilularum arabicarum. Z iij. tro- 
chiskes of mirabalanescitrine, Z j.{\.reubarbe.Z.j.ſpicknard Y.j.commixe them 
with firupe of violers, and reſeruc the compoſition. When need requireth mi- 
niſter.Z,j.or.J.ity five or fixe houres after ſupper,&lerrhe patient ſlepe vpon 
it, This you may doonce intendayes,or once in fftene daics atall times(fom- 
mer excepted). But if leume abounderh, make your pilles rhus. Rz. of Aga» 
ricke trochiſcate.

CHAP. XIIII. 
Of Vertigo and ſmonmung nn the head. 
Hat which the Larines call Vertigo, is adiſcaſe, wherin the patient doth 
"Einocznd that his head is curned roiid about, Thereis another diſcaſc ſom- 
whatlike ynto this, whichia Latin is called, Tentbricoſa7 ertigo,& that is _ 
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rhe patienr doth think«hart all chat he ſeerh turnerh abour, and ſodainly with 
ir, his fight faileth him, he ſuppoſing that he is compaſied abour with miſt and 
darknes. It is commonly of the Phifitions called Scotoma, Fuſchius doth think 
that they erre greatly, that make a difference berwene the former kinds, but 
it may be confirmed our of good authors Hippocrates, Galen and others.,Both 
the aforeſaidkinds be engendred after one fort, and that is throughthe mor- 
dinate mouing of windy vyapours and ſpirits, contained in certaine partes of 


the braine. This diſeaſc is cauſed cither of the braine it ſelfe being diſtEpured Cauſe, 


and cuill affeRed, or of the mouth of the ſtomacke offending the braine. The 
braine it ſelfe is affe&ed euill,when a grofſe & tough humour 1s containedin it, 
from whence a vaporous & windy ſpirit being reſolued by weake hear, is mo- 
ucd inordinately abour in the braine. The mouth of the ſtomacke doth afte& 
the braine, when through corrupt humours being gathered aboundantly in 
it, vapours and windy exhalations are caried vp tothebraine, and ſo turne 


about the animall ſp irits contained inir, Thoſe that are troubled with this di- Sirna. - 


ſeaſe,a darknes and miſt appeareth before the cies vpon cuery light occaſion, 
ſpecially if they turne abour, For ir chauncerh to them by turning once abour, 
as it doth to other when they rurne often, & therfore the patient many times 
falls downe. Alſo it doth aſtony him,if he ſee another man,or a wheele,or any 
ſuch thing curne abour,as alſo if he ſee whirle pooles inthe water turne abour: 
for the viſuall ſpirits bcholding a wheele that turneth about, or any ſuch like 
thing, doth als rurne abour in like ſort, and ſo the mouing of the humour and 
the ſpirits are troubled vnequall and inordinate. When this diſeaſe doth pro= 
cecd of the braine being cuillaffeaed, then there proceedeth found of the 
cares,vehement paine in the head,and heauines therin. Alſo the ſmelling and 
the other ſenſes proceeding from the head arc hurt. Their fitis. then chicfly 
when the Sunne doth heat them , or when thcir head is hote by ſome other 
meanes, and ſo the humours being difſolucd , do turne abour in the braine. 
When the diſcaſe proceedeth from the mouth of the ſtomacke,then = feele 
before it, a gnawing inthe ſtomacke,Jas it were the hart burne,and a diſpoſitis 
ro vomit. This diſcaſe may be diſcerned from the falling ficknes, for thacthis 


doth neither take away the ſenſes from the patient, norit cauſeth notthe Dy »2n0ticas 


crampe and wriching of members in the fir. This diſcaſc is not to be lightly c- 
ſtecmed, for the Vertigo ( as Galen ſaith) is nighto the falling ficknes and the 
Apoplexie. And therfore it would be well looked to. For the Yertigo and Scotoma 
will quickly be changed into pernitious diſeaſes,for that they are verynigh to 
them , ſpecially to the falling ficknes and the Fpoplexie, And if thole things 
that the patient doth imagine to ſee before his eyes, appeare bloudy and red- 
diſh, he is apte to fall into madnes, but thoſe that ſeeme to ſee purple colours, 
are diſpoſed to the falling ficknes.The Scotomaor darke vertigo becometh moſt 
vehement in winter, orinthe beginning of the ſpring. Beſides in many it is a

And therefore if hedrinke 
wine,lct itnot be yery old, ſmall white wine may be permitted him. After meat 
It is good for him to ear ſome reſtrictiue thing ro ſtop the yapours thartthey 
aſcend not to the head, & that ſpecially if the ſtomack be caule of this dicaſe. 
Let his exerciſe be moderare, lethim eſchuc ſleepe of the day,neither ler him 
_Nleepe within two houres after meate. Letnot the place be to hore where he 
fleepcth, norler him not keepe his head to hote. In his exerciſes let him nor 
| Kirhis head much. And therfore itis good for him to vſe friftios ofce, eſpecialy 
f inthe morning beforc he riſcth, begin at the vpper parts,and end with the ne- 
| ther. He muſt refraine from perturbations and affe&ions of che mind, ſpeci- F 
iþ | ally from anger, feare, and ſadnes, as alſo fcom loud crying, and finging. Car- 
| nll copulation is not good for him, If he hath not a ſtoole once in a day, you 
Curatio. muſt helpe nature cither by cliſter or ſuppoſitary.For the cure ifthe firbe pree 
ſent, you muſt reuiue the patient againe with ſweerand odoriferous ſmells, & 
with frictions and ſuch like. At which time alſo ifneed be, you may vie a a 
politary or a cliſter, Afterward ifthe parry be ſtrong, and no other impedi- 
ment preſent, let him bloud on the Cephalica vaine,wherher it be the beginaing 
ene ſetlio) ofthe diſeaſe or otherwiſe. But take heed that you drawe not much bloud ar 
th once, forthe paticnt will quickly fall through cucry light occaſion.

Erchargusin Greeke and in Latin alſo, is a diſcale contrary to the frenelie 
1.for it cauſeth ſluggiſtineſſe & an inexpugnable defirc of fleeping, ſome call 
this diſeaſe in Latin /eterws.They rhat be taken with this difcaſc, do forgetall 
chings,where yponiithath chat name. For Lethe in Greeke is forgerfullnes, and 
Arzes is{louthfull or dull, ſo that Lethargw is nothing elfc bur a dull obliuion, 
and therfore may be called in Latin 0btizio iners. 1tis cauſed of fleume,, which 
cooleth the braincouermuch, and moiſtenerh ir, andtherby prouokerh flecp. 
The fleume dorh purtify in the brian,& therby cauſerh afcuerwhich js alwaies 
annexcd with this diſcaſe(as Galen teſtificth in his 13, booke de Methodo meden- 
di.

Aros in Greeke, and Carw« in Latinis a diſeaſe,in which both ſenſe & mo- 
uing is alrogither taken away,and yer their breathing remainerh ſafe.The 


Arabians call this diſeaſe Swbeth, This diſeaſe differeth from the Ierhargje, for 5,1, * 


chat rhey will anſwere to a queſtion demanded,thar haue the lethargic, & do 
not lic alrogither down.Bur they thar haue Carws,arc occupicd with deep ſleep, 
and ifrhey be ſtirred or pricked,although they feele, yet they will ſay nothing, 
nor once open their eyes. Beſides as Paulus Xgineta noteth,a vehement feucr 
doth vſe ro gobefore Cars, and in the lethargic it followeth rather. Allo Carwus 
vſcth roſucceed other ſymromars & accidents,For ir commerh ofte in the fits 
of feuzrs, andin the falling ſicknes, and in preſling of the braine,as well when 
the braine panne is cruſhed togither, as allo if i 4 filmes that couer the for- 
moſt ventricle of the braine,be thruſt downe, Bur the lethargie hath a certain 
peculiar confiſtence of himſelfe. Alſo Cars doth differ from the Apoplexie, 
for thatin it the breathing is very ſtraight,ſo that the ſicke can with much a do 
ſcarce breath ar all.- But he that hath Carus (as Galen witneſſeth in his fourth 


bookede Loci affe5)hath his breath ar libertic.Car»sis cauſedofa cold,grofle, cy, 
& viſcous flegmatick humor filling the braine. You may calily know the ſignes Sigma, 


by that which hath bene rehearſed before. For in this diſcaſe they are alcogi- 


ther in a dead ſleepe,and their eyes alwayes ſbur, As for the diet,&the cure of ;-;7,,. 
thoſe that haue Cars,it agrecth alrogither with theirs,that haue the lethargy. c,,.,. 


Whereof we ſpake before (in the 16.Chapter ) ſauing thatin this diſeaſe you 
muſt vſe things thatbe of greater force to extenuate,cut,and deuide the groſſe 
humors.Alſo you muſt apply emplaſters, and other medicines tothe ſtomake 
which haue verrue to heate, and corroborate ir, for becauſe it is ſtuffed with 
fleume which doth coole it and moiſten it. Whereof you ſhall inde examples 
in the beginning of the third Booke. 
CHAP. XIX. 
-Of ( ongelationor takmg. 

COD or Catalepſisin Greekec, in Latin may be called Otcupatio, Detentio, && 

depreberſso. Thc new writers 1n phuſick do call it Congelatio,in Engliſh it may /, 
be called Congelation or taking, Icis a ſodaine derention and taking both of 
mind 8 body, both ſenſe & mouing being loſt, the ficke remaining inthe ſame 
figure of bodie wherein he was taken, whether he fic or Iye,or ſtand , or whe- 
ther his cies be open or ſhut. This diſeaſe is a mcane betweene the lethar- 
gic and the frenſy, for it commeth of a melancholy humour for the moſt 
parte, as ſhall be declared afterwad. Therefore in reſpe of coldnefſle it a- 


greeth with the lethargic , and in reſpe& of drines with the freneſy. Here- 
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ypon it commeth that they which haue this diſcaſe, are neither likethe frenez 


ricke alrogerher, nor like them that haue the lerhargic. This diſeaſe is cauſed 
ſometime of aboundance of bloud flowingtothe head and replcniſhing it. Bur 


| forthe moſt part (as AEtins witneſſerh) it is cauſed ofa cold and drye melan- 


cholicke humour, troubling the hinder parts ofthe head and braine. This dif 
eaſc inuadetha man ſodainely,and taketh away ſpeach and ſenſe from him,he 
hearcthnothing, he aunſwererh nothing, his breath is ſcarcely to be percei- 
ued,but he licth as he were dead. His pulle is ſmall and weakeand very thicke, 
His egeſtion and vrine arc detained, or elſe they come forth in ſmall quantity, 
and that isnotinreſpe& of drynes, forthe ficke ſomerime doth abound with 
much moiſture, bur for lacke of ſenſe. Their face is ſometime redd, and that is 
when the euillis engendred of bloud, & ſometime itis ſwart, and that is when 
melancholy cauſeth che diſcaſe. Morcouer the eyes in this diſeaſe remaine im- 
moucable,as thoughthey were froſen. This euill differeth from Carms(as Galen 
faich)for thar in it the eye liddes are euer ſhur,bur in this diſeaſe they ſometime 
remaine open, The diet inthis cuill muſt be diverſe according tothe diuerfir 

of cauſes-Let his food be priſan broth, and ſuch like. Let his drink be aq«a mull 
well boiled, or thinne white wine well alaied, for ſuch wine, ſcing it doth nor 
fume intothe head, doth much good.ltis hurtfull for them to drink water, for 
it cauſcth windines, ſwelleth the ſplene, and quencheth nor thicſt, As concer- 
ning the curezifthe face of the ficke be ruddy , and bloud ſeeme toabound, if 
ſtrength permit and yeres, let him fourthwith bleed onthe outwardmoſt vaine 
ofthe arme,and let him bleed accordingto his ſtrength. Afrerward if the head 
be hote, apply thoſe things that coole. For that purpoſe you may boyle the 
ſhelles of poppy heads in ile , and annoint the head therewith. Bur in other, 
that haue their face ſwart, and ſo haue tokens of melancholy abounding, you 
muſt firſt clenſe the guts with cliſters, made of floures of borage, bugloſle, fu- 


- Mmitory, tyme, epithimum, rootes of polipodie,leaues of ſenc, adding toiroiles 


of cammomill, and dill, and cafia, diacatholicen, diaſena,or confettio hamechin con+ 
ucnient quantity. Wherof you ſhall find examples afterward in the Chapter 
of Melancholia, And if the belly become notſoluble by this meanes,then itis nor 
amiſſe to boile in the former decoQtion rootes of Elebor:1s wger. The head muſt 
be annointed with oyle, wherin wild time is ſodden, or with oyle cf lillies or 
dill, or ſuch like, and that you muſt doc chiefcly when the head ſcemeth cold, 
Moreouer ifhis yrine appeare grofle and thick you muſt giue him to drink the 
decoQion of dill, apium, calamint, and ſuch like, as haue vertue co extenuate. 
It profiteth alſo ro annoint all their whole bodie with oile of dill ſpecially in 
winter. Alſo they that haue trembling with this diſeaſe may haue. Z.j. of Ca//o- 
rem commixed with aqua mulſz, and poured into their mouth, The reſt that 
concerne the cure of this diſeaſe may be gathered pa = out of rhe Chapters 


of the frenefie and lethargic before, and partly outof the Chapter ofmelan« 
cholic following. 

CHAP. XX 

Of dead ſleepe. 


Oma in Greeke, ſoper,or gran & profundss ſomes in Latin, It may be called 
Ci Engliſh deadlcepe. It is a diſcaſe wherin the ficke cannot awake , nor

open his eyes, but doth kepe his eyes cotinualy cloſe ſhur, 8&is in a ſound 
fleepe, Bur chere be two kinds hereof,the one wherof we have already ſpoken, 
and thac is called (imply coma or ſotor,or clic come ſomnalentum. The other is cal- 
led Figilaws ſopor, and it is ancuill wherin the lick can nothold open his eyes, 
chough he be awake, bur he winketh in hope roger ſleepe, andyeris alroge-" 
ther awake, Therfore you muſt makea difference betwene theſe two kindes. 
The {lcepingcoms ( as Galen witnellerh ) is ſometime cauſed\by quermuch (,,z, 
moiſtening of the braine,as it chaunceth ro many dronken perſons. Alſoin fe. 
ucrs only hote and moiſt vapours aſcending from the inferiour parts , and 
moiſtening the braine doe cauſc this euill. Moreoner ſometime only cold, oc- 
cupying the fore partof the braine is cauſe of this cuill. Sometime profound 
ſlcepe 1s cauſed of coldnes and moiſtnes ioyned together. The other cuill cale 
led Y igilans ſopor or coma(thar is)the watching drowlines,itis cauſed of leume 
mixed with choler,and for the moſt part it commeth for lacke of ſtrength,thar 
they are nor able to keepe open there eyeliddes.The partie thatis vexed with _ 
the ſoporiferous and {lcepy Coma, doth fleepe with his nether iawe open, and $1294. 
as often as heis awaked, he falleth into a new fleepe forthwith. They thar 
haue the watching Coma, they ſpeake they wote nor what, andthey lyc wich 
; their whole body our of order,& they haue partly ſuch fignes as appeare in the 
f frencſie, and partly ſuch as inthe lethargie. The cure is of rwo ſorts, according (,,.,iv. 
; to the diuerfity of the cuills. For in the ſoporiferous and (lcepy Coms,you muſt 

| vic thoſe remedies that are przſcribed in the Chapters of Cars, & the lethar- 
gic, and to ſpeake briefly afrer che whole body is purged, if the euillbe cauſed 
_ of moiſtnes, then you muſt apply ſuch things as will dry the braine made with 
 ſharpe vineger and roſes, and cammmomill commixed,andyou may allo let the 
L fume therof go vp into rhe noſcthuls. Ifir be cauſed of cold, then apply oyle of 
_ dill,and cammomill warmed, and if the cold be great,you may ſometime boile 
in oyle, peniroyall and dill and vſe it. Butifthe evill be cauſed of cold & moi» 
ſture ioyned rogether : then muſt it be cured , as the lethargie. Ifit come of 
weaknes and lacke of ſtrength, then you muſt vie reſtoratiues to recouer it a= 
gaine. Suppoſitaries are very good tobe vſed in theſe kindes of diſeaſes, for 
| that they ſtirce and prouoke nature. For the watching cozza, ſince it con- 
fiſteth of mixed and contrary cauſcs, it muſt be cured by contrary medicines 
partly as the freneſie, and partly as thelerhargie. And to know which of them 
you muſt vie moſt, you may learne that by the humour moſt abounding, For if 
fleume abound more then choler,then you muſt vſe moſt the remedies againſt 
the lethargic: bur if contrarie wiſe choler doe moſt abound then muſt your 
remedies be for the moſt part ſuchas are good againſt the frencſic. And ther- 
fore you may ſceke conucnient remedies out of thoſe Chapters, as occaſion 


ſeruerh. . | 
CHAP. XXl. 
Of the Apoplexy. 
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F mar in Greeke and Latin is a diſeaſe wherin the fountaine and oris 
ginall of all the ſinewes being affeed, cuery parrofrhe body doth ſud- 


dainly looſe both mouing and ſcale, Qrit is a depriuing both of ſenſe and 
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mouing throughoutthe whole body comming ſodainly with let and hurt of all 


voluntarice fun&ions . If this topping of the braine come in one halfe 
ofthe bodic onlic, rhen ir is called Paraly/s in Grecke : in Engliſh the pallcy, 
whrof we will ſpeakein thenext Chapter. The Apoplexie is cauſed of a fleg- 


©maticke humour, thar is cold, groſle and trough,which doth ar one time abun- 


nely fillche principall ventricles of the braine, which humour onermuch 
crudities, andchiefly dronkennes doth engender, Alſoit is cauſed by a fall or 
a blow which ſhaketh and bruiſeth the braine, and cauſerh humours to flowe 
thither, Alſo very celdayer which doth thick and congele the humidities and 
excrements ofthe braine doth ſomerime cauſe this diſeaſe : it may alſo be cau- 
ſed ofa grofle melancholy humour.Concerning fignes there gocrh before this 
diſeaſe a full and ſharpe paine of the head, and a twelling of the vaines inthe 
necke, the /ertigo,8 b: ightnes before the eycs, alſo cold of the extreme parts 
without cauſe, panting of the whole body, ſlownefſe to moue,and gnaſhing of 
the tecth. while they ſlcepe. Their vrine is litle in quantity, black, like ruſt and 
canker in metal), and hatha refidencelike meale. They that fall into. this di- 
ſcaſe doclack ſenſe altogether , they lyc as they were a ſleepe withtheireyes 
ſhur, and doe ſnort. The vehemencie and greatnes of this diſcaſe may be dil. 
cerned by the impediment that they haue in breathing, For when. iris verie 
much dittering from naturall order , ir kerokeneth vehemencie of the diſeaſe, 
and thatitisagreat and ſtrong Apoplexie. But when there is a litle impedi- 
mentin the breathing, then you may iudge that there is bur Jitle hurt in the 
braine, and ſo you may acompr ita ſmall and-weake Apoplexie. The worſt 
and ſtrongeſt Apoplexie is, wherin the breathing is ſo diminiſhed thatir can 
very bardly be perceiued: and thatis almoſt as euill, wherin the brearh ſtop- 
perth for a while, andthen is fetched with great violence. This diſeaſe forthe 
moſt part doth chaunce to old men, which be of a flegmaticke complexion, & 
which do vie ſuch a diet as encreaſcrh fleume. Bur iffo be it inuade any yong 
perſon, and that in ſommer ſeaſon, itis molt perillous, This diſeaſe is vncura= 
ble, or atthe leaſt is ſcldome cured. And therfore Hippocrates writethin the. 42. 
Apho.ot his ſecond booke. It is impoſlible (ſaith he) ro cure a vehement Apo» 
plexic, andnoteafic to cure a weake one. Forirt threatneth ſpeedy death. Be. 
{des ifit chaunce by medicins tobe taken away, forthe moſt part ir departeth 
leauing the palſey behind ir, either in the whole body, or in ſome part thereof, 
Ofcen alſo it corrupteth the memory,wherup6 we may concludthatremedies 
arenot tobe vſed againſt a ſtrong Apoplexie, for that is of nature deadly.Bur 
ifirbe weake,which you may know by the fignes aforeſaid, although there be 
ſmallhope to remedy it, yer ( as Ga/enreſtifierh) conuenientremedics bein 

miniſtred,it may perhaps be curcd,as expericnce hath prouedin ſome.Thoſe 
therfore whoſe cure is not altogerher deſperatc ifthere be {ignes of plenitude 
& fulnes,& ſtrength permit alſo,muſt be Jet bloud on both the Cephalica yaines. 
Burt you mult foretell the perl; for bloudletring doth cither kill the or deliuer 
the:lotharif after bloudlerting(as AEtius (aith)both mouing & {enſe come nor

may be knowne partly by ſight, and partly by the pacicnts words, and the Ne 
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I of the body. Lerrhe dyet be foordained thar it may be cleane contraric to the Yifiurratie. 
d cauſes of the diſcaſe,and lethis meatebe ſuch as will ues $141 red, firſt 
f } -brothes, then birdsthar flic, and tender fiſhes. Againſt a dance ofgrofle 
and clammy humours, it is good to vſe thoſe things which haue power to de- 
uide,exrenuare,and cur,but he muſt wholly e ſchew all things , which do hurt 
the finewes, and chiefly the drinking of wine rhar is ynmixe. He muſt drinke Cvratio, 
wine alaied with warcr,orhidrome!l,or ale.For the cure they which dotreble or 


| ſhake through ſome manifeſt error, they muſt alogither abltaine from things 
| that be hall They therefore that tremble through drinking of wine, vnull 


they be'cleanedeliuered of the diſcaſe,let them drinke in the meane while hi- 
dromeltwith the decottion of ſage,and Berony.lfrhe ſhaking come of cold and 

grofſe humours, then miniſter the cure whichis aſcribed for the palſie, &rhe 

crampe comming of fulnes : (letting of blood onely excepted). You muſt an- 

noint the outward parrs of the body with oilcs that will heate, & couer it with 
fofewool.Then faſten cupping glafles without ſcarification from rhe firſt ſhut Concorbitsle, 
ting of the iointes, which may be drawne tothe outward part of the ſkin , and

CHAP. XXX. 
T hoxght it good in reſpett of the worthines of the member, and the 
ifold diſeaſes to the which it 15 ſubiefl, to ſubnett the diſtourſes 
of the eye , with the remedies of the mfirmaties , which by experience 1 
haue found incident vnto it : And the multiplicitie of it us ſo great, 
that the treatiſe thereof ſtretcheth beyond the bounds of other ordma- 
rie Chapters. But( as 1 hope )the Reader will not account it as tedzous, 
becauſe of the pleaſantnes ana neceſſitie of the diſcourſe, though ut be 
ſomewhat long : for God hath as ut mp and beſtowed an infi- 
mte varietie of maruels in one [uttle round ſubieft, which if ut be conſu- 
wed + diſtributed mto his parts, & according to the dzomitie of enerie 
one ſufficiently treated of. (1 ſuppoſe )it would fill a great volume, &- 
require both anexquiſite Philoſopher to concerce 4 right of it , and an 
excellent Orator mught ſeeme alſo-neceſſarie to lay abroad at length 
ſuch ſecreat and wonderfull notions. But the eye which 1s wont with 
curious mſpeftionto prie mto all other thinges, and to finde out the na- 
ture and order of them,hath bene unable to unfold his own wonderfull 
conſttution,and hath bene alway blind m indging of it ſelfe,and in fore- 
ſeemg the d1ſcommodities which attend uponit ,or m curing them when 
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50 LiIBER I 
they hawe layde hold of it . For mine owne part 1 will not proym/e avie 
abſolute worke, but a4 learned Phiſtians hane thought of it , and ( as 
1 my ſelfe haue by experience learned ) {0 1 will fr1n#s md faſhion my 
Treatiſe. Aneyec therefore is a member, round, whole & hard, as 
the Ball of a foote,or as the ſcoured new Baſon;full of cleare water, ſet 
in the well of the head to mimſter light to the bagie by the mfluence of | 
the vi/ible Spirits, ſent from the phantaſtual{( el by a ſmew , that is 
called Neruus opticus,with the help of a greater hoht miniftred from 
without,and very fitly ts the place where the eye z ſet, called che Well 
of the head, for the aboundance of watery humours and teares, which 
often do iſſue ont therof, ſometime of ſorrow and heauines of the heart, 
ſometime of ioy and gladnes,and ſometime of the aboundance of watrie 
humors cauſed of frugiduie aud coldnes, and thus hane the Phyſicians 
deſcribed the eye: It ſhall not be wmeceſſarie al,o to aſiribute it mto his 
parts, and therfore (-as Johannicus /arth ) the eye hath ſenencoates, | 
which they they call Tunicx, foure colours, & three humours. But his {| 
opirion concerning the tunicles by ſundry Anathomiſts hae bene ex4- 
fed,making but only fix:yea & ſome there be,that (ſmaruing from the 
maſt receaued opinion) haue made roome for a cometture of their owne 
a they thmke by reaſon , excludg all thoſe. onercuruwous druſions 
(vamly, Iris, Cornea, Aranca,ard Vuea,unl the reſidue) and magine 
but only two coates, the one whereof they tearme Saluatrix, becauſe it 
ſaueth and heepeth the humonrs,and the ſecond they tearme diſcolora- 
ta that ,haning no colour )and theymamt aine,that un the eye it ſelfe 
there 1sno colour, but that which is cauſed of the Chriſtallne humor, 
which if it be planted veryneere to the tunicles, then the eye ſeemeth of 
#0 colour , if it tye deepe within, it deferreth three viſible colours vnto 
the beholder, and ( as they ſay) the araer/e placing of this Chriſtalline 
humour begettethh the variety of colours wm ſundry eyes, which gane our 
eAnathonuſts matter to denſe their d;ſtributions, white they referred 
the colour to the nature of the tunicle, which (m deede) i5 to be impu- 
ted to the humonrs , For mine owne indgement if it be lawful toindge 
| n /0 intricate a cauſe, (1 thinke ) 1 could very well maintaine,that Te 
4 » | humours be the cauſers of the diner ſity of the colours though our blind 
yr Anathomiftes do mpugne m their common bookes . But 1 haxe taken 
68 vpon merather to cure the malady of the eye, then to define the na- 
"+ ture of it , although this lutle Prexludium wil nor ſeeme altogether

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Of a Cataratt. 


Catara& is a corrupt water, congeled like a corde, ingendred of the hu- 
F, roms of the cyc,diſtempered berwixt the tunicles, & ſer before the fight 
of the eye and the Chriſtalline humour. Of theſe manner of Cataraftes be ſe- Fovre lindes off 
uen diuers ſpices or kinds, whereof foure be curable, and three be vncurable. © atarattes = 
The firſt kind ofthe curable catara&,is light, right, brighr,like white chalk,or as 74%. 
Alabaſter wel poliſhed; 8 it 18 cauſed by a ſtroke inthe eye,eirher witha ſticke L 
or a ſtone,or any other outward violence. The ſecond kind is ſomwhat white, 3 
and much like to a Czleftiall colour, and this proceedeth from the Ktomake, 
and is commonly cauſed of vnholiome meats, and ynkind nouriſhment,wher- 
ofa grofle fumotitic reſolueth, & aſcendeth yp into the braine, & from thence 
* Afallechdowneintothecies. Thethitd kind is alſo whitiſh, but it turneth into 3 
? thecolourofaſhes, and is commonly engendred of painein the head, as of 
7} the Migrime , or ſuch like diſeaſes, and it is cauſed ſomerime of great ſorrow 
| and great heauines,whereof commeth immoderate weeping, and ſomtime of 
7 muchcoldand much watching,& ſuch otherhtike, The fourth ſpiceis ofa Cy= #4 
j trine colour, andis commonly engendred of cxcefſiue meate and drinke in- 
digeſt, and alſo ofgreat labour, and ſometime of the humour melancholike. 
Theſe are the foure curable kinds,burt they be neuer healed ril they be growne 
and confirmed, & the ſigne or token of their ful perfeRtionis,when the patient 
ſceth righr nought, vnlc fe ir be the brighenes ofthe Sun by day light, or the 
light of the Moone by night. Many ignorir perſons,neither knowing the cauſe, 
nor the properties of thele manner of cataraQes , haue allaicd to cure them 
with purgations,powders,and plaiſters,but they haue bene deceiucd : for nei- 
ther inward medicines,nor outward remedies can any whir preuaile, vnlefſe 
you ioine to them Artem acvariamythe Art of the Nedle:which,becapſc itis vn 
knowne to many of our praQitioners, I will inſert a diſcourſe of it in this trea+» 
tiſe, Neuertheletſce,before you vie the nedle,itis requiſite that the brain ſhould 
be purged with pilule Feroſolymitane,which you ſhall make thus, R2.Tu tbith.$.j, 
aloes, heparicke.$.{}.maces,quibibes,maſtick,&ſaffron.ana.Z.j.& beate them * 
to pouder altogither,and confe them withrheiuice of Roſes,and make pilles 
therof: and this purgation muſt be miniſtred rhe day before you trie with the 
needle. Andon the next day, while the diſeaſed partic is faſting,abour nine of 
the clocke, cauſc him to fir overthwarr a ſtoole in riding faſhion,& plane your 
ſelfe likewiſe on the ſame ſtoole face to face againſt him, and bidde him hold 
his ſound eye cloſe ſhur. Encourage him allo, and cxhorthim to be patient, 
for the rraQabilitie of him makerh much ro the conuenienrdiſpatch of your 
labour, Then with your lefrhand litt ypthe ouer eyelidde,and with your other 
hand pur in the needle made therefore , on the fide furtheſt from the noſe: 
and {ubrillic thirle the tunicle ſaluatrice , writhing alwayes your fingers too 
and fro, til you touch the corrupt water(which is the catara&) with the poine 
ofthe needle ; and then begin by litle and Jitle ro remoue that water from be- 
fore the light rothe corner ofthe eye,and there keep it with the peintof your 
needle, the ſpace of three minutes ofanhoure, and thenremoue your ncedle

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eaſily from ir. And if it happen thar it riſeth 1pagtinebringht back the ſecond 
time, But chis caution youmuſt be ſure to haue,rhat when thencedle hath rov- 
ched the cataraQ, youdoe notwrithitabour with your fingers too and fro,rill 
it be (erin his place before named , but that you gently draw it-thicherfand 
when you haue brought itthuther , thirle the needle - kt Till it hath gas 
chered the water abourit, and chen pull it our, ( this done ) Cauſe him to 
ſhur his eye, and apply thereto a plaiſter offlaxe and the whice of an egge, & 
cauſe him to lye in his bedde nine dayes togither, remouing the plaiſter three 
rimes on the day,and three times on the night withour any other ſtirring of ir. 
Prouided, that he lyc in a veric darke placc,and ler his dyet be thinne, as rere 
eggcs and white bread. And ifhebe young and luſtie, ler his drinke be water, 
bur if his bodie be weake, lethim drinke wine well lymphate. For truely much 
nouriſhment would preiudice our cure by ingendring much blood ia the cyc, 
which is yeric hurtfull now in the beginning of the healing it. (The ninth dey 
being paſſed)ler him riſe and waſh his cye well with faire cold water, &he ſhal 
inioy his fight by the help of God, cue as he did before,alchough ſome one of 
the cataractcs be fairerhealed then the other,as namely theſecond kind and 
the fourth kinde : but that which is cauſed by a ſtripe, ( though the water be 
with more caſe cxtra&ed) yet the eye neuecr recouercth his clearnes of fight 
againc, becauſcir is 1's bruſed and troubled by the force of the ſtroke. 
And the third kinde alſo, though ir be ſoone reſtored to his old perfeRion, yer 
it abidcth nor long therein, vnlefle it be continuedas well by good dyer, as al- 
ſoby this eleKuarie , which is called Diavlibanum ſdarimitemm , which is thus 
confe&ted.Rz.of want. ..nutmegs of India,and ſaffron.ana.Z.j.{3.& of good 
Caftoreum,Z.j, Letalthele be beaten into pouder and ſearced,and confeRthar 
pouder with clarified hony,and let the patient receiue of this eleRuarie inthe 
morning faſting the quantitic of a cheſtnur, or walnut, and atecuening to 
bedward as much, And let him vſe digeſtive nouriſhing meates , which in- 
gender good blood, bur let him beware of beife and goartes fleſh , andeeles, 
and raweonyons, forthey are ofcentimes vicd to ripen the catara, which 
muſt be dane before you ſtrive with it. 1n winter, Jer the patient drinke hoe 


- wines, in the which let him infuſe Sage and Rew. Ler him alſo abſtaine from 


the companie of women, neither lethim frequent common bathes, for eucry 
ſtrong rs hurteth him greatly. The aforcſaid cleRuarie of Diaolibawmis 
good to dric tcares. It alt alloagainſt all manner of paine ofthe migrime 
which proceedeth of fleume. Afterthis ſortare all the curable cataraes hea- 
led, (I meane) by the needle, which muſt be made of golde, filuer, or ofcleane 
Spanniſh Latine: for Iron, or Stecle are britle and frangible. And if the cata- 
raQ ſhould prouchard in drawing downe,the point might eafily break,which, 
if it ſhould abide in the eye, ir would in time conſume the eye through aboun- 


dance ofteares and greatnes of paine.

ftherebe any degrees in them, andir is procured by the ouermuch coldnes 
of the braine, and with grear buffeting andbeating about the head, with grear 
Faſting,and ſuch otherh1ke. The third vncurable CararaR is, when the pupil 
ofthe eye is dilated and (pread fo farre,rhatno circles may be ſeene within the 
eunicles ofthe cyes,andche eye ſeemerhall blacke, or elle all whire And thus 
are the three kinds of Cataraes vacarable diſtinguiſhed and knowne:which 
will forbid the praQicioners to deale with them. |

ſleepe,for ever irſecmerch to him,thar his eyes arc full of grauel,or of thornes, 
or of ſmoke; Inthis kind of infirmitic ir is good to vie this powder, which ma=- 
ny;{in reſpe& ofthe norable verrue thereof) do call Puluy benediftus,whichis 
thus made. Re.whirte ſarcocall,and beare ir to verie fine pouder,and hill che pa- 
tients cic with it,and lethim lic with it wide open yulthe pouder be conſumed, 
andinthe meane time makeaplaiſterof flexenherdes,and waſh it wellin cold 
water, which (when you hauc'dreined out in. your band) lay it on the paticac 
his cyc,which he ſhallftill keepeopen, anditwillprocure him to take his reſt 
vcrie well.

Of the humour of MeJancholic be ingengred in ſundry folks many nd dis 
uerſe fickneſſes by reaſon of the copifation of rhe ſpirits viſible , which c6- 
meth by the diſtEperature of the braine,which is diſquiered by the abundance 
of melancholy. In theſe diſeaſes therefore it ſeemeth tothe patient, that there 
are fhes fingin the ayer,and that there are three or fower moones,andthree 
or fower faces; When he be holdeth but-one: but theſe infirmicies happen moſt 
commonly'toaged'perfons, which: are melancholic , fupcrfluicic of melan= 
cholic dupmingtheir cycfiglic, There muſt nottherfore anic medicine be pur 
into the eyeof the paticnt,but make this cleuarie mitigatiue and appaxatiue 
which wil openthe opilations of the nerues,which did before forcloſe the way

bode ſong time therin: then purinto the eyes the reins of egges, ordered, as 
Ideclared before,ewiſe in the day and once in the night, and vpon the cic lay 
8 plaiſter of flexc, and the white of an egge, and within thre dayes it will hcale 
the party diſeaſed. And after this ſort you ſhall alſo remoue the hawe in the 
eyc. But you ſhall in drawing out the hawe, bind two needles faſt rogither ar 
the toppe, and ſorake the hawe berweene the two pointes, & ſo eaſily rowlin 

theneedles, bring ir away. Sometime it happeneth that che eye is ſtun __ 
a Bce orwaſpe, orſome other venemous thing, or blaſted with an infe&ed 
aire: andif any of theſe _— ,the eye is muchdiſquiered &grieued , ſo that 
the patient may take no reſt, anditbolnethvp thathe imaynor ſee. The only 
cure for ſuch and rhe like accidenres is this, as I haue by experience often tri- 
ed. Take a handfull of Cards benedifF, and ſtampe ir ſmall, and temper itwell 
with halte thewhire of an cgge, and rherwith make a plaifter laying ic onflexe 
kerdes, bindingithard tothe eye, where it ſhall lye tillirbe dried, and then 
apply another: and ſo conſequently yſe irrill your atientbe throughly whole. 
Theſe qualities this herbe hath : it aſſwagerh ſwelling, and caſcth the paine, 
deſtroicrh the venime, & putterh away bloud from the eyes, This is alſo a pre- 
ſent remedy for the cyesthatare bloudſhed,when they burne as though there

They 
are moſt yexediwith this cuill, which haue aboundance of blood:and children 
and infants which do ſucke,through drawing of the milke. Alſo it chanceth of- 
ten to men and women P__ drinking of ſtrong wines , andthrough much 
greedic deuouring of meare, ſpecially it they be eager and ſharpe. They thar 
be ſo afflicted haue difficultie in ſwallowing,and paine,and alſo ſometime a fe- 
uer, Therefore the inflammation beginning, you muſt take away meate, and 
miniſterto him water to drinke, or water wherein a little Cinamonhath bene 
ſodden,fpeciallv if there be afeucr, Lerthe whole dietbe ſoordered,as it js in 
other inflammarions, Let his meare be ſoupings;for otherwiſe he cannot ſwal- 
low it. Forthe cure, if the inflammation be light,you muſt vie gargariſmes,re- 
ſtritiues, ſuch as be taken in the beginning ofan inflamed Columella. Bur you 
muſt beware in the beginning, that you put no hony to the en for it 
hath a ſharpenes in ir. If thatthe inflammationbe vehement , ſo that he be in 
perill of choking, you muſt cut the Cephalica vaine inthe armeon the ſame fide, 
And if the belly be nor ſoluble enough, caſt in a chſter. You muſt prouoke chil-

riſmes do profite. Outwardly you muſt put about the necke, ſoft wooll dipped. 
in oile,and if that by viing of ſharpe collutions, or gargariſmes, the inflammae« 
tions be increaſed,and byting and gnawing come thereby : you muſt vie gent- 
ler, as is iuice of ptiſan: Alſogargariſe warme milke. When the inflammation 
and paine ceaſeth, annoint withthe aforeſaid remedies of the mouth, putting 
it in with your finger: ſo thatby gentle annointing, the partes of the ronfilles 
which are ſivelled, may be thruſted, wherby they may pur out the matter con- 
rained inthem, Buryer you may not thruſt hard , as many vie to do,whereby 
they cauſe the inflammation to be augmented. And therfore ifby that means 
any hurt do chance, we muſt be content with miniſtring gentle gargariſmes 
without any annointing, If that by miniſtring the remedies aforeſaid,the grief 
be nor caſed, then looke for rotting of it, which you may know by increafing: 
of the inflammation, and by ſharpe exulcerations, exacerbations, and = 
ings inthe cuening when you look for ſuppuration and rotting,you muſt __ 
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helpe that ic may quickly come to paſſe : therefore then you muſt mini- 

ſer hotter gargarilmes, as is 4q»«amulſa,and decoftion of figges , hyſope, & 

ſeed of Althea, Ourwardly lay plaiſters ofbarly meale & fenugreeke, with de- 
coRiou of figges, Aithea,and hony.Whea ir is pertitly rotten,gthe paine will di», 
miniſh, and the ſwelling and inflammacion willbe made ſofter, ſothat ic will. 
giue place to the finger. Then you muſt miniſter ſharpe collutions, that they 

may breake theborch. In meates he muſt take great gobbets of bread ſteeped

mation beingaugmenced, They chance often to children,andallo rothem of 
perfice age, eſpecially, ro thoſe which abound with vicious humours. They 
chance to children after rhe Apthsin the mouth, In colour they be like to Signe, 
| Skurfes,which are burnt with iron. Allo there chanceth to the ſicke drines in 
ſwallowins, and often choking, eſpecially when rednes is ynder the chinne.If 
gnawing and ſharpnes of tumours hath gone before, there followerh purrc= 
faRion. You mult procecd in che cure ſpeedily,anc it he be of perfite age;and ;,,..:, 
no other thing forbidding it, it is good tocutthe Cephalica yaine in the arme, ; 
or ifchat appeare nos. the middle yaine. If they be maides, whom, at perfite 
age, for lacke of purgation of menſtrujs, this diſeaſe doth often infect: then in 
them. you muſt cur the Sephenz vaine, letting blaod but once onely, and yer at 
that time,nottill che hears faile, leſt after it, vertue be deſtroied by ouermuch 
fluxc of menſtruis, Furthermore the belly muſt be empried by cliſters, ſuppoſi- 
tarics,: and by annointing of the tuell. And you muſt labour by all meanes to 
turn the humour from the aggricued place: for the which purpoſe faſten cup= 
ping glaſſes nigh to the loynes, and vſe to bind the extremities asthe handes 
and feere. Afterward itis good ro vie gargariſmes,declared before in the chap- 
ter of Columella, and in the chapter following, After the beginning of the ſick- 
nes, miniſter Diamoron,or a collution mixed with M#l/2,then alſo decotion of 
Ir;95, and other things rchearled 1n the aboucſaid places, We muſt take heed 
thatwe touch not the vlecrate tonſils with our finger, not ſo muchas to touch 
ir ſoftly. For the vnskilfull, ro whom with greaterror men doſecke in doubt- 
full marters:they do annoy ir ychemently, allo they do throſt the aggricued 
place,and pull away the ſcab or raue,whichthey ought nor ro do, before they 
lcethe rouclified vp, and ſcarce cleaving tothe ſore, For if we intend co pull 
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away the ſcabbe, whiles ic ſicketh faſt, the viceration will pearce more deepe, 
and inflammation will follow, and the paine will increaſe, and they willcome 
to venemous vicers, Therefore it is good to blow in drie remedies,andto an- 
noint liquid things with a feather. Dogs doung mixed with hony & annointed, 
takerh away the rooucs marucllouſly, which will be the better,if the dogge be 
fedde onely with bones two dayes before. It helpeth greatly, neither hath ir a- 
ny vnſauorinefſe being miniſced in meats.Allothe aſhes of {wallowes burnr,& 
the aſhes of Centorie miner burnt, with hony wixed is good. After the irritati- 
ons and word 4 made by medicines,you muſt appeaſe rt with decoRion'ot Iy- 
corice,and wit 


terra'lemniato gargariſe. What necd many words? You muſt be diligent and 
carefull, ſpecially 1n clenfing and purging the vicers. Many infantes do ſuffer 
the crampe in purging of the vicers. Some be ſtrangled becauſe the way of 
{wallowing is dried vp. Itis good to apply outwardly tomentes, and cmplai- 
ſters, with taking hecd Icſt we do coole it. For the cure will proſper, if the 
matter, that is holdenWithin, can be drawne outward, Therefore alwayes af- 
rer the crakimgofthe plaiſters away ,. couer the parrs that be abourthe chinne, 
by laying vpon it ſoft wooll,ſprinckled with ole##2 mrrdinum.To conclude, when 
the'*kurfes arc looſened, and the vicers purged;vie this remedie following.Rz.

AX gina in latin,ſquinancie in engliſh, Bur in greeke Sinanchi. Iris properly 
an inflammation which is inthe throate, orin thetawes, There be foure 
kinds ofſquinances,one is, when the iawes be inflamed: (by the iawes,l mean, 
the place where the ends of the weaſand, & the rracheaerteriado agree). Ano» 
ther is,when neither the iawes norother parts of the mouth, nor yer the out-/ 
ward parts do ſeeme to be-inflamed : yer the ficke fecleth perill of chokingin' 
the throate, Thethird is, when the parts abour'the thtoat be inflamed both 
outwardly and inwardly. The fourth is, when the ioinres berweene the bones: 
of the head, andthe necke be loſenedtothe formerpart of the necke : wherby 
the place appeareth hollow, and the ficke feelerh paine when it is reuched 
withour.The Squinnancie is cauſed through aboundance of hot blood, flow- 
ing vnnaturally to the places afore reherſed, Ir is knowne by theſe ſignes,the 
breath is drawne yery hardly, and not without the necke be holdenright, and 
there is difficultie in ſwallowing. Alfoin ſome,a feauer,rednes of the face and 
necke, There chanceth alſo in many, ſwelling :-the ficke yauneth with open 
mouth,8 draweth breath. Therefore in the beginning euery ſquinance requi- 
reth a haſtic and ſpeedie remedie. Wherefore you muſt by and by cutthe our- 
ward vaine on the ſame fide of the ſhoulders,excepr ſome greater pcrill doler 
it: but you muſt rake away the blood by lictle andlirtle , at many times , and 
aot

2 gargariſme,whichis made of maſticke,mirrhe,7racaganthrm- 
amy. um and ſaffron, miniſtring alſo while the vicer feedeth, milke mixed with

It is profitableco themto haue the bloud 
drawcn out againthe nex: day,vnl:{ſe che ſwelling of che diſeaſe lerir,or faint- 
nes ofche heacr. If the ſicke bea woman,cutrhe yaine on the anckles,ſpecially 7 enrrum hn. 
ifche menſtruis be ſtopped,and the bloud muſt be draw-n our moderatly.lfby ge ſectss, 
theſe he be bur little ealed,then is it good to cut thole vaines which be vnder 
the rougue, and thatby and by,at the firſt or the ſecond day. And it there be a. 
ny thiag that forbiddeth bloudletting, the bellie mult be empried with a ſharp 
cli 97 oe aSis deſcribed inthe chap,of apopleria, Afcer vniuerſall euacuatidy, Cly/rer. 
you muſt faſten On cupping glafles:and if there be ſwelling abour the cheekes, 
or ynderthe chinne,it is good to faſten cupping glaſſes to the ſwelling, & with 
ſcarification to draw out much bloud. Alſoro ſtrew ſal: ypon the ſcarcitying, ""ONORg 7-7 
and to rub it. And if there appeare no ſwelling ourward,you mult faſten a cup+ wy 
ping glafſe behind inthe neck, necreto the ſhutting of the firit ioynr,and you 
mutt yſcic with conſtane atrraction,pulling away the glafſe often, Alſothe hu- 
mors mult be turned away,leſt thzy flow to the place whichis aggricued & in- 
flamed. For the which purpoſe you muſt bathe the feerwith hote water.Alſo, 
binde and rub the hands and feer ſtrongly .. The necke muſt be couered with Av2rfio Inemo» 
wooll cthatis moyſt, or that is dipped in warme oylc,alſoby and by ( at thebe- rm, + 
ginning) you muſt vſe gargarizcs, which doneither vehemently driue backe, 
nor yetonely diſcuſſe; For thoſe which do altogether repell, and driue backe, 
they bring perill of choking by thruſting humors to the lungs, Thoſe which be 
onely diſcuſſiuc,they draw more then is meet,by reaſon of their heare.There- 
fore,when che beginning 15 with much inflammation, you muſt miniſter thoſe 
things which do reſtraine gently,as is decoRtion of roles, lintels,and dates, or 
els reſtriftiue gargariſmes,declarcd before in the chap.de Columelle inflimatione, 
commixing ſome dilcuſſiue medicins with it. Ofthar ſortare roſes,or ſumach 
fodden with aqua m:lſa, and decottion of Sebeſten. When the dileaſc is at his 
Ncengrh,and ſtandeth: you mult vie thoſe things which hauediſcuſſiue vertue 
only in thE,as is decotion of fenugreek,hgs,raiſons,licorice,or ſtroger things, 
a5 the root of ireos,hiſo enirella Che oximel.Therforc'it ſhall be 
lawfull at chistime to vica gargariſme made thus, R2.of licorice ſcraped, $.i.

To concluderhe cating of the ſicke, and his meates muſt be accordingro his 
ſtrength: therefore he muſt eſchew ouermuch feeding. Sleepe maſtGecl 
Jy be eſchewed, as well in the ſpninancy as in all other inflammarions. For in

& cauſis, Cold diſtemper of the inſtruments of breathing cauſeth the cough. 
Alſo a humour diſtilling from the head to the Trachea arteris, and ſharpnefſe 
only of the vpper skinne of trachea arteria going abour within , doth prouoke 
the cough.Alſo wormes troubling the ſtomake,& raiſing vp ſome qualitic,ſen- 
ding 1t to the iawes,' doth cauſe the cough, Moreouer a humour contained in 
Lnges & the breaſt,is the cauſe of inflammatis in the lunges,diſcaſe in the 
ſides, conſumption and the cough. Thoſe which be outward bgnes, and may 


cauſe the cough, be ſmoke, duſt, and whatſoeuer doth exaſperatthe trachea ar- 


teria. The fignes of coughing cauſed onely through cold diſtemper of the in- 
ſtrumenrs of reſpiration & breathing are,that thoſe whichbefo afflited, they 
ſpitour nothing while they cou gh, nor the cough is nor violent nor conftrai- 
ning: butir is ſoſmal,thatnor only it may be ſuppreſſed by holdingthe breath, 
bur alſo vnleſſe it be veriegreat,it may be healed,becauſe rhrough ſtopping of 
the breath, the parts vexed with cold,do waxe hot. Moreouer they whichare 
yexed with this kind of cough, they are more prouokedto it by oftenfetching 
of their breath, becauſe the cold thereby is encreaſed, & made more ſtronger, 
Therefore'if they breath and fetch their wind cafily, andbeaJſo ina'warme 
houſe, they ecu little or nothing ar all. They be = of face,and notrhirſty, 
they are grieued with cold things, and are beſt with hotthings. The coughes 


which chance with tickling of the parts on either fide of the palate, they do 
openly ſhew a flowing humour,comming from the head to trachea arteriazand 
to the lungs which you may well know by difficultie of breathing that follow- 
eth. And if that they whichbe thus afflicted doſpir our nothing,itdeclarcth ir

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tobe athinne reumie,which being cur of by expulſion of breath,itis carried no 

further by reaſon of his thinnes,but the flowing of itreturnerth again. The diet Yittus ratio, 
is diuerſe, according tothe diuerfitic of cauſes: for if rhe cough be cauſed of 

cold diſtempure, occupying the infiruments of breathing: you muſt eſchew, 
aier,wind,and alſo cold meat and drinke : bur if the cough be cauſed through 

humours diſtilling from the head , lerthe dietbe ſuch as is deſcribed before 

in the chap.ofdiſtillation. Bur vniuerſally they which haue the cough , muſt 

eſchew ſaltthings ſharpe things , and whatſoeuer would cxaſperate the rra- 

chea artcria.

T He Aftihmais cauſcd when as porn andclammy humorsbe gottenin 2« 
boundantly into the griſtles or lappers of the lungs, or that there bs ſome 
ſwelling init, like ynto aborch, Alto they do breath difficultlie, whereby the 
Trachea arteria is repleat and filled with diſtillartions.Theſe euils are eafie ro be 
knowne a ſunder. For diſtillation dorh alſo: chance in haile folkcby and by 
through as manifeſt a cauſe in a manner altogither without a feauer, hauing 
the tokens of a diſtillation following} it} lf there be ſwelling of rhe langs like a 


| borch, there muſt needs follow a feauer,and ſo within few daies after, rhe in- 


flammarion being rotted,the matrer of ic is caſt ourwith the cough. If there be 
a crude & raw tubercle & botch ingendred,ſuch do nor feele any greargriefe, 
neither are rhey much troubled with d:fhicultic of breathing: bur they are.

ſo that afterward they can ſcarce be deuided and pluckr away, Therfore Oxi- 
well ſquillitim or ſquilla roſted and braicd with: hony is eſpecially ro be mini. 

Allo firupes of Iycorace,horehound,and = Alſothe de- 
coftion reherſedin rhe lait chaprer before is good for purging, Ifneceſlitie re= 
quire,before all things cut the middle vainein the arme, orthe inner vaine & 
draw out ſo much blood as ſtrength will ſuffer. Bur if the body be nor full, (the 
humour being preparate ro purging by the premiſes) you muſt miniſter often 
Nironger medicines, which may driue cut the grofſe & clammy humors.Ther.

other things which prouoke yomir, of the which we have ſpokenin the fir it 
booke of melancholiouſnes. But in the meane ſeaſon while purgations be mi- 
niſtred, you muſt miniſter medicines which can diflolue and extenuate hu- 
mots containcd inthe breaſt by little & little, and he muſt take 2ri//clothia ro 
tunda,the rootes of Fxula and Ireos,nettleſced, hyſope, nizella, calamint & ſuch 
lke, wherewith you may make decotions orloches. For which purpoſe al- 
ſo thoſe Edigmata, which arcreheried in the chapter ofthe covgh, arc good. 
Allo T rcch:ſchi Becey albibe moſt excellct, Outwardly you muſt lay tothe breſt, 
paiſiers made of figges, barly mcale, or rather meale of titches,hauing roſen, 

ony,and waxe commixed withit. Alſo apply to the breaſt of Ireos,dull, rew, 
and ſuch like, as is this, Ry. oiles of dilland rew. ana.$.R.the greace of hennes 
and duckes. ana.

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Forthrough many torments and through meates groſſe and flegmatike there 
do engender humours that be cold, crude , groſle and. viſcous in the bodie, 
which oftentimes do place themſclues by &by in the void place of chebreaſt, 
or inthe loungs itſelfe,and by reaſon of their mulritude, rhey ſtreech out che 
ypper skinne,girding thefidcs within,and cauſe paine.But of this we wilipeak 
nothing,becauſcrhe cure of it doth ditfer little fromthe cure of a/*hma,reher- 
ſedinthe laſt chap. The plurifie which is an inflammaion of the vpper skin, 
which gicdeththe fides within, is cauſed of aboundance of hot bloud, flow- 
ing ynnaturallyto the aforeſaid ypper skinne within. The ſignes hereof are dif- 
ficulcie of breathing, the cough,a conrinuall feuer,vehement pricking paine,a 
hard pulſe,and ſharpe like a faw. Andif his ſpictle be redde and bloodte,it fig- 
nifieth blood ro haue dominion: if it be yellow and ſubpale , choler hath the 
maſterie, if it be white and froathy , fleumeruleth: if tbe blackiſh, irberoke- 
neth blacke choler ro haue the maſteric or melancholie. The ficſt rwo daies 
the ſicke muſt be content with the inice of priſan for his meate. Afterward 
make him almond milke with the decoQion of priſan , or the crummes &Ffine 
breade mixed with the broth of a chicken or,cocke, ſpecially if the patient be 
weake. He muſt vniuerſally eſchew all chings thar be ſharpe and reſtriciue, 
Ler his drink be water whercincinamon 1s ſodden,and ler the paricnt eſchew 


cold water as a pernicious thing, becauſe it maketh the ſpictle groſle & thicke. 


Alſo let him cſchew wine altogither.Ler him lic ypon tbe fide that is gricued. 
Let him auoide wrath, ſorrow , and other perturbations ofthe minde, In the 
beginning of the cure, the Phifitian muſt diligently confider,whether the bo- 
dic of the ficke be greeucd with abonndance of humours or no: fo that he 
muſt know at the firſt, whether the paine doth mitrigarte and diffolue with 
heating medicines, and when it doth nor. For if the bodie be nor fullof hu- 
mours, then in the beginning of the plurific and inflammation the paine muſt 
be mittigated anddiſcufſed with fomenres and medicines that do heate. Bur 
ifthe bodie do abound with euill humours,or be full of blood, you may not be- 
ginne checure withthoſe things that do heat, for they moue fluxe of humours 
to the aggricued place: for the. place to the which chinges that do heare are 
laide, draweth more toit, then nt ſendeth our by vapours againe. Therefore 
then youmuſt nor vſe hor fomenres which cannor difloJue the paine , but a)l 
the bodie muſt be emptied by blood letting, and you muſt cur'the inner 
vaine of the arme , whichchey call the liver vaine, or the ſplene vaine, on 
chatarme which is right againſt che griefe on the ſameſide. For blood ler. 
ting on the ſame (ide, doth nortonely draw blood away from the aggreeued 
part, bur alſoir purgerth ir quickely, which is greatly requiſire in the pleu- 
rifie, and in orher inward inflammartions. After bloodletting , if the wombe 
do nor caſt out the excrementes of ir ſelfe , as it o_ ro do, then caſt into 
the belly this eaſie cliſter.

and emplaiſters,, whicliare declared before in the chapter againſtthe ples

C Pitring of blood is cauſed many times ofati outward manifeſt cauſe, asof (,, fe. 

falling from a high place,or a ſtroke given to one outwardly,or with yehe= 
ment ſtriking,or leaping, or if anie heauie things haue fallen vpon the breaſt, 
cither elſe with great crying, or immoderate cold: for coldas Hippocrates 

'  wirneſſeth,breakethvaines. Alſo ſpitting ef blood may be cauſed throgh hear. 
| Alſo ſomerime ſpitting of blood is cauſed of inward and ſecrer cauſes, as ful- 7yternc. 
nes and aboundance ofnaughtie blood, gnawing a ſunder the yaines,and bru- 
ſing open the heads of them. The gnawing a ſunder of thoſe yaines is cauſed 
of ſharp humors either falling from the head tothe lungs, or elſc engendred 
in the Jungs ir ſelfe. Moreouer the blood. that is ſpit our, ſometime commeth 
from the breaſt and the Jungs, or from the Trachea arteria, and ſometime from 
other places.of the mouth or gummes,or the iawes, or from the ſtomake,vnto 
the which doth fall blood our of the yaines and members adioyning (that is ro 
ſay) fromthe Imerand the ſplenc, The outward caules are knowne thus: If _. 
the ſpitting of blood be cauſed of aboundance of blood, then the blood com- *"** 
meth out guſhing all ar once,& after it is out,the licke is better and hghrer,Bur 
if itbe cauſed through burſting of the mouthes ofthe vaines,then hoc pertvr- 
bations haue gone beforc it, as though the patient had vſed many hor bathes, 
& had dwelt in a hot region, viing hordierin a hor ſeaſon. If ſpitting of blood 
be cauſed through gnawing andeating a ſunder the vaines, then the blood is 
not ſpirred forth all on a heape, butby little and lirtle with the cough; & they 
are alwayes worſe, Alſo if the blood which is ſpitted,be froathy and paliſh,and 
commeth forth now and then withthe cough without any paine, it is a ſure 
roken,thatrhe blood commeth out of the Jungs.If legmaticke blood be ſpitred 
out with cafie coughings and reaching,then the blood commeth from the 7'ra- 
chea arteria. If blood be [pitted forth being blacke and clodded togither, having 
alſo the cough and paine in the aggreeued place,then iris a token that it com- 
meth from the breaſt; Forthe dict lethim yſe meates which haue a moderate 
adſtrition, as be ryce, hulled wheat, called Alica, and ſuch other like, mixing 
with them the juices of pomegranazesor peares; For fleſh let him cate wilde 
douecs,turtles, and partriches, if they be boiled with veriuice, or ivice of ſoure 
grapes, or with Sumach. Alſohe muſt vic quinces, peares, reſtriftiue apples, 
medlers, and mulberies, and ſuch hkercherſed before inthe chaprer againſt 
bleeding ar the noſe. He muſt drinke thicke redde wine,or in teed of it, water 
whercin-ſeele is quenched, He muſt eſchew great noiſes, often ſpeaking, all 
mouing of the body , and anger. As for the cure it differeth according tothe 
diuerfity of cauſes: for jfthe blood come out of the h-ad, itncedeth bura fim= 
ple & cafie cure:for reſtriftiuve things applied coldto the palat ofthe mouth by 
collutions and gargarifes do performe the cure.What things thev be,you may - 
ſecke inthe beguuung of this 2.booke the mo chap.Burif there do flow much

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Fen:ſeti;, bloodfromrhehead;thenyou muſt ler him blood on ſome yaino. Thoſe which 

| ſpit blood through d&:ftauon,' you muſt by and by in the beginning lethim 
blood on ſomne vaine , valefſe a ſharpe humour doth diſtillvehemently. Alſo 

afcerward miniſter a ſharpe chiter,andemptie the wombe. Allo rub the hands,

of them which girdeth'the ribbes inwardly, or elſe in ſome other vpper $kin of * 


the breaſt, broken all at once, & is ſhed & pouredintorhe empty place of the 
breaſt, which is berwenethe lungs & the vpper skinne that girdeth inthe ribs. 
It is eanſed ſomtimeghrough burſting our of bloud (an vicer not being brought 
to his ſcarre, & perfe@thutring vp). Alſo ſometime through fluxe of the head, 
and other ypperparts falling thither, which is wonr often to change into the 
ſquinancie. The fignes be theſe, heauinefle is felrin the botrome ofthe breaſt, 
a ſtrong conghralk a'dry without paine. And alſo ſometime with moiſtnefleg 
for the Whrcli they" Teemie to be caſed. Inthe beginning there chaunceth ro

/.themfealiers,; fainr, inordinate andhard tobe judged. When the impoſtume 


drawerli-neare to a rupture, thenithey have a feauer more 'vehement with 
quaking; and they aretroubled/intheir ſpeach. Being broken there appea- 
reth ſemewhar to flowe inco the breaſts borroime, according tothe often chan- 
ging of their lying , and ſpecially when they change lying from one fide to an 
other , then ſurely the mulcitude of matter 1s euident, and ofrenumes a cer- 
ng may perfe&ly- be heard when they turne them Alſo 
the matter that commerth out is ſometimes cleare, ſometime thicke and dreg- 
Lie. Some impoſtumes do burſt out: vpwatd, that ts, vnto the voide place 
ofthe breaſt ; and theſe be moſt perillous. Some impoſtumes doe flowe our 
downward ynto the paunche, & the bowels and alſo the bladder. They alwaies 
labour of the feuer erbicke,ynrill allchings be brought our vpward. Thoſe thar 
be vexed with this diſcaſe of ſpitting ofmarter, let them remainein a dry aire, 
let them vſe meates of good ice eafic ro digeſt, brothes of cockes, the fleſh 
of hennes, chickens,birdes 6fmountaines.AlMo viſedecoRions & brothes of ci- 
cers with herbes(as is)hiſope, 8 parcely: lethisdrinke be aquaml/a,&thinne 


white wine.Forthe cure in this diſeaſe,except diligent ſpeed be made by & by, 


the gathering togither of matter cauſerh the ptificke, rhe lungs drawing vice- 
rdifon! Thertote firſt you muſt helpe the cocoRicon ofthe impoſtume with fo- 


ments by ſponges or bladders, with cataplaſmes or emplaiſters, made of 


the meales of barley; fenugrecke,, and line ſeedes , of figges, doves doung, 
mallowes, Althea, anda litle roſen. Alſo'you muſt apply to iricerats, made of 
butter, ireos, anreNberics, rewe, andother things, which canripe & diffolue 
the impoſtume,wherofrhou ſhalt find _ the chaprer of 4/thma before: & 
if the euill be nor diflolued}, you muſt apphlic to it, things that will breake the 
botch.The breaking of the botch is procured by lying on the whole ſide,eating 
of ſalt meares, and rheſe pills giuen ynto him when he entenderh to ſleepe, 
R:. of the pouder'of Hierapicra Galeni.

If the matrer commeth ouc by a cough, then nothing is more meete to be mi- 
niſtred rhen pun, mixed with good hony,Alſo abſterſiue and ſcouringthings 
| doc profit, which are partly declared in the chapter againſt the plurific,& pare 
F ofthem ſhall be ſpoken of iache nexe chapter, But you may commodiuuſllie . 
commixe with their meate, thoſerhings which prouoke vrine, howſocuer the 
matter intendeth co flowe. As forthe purging and driuing our of the matter, 
aqua mulſa decoR with ireos, and much licorice is marucllous profitable.Mor. 
ouecr the decodtion of hiſope, ircos, harchound and ſuch like is good, wherof 
you may ſecke moreinthe chapter ofaſthme,The reſt that ſeemeth tobenecel- 
lary for the cure of this dilcaſc ſhall be ſpoken ofin the next chapter.

| they cough,andbe vexcd with the feauer Erhicke,they breath difhicultly,their 
checke balls waxe ſwart , their nailes dog crooke and ſeemepale. Alſo the c= 
uillouercomming, the belly is croubled, and thirſt doth vexerthem moregtheir 
hairte doth ſhedde,; and that which they doe ſpitte our, is of a vchemear ſtin= 
kingſauour. As for vicers of the loungs , they are very hard ro be cured , be- 
caulethey cannor be purged and clenſed withourtthe cough, and in them that 
cough, the viccris broken, & ſo the cuill ceturnerh as ir were by a certaine cir- £09ke Hippo- 
cuit.Alſoche loungs amang the otheriaward members, becauſe of reſpirati- cr4tes in hi 
on and breathing, are alway in mouing, and alſo are rent with coughing. Bur /97i/me.s. 
the vicers,: whicbarce ro be heal: d , would require quierand reſt. Moreouer the 14.65 the 
rhe irengch of 028 ies Foy come tathe ylcers, before itbe altered in the 13-& the 17, 
tomake,inrthe body and in the luer. Neuerthelefle although the cauſes be- 7he cauſes 
fore rehearſed,make che-cure to ſceme hard, yerwe may go abourto cure that why the crre 
vkceration, Therfore in-the beginning you mult aſcriberorhoſe that be priſick 5hard, 
a conucnient dict after this ſort. Ler rhe dwell ina dry ayertemperat between ju; ratio. 
heat andcoldnefle; lercheir mear be priſan, almond milke, rereegges, fleth of 
the birdes of mouncaines, of partcichy of pheſagts, of owlils, ofblacke birdgs, 
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ofhenfies, 6feaponi; of calues, of ſucking kiddes, Alſoſcalic fiſhes in Nonie 
waters,crabs of the freſhriuer. Bur among all mears,milke is beſt fot them that 
be priſicke,fpecially womis milke; after that aſſes milke,& goates milke,which 
would be ſucked out of the dugpes, if it mighrbe, or ler it be drunke by and by 
afcerthe milking of itwhilc it 15 hot. But you muſt beware , thatthey rake no 
meate by and by after their milke, and ſpecially no wine, for then it wovld be 
corrupted with it in the tomacke.Burifthey be very much feuerous, ſpecially 
of a rorren feuer, then jris nor govd ro take milke, Among fruires it 15 good to 
cate raiſons, ſweet almonds, pine nutres, figges,dares, piſtay.Let them eſchue

ure there commetha feuer, & the pulleis ſwift & grear, ina cold diſtempure, 
the contrary, ltplenty ofan humor corainedin the vpper skin of the hearrdo. 
cauſe beating therof, then the pulle is ſofr and feeble. The diet muſt be ordai- 
nedduerfly according to the diuerfiry of cauſes:for in a hor diſtempure of the 
hearr, the airc ought robe meanly cold, burin a cold diſtempure it ought to 
be meanly warme.

The tomake is dried cither 

through the dric diſtempure that 15in it,or through ſalt humours,ordrincking 

of ſalt water.Alſo oftentimes it is dried through conſent of the whole bodie,as 

it chanceth in burning feuers,and fcuer Ethickes.The diuerfitie of cauſes may 
cafily be knowne by the patients words, and by thoſe fignes which we haue 

ſpoken of in the ſecond chapter next before. Therfore the cauſe being known, 

you muſt remedie ech of them according to their cauſes dinerſly. Therefore

Pilles t» hzld ſo purcelaine ſeed hkewiſe.. The beſt ching ro quench thirſt is this. R!. ot the 
nderthe feeds of ſowen Cucumbers husked.Z.j.tragacanthe.$.{\ bray tragacantham and 
torus ſerce it, and beat the ſeceds,and pur thoſe pouders to the whites of cgges being 
raw,and beating them alrogither,make pilles and drie them in the ſhadow.Of 
theſe pils miniſter one at once tobe holden ynder the rongue, thatir may dif- 
ſolue by little and little,and ſo be ſwallowed, They that haue had burning and 
heatin the tomake long time, the juice ofthe ſweete roote being drunk,doth ” 
helpe them , and alſo the roote it ſelfe with water and the juice of pur-elaine. 
Bur thoſe which are vexed with thirſt cauſed of heart and drinefle, as it chan- 
ceth in all burning and verie dry feuers , and to thoſe which labor in ſommer, 
orin great heat, tuch are beſt healed with oxicratum(thartis) a drinke made 
F' with vineger and water ſodden togirher, For vineger doth coole mightely,and 
ot doth perce euery place quickly, & the water beſides the coolenes thatir hath, 
itis moiſteſt of any thing : for nothing (as Galen ſaithinthe place beforere- 
herſed)is moiſter then water. Alſo the thirſt which engendreth in feuers, may 
be mirtigared in ſprincklingthe head with the coldeſt oiles,as oile of roſes be- 
ing ſprinckled aloft on the forc part of the head.Alſo the beſt remedie for dri- 
nefle is leepe, where heatand moiſture are commixt rogither, as it chanceth | 
in that kind of dropſic, in which plemtie of ſalt humours be heapedin the ſto- | 
make and belly, or in thoſe which haue their ſtomake ſtuffed with ſalt fleume, 
then vinegeris the beſt remedie. It isallo good for them to ſoupe the ivice of 
quinces or peares,or veriuice with water. If humors cholerick or aJeſwimming 
inthe ſtomake,or drowned & ſtuffed in it do proucke thirſt,thEyou muſt mints 
ſter medicines which ci purge our thoſe hurors; Afterward you muſt vſe mee 
dicines which do reſtraine & comfort the ſtomake & ſtrengthen it. Examples 
whereof you muſt ſecke before, They which thirſt through drincking of much 
old wine,arc holpe with drinking of cold water & other things rcherſed inlib.x, 
cap.I 4.

You muſt cutche inward vaine ofthe arme, and you muſt draw olood accor- 

ding to the ſtrength of the patient, After this you muſt apply outwardly thoſe 

things that do repreſle & reſtraine, ſpecially ypon the ® jo where the paine 

and ſwelling do moſt appeare.For the ſtomake,ſpecially rhe mouth ofit hath _ 

eucrneede of the commixing of thoſe things that do reſtraine, bur moſt of all 

whenirt hath an inflammation. Therefore:thoſe which do attempr the cure 

with looſening remedies onely, withourthe commixing of thoſe things that 

do ſtrengrhenthe ſtomake;rhey cauſe perill of death. Therefore alwaies whe- 

ther itbe an oile that the-inflamed member be nouriſhed withall, or a ſofr 

plaiſter laid vpon that member, you muſt commixe ſome reſtringent thing 

with chem.Therfore for this purpaſc itis good.to apply roit oile wherin worm- 

wood or quinces hath bin ſodden, commixed rogither with maſticke, Alſo the 

tuice of quiaces,or peares, putringto it red roſes, barley meale, ſanders, bole | 

armoniack,& ſuch like, Alſo you may vic this cerare-Re.barly mcale.Z.{5,whice: Ceratum.

mixe with the ſaid things veriuice, or juice of wormewood, or hipociſchidos, 
and ſumach, and ſuch like. All theſe things, if the inflammarion be vehement, 
muſt be applicd to the'grief cold. And if the belly doth ſend forth norhing,you 


mult prouoke it with eafte cliſters.Nor he worketh nor vnwifely,that doth mi- 


niſter.Z.{$,of caſia fiſtula difſolued in cndiue water, afterthar the burning heat 
is ſomewhat abatcd. Alſo atthat time you may commixewith the reſtriiue 
medicines, which you apply outwardly, many things that do diſcufſe and di[- 
ſolue (as is) fenugreeke meale, floures of cammomill, and Althxa, and line- 
ſeed; you muſt neuer (as we warned you before , no not at that time , when 
there tloweth no more to the griefe,and that cannotbe driven backe,which is 
contained in the diſeaſed member) you muſt notl ay at thatrime,neither vſe 
onely looſening medicines, or onely diffoluing medicines: but alwayes you 
muſt commixe with them reſtriftiue things which haue power to preſerue and 
keepethe ſtrength of the Nomake. Therefore -art that rime you muſt vſcthis 
emplaiſter, Re.the.meale of lineſeed and fnugrecke ans 3bſeed of dill Z.ij.

La Ga- 
len wienefſerh hbro primogde ſymptccanſis.cap.7.0r becauſe there is no ſucking our, 
or becauſe the bodie is not emptied. Alſo ſometime it chancerth through ſome 
| hordiſtempure, ſpecially of the ſtomake, which diſtempure doth diffolue 
the hard and ſound members by loofing of them, and maketh them weaker in 
drawing: but the moiſt members, it ſtretcheth out vnmeaſurably by ſhedding. 
Sometime it is cauſed through aboundance of vicious humours contained in 
the ſtomake: and through immoderare fluxe of the belly and bowels : alſo 
throuch ouermuch bloodlerting.. Alſo the ficke doth abhorre mearein conri- 
nuall and vehement feuers, alſo ininflammarjons ofthe ſtomake, the liver & 
the matrice, and for many other cauſes which need not to be reherſed here. 
Siena. Theſignes which beroken a hor diſtempure, are reherſed before inthe firſt 
h chapter, Thoſe which abhorre mear, through the vice of cholericke humors, 
are troubled with gnawing of the ſtomake, and with appetite ro yomir,& with 
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thir. Thoſe that haue humours that be rotery, oy haue ſometime a feuer, 
- Butthoſe which hauc loathing of meat.chroughgrofle and clammy humours, 
they neither feele gnawing of the ſtomake nor thirſt. But commonly to all 
there commerhdiſpolicion ro,vomir. Iflathing of meat doth come abour the 
beginning ofthe diſcaſc,or abour the vigaur and ſtrength of ir, which the pa- 
rieats ſtrength may yet ſuffer, ir cauleth no perilLfor the ſicke neede bur little 
nouriſhment. Bur if lofle of appetite do. come inthe declination of the whole 
diſcaſe, or inlong weakenes, or in lacke of ſtrength, or of ynmeaſurable pur- 
ging, it is not withour perill and daunger. This cuill is increaſed of age. For 
children arc yaluckely croubled with this dilcaſe(tharis to ſay)ſuch as are de= 
uourers by nature, and haue nced of continuall nouriſhment, Therefore if 
children haue this diſeaſe, great excefle aboue nature is ſignified by it, For 


cureofthis diſeaſe, ifthelofle of apperitebe cauſed rhrough weakenes ofthe Curatis. 


ſtomake,you muſt marke whar diſtempure doth weaken the trength,and you 
mult cure itby contraries to that diſtempure, as is before eaughr. lfthe pre. 
ſence of vicious humours do cauſe lothing of mear,if thoſe humours be thinne 
andgnawing : you mult frſt begiane. bees any other thing be miniftred, to 
purge the humours contained in the ſtomake by yomit., Andifthe pacienc 
dothyomire yneafily , miniſter vnto, hum ſoupings, and othernouriſhments 
which do moiſten, that they may. driue thoſe humours' downe into the b<lly, 
and driue chem our beneath,or purge the womb with bierapicra, Then we muſt 
bring the bodie to a good temper, with ſuch things as be meets for thatpur. 
poſc. Thoſe thar do abhorre meatthrough grofie and clammic humours,you 
tl them by extenuatingand cutting-the hamours as well with Ox1mell, 
as allo with thoſe ends are made of this and other ſawces, as with 
Capers, Oliues , muſtcrd fed, and ſuch like declared inthe firſt chapter, 1f 
loathingof meat happen through inflammation ,.or ſtopping any other parr 
of the bodie, then you muſt go about the curing of tharmemberor part. And 
yoo muſt go aboutto proucke appetite againe, onely by odoraments, either 

y odour and ſmelling of wine intuſed, or decoRion of quinces,or peares. Al- 
ſo.you ſhall go abourthe ſame thing with ſoft annointings with oiles, as oiles 
of roſes, maſticke , and ſuch like, and moderare fritions and rubbings of the 
bodie. Alſo inceſlions to be applicd ro the loines and ſhare. Alſo let meates be 
prepa red of diuerſe and ſundric kinds, and atter the daintieſt faſhion,thar be- 
ſides their ſweereneſſe, rhey may entice and prouokertheir appetite : firſt of 
the beſt kinde of corne,and ſuch as doth nouriſh much,as is Alica waſhed with 
the decotion of dares & damaſcene prunes, rerecgges, birds of the moun- 
eainesthat be leanc and of no ſtrong ſayour : ſwines feete much conſumed in 
ſeerhing. For if he onely taſt ſuch meares, they nouriſh the bodie ſufficiently. 
Whatſocuer you miniſter,oughrro be of ſuch ſort, that ir may cafily be d:uou- 
red and ſwallowed.For thoſe things that require much chewing,do cauſe vn- 
pleaſantacile, and puraway appetite, Nor you may notnegle& to apply out- 
wardly ypon the ſtomake beſides the ointmentes, emplaiſters made of dates, > 
quinces, wormewood, and ſuchlike. Alſo Cerates made of the ſame things, 
examples whereof you muſt ſeeke before, 
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_. CHAP. VI. 
Of a doglike appetite. | 
| Ds ArPPETENTIA CANINA. * ina! 

A Doglike appetite is contrarie tolofle of appetite. For they rhat arerhus 
diſcaſed, they defiie much meat: and whenthey cannotrefraine their ap» 
petite, they deuoure in meate without meaſure : then they being heavie with 
rhe multitude of meate, andtheir ſtomake notbeing ablc to beare the meares 
that are in it without hurt, they turne to vomiting. Then afterward they fill 
themſclues with meate,and againe they rerurne to vomitinglike dogges; Iris 
cauſed through cold diſtempure of the ſtomake, or through vicious & ſharpe 
humours which do gnaw and pricke the mouth of the ftomake. For cold vici- 
ous humouts do cauſe a gnawing much like the proportion of ſucking, and do 
raiſe appetite of meate. Alſo ſometime it chanceth through vnmeaſurable dif- 
fparion and ſpreading abroad of the whole bodice, which do follow either the 
violence of heat, or the weakenes of the vertuc retentiue. Cold diſtempure 
of the ſtomake is knowne by euil} digeſtion, windinefſe, rombling, and many 
egeſtions or ſeiges, and by other tokens declared before in the firſt Chaprer. 
Sharpe humours are knowne by ſoure belkings, and much egeftion, and verie 
thinoe. Ifit be cauſed of vynmeaſurable diſſipation and ſpreading abroad, and 
tharthrough heate which conſumeth/ the meare hke bre , and rarcficth the 
s$kinne: then the egeſtions ſent our by the belly , be eſſe in quantitie then the 
meare tharis eaten , andalſo the egeſtions be dricr ; Bur if thardiſſipation 
come through weakeneſſe of the rerentiue vertue, which cannot maſter the 
meares : thenthere is much deicQion and caſting out of thoſe things that are 
eaten. For the cure, cold diſtempure muſt be healed as is ravghr in the fn ſt 
chapter of this booke. If doglike and vnmeaſurable appetite be capſed ofſharp 
humours ſtuffed inthe mouth of the ſtomake , and-as it were water ſoked intro 
a ſponge, you muſt miniſter in the beginning,Hierapicra Galeni. For this doth 
nor onely hear, but alſoit doth cur off and make cleane,and draw our from the 
depth of the mouth of the ſtomake, humours that be ſtuffed in it, and ir cau= 
{erh them to auoid downeward, And yer it 2ddeth ſtrength ro the ſtomake, 
that afterward it will noteaſily receive any hurtfull humour. Therefore that is 
the beſt remedie for vicious humours ftuffed inthe ſtomake, to bring them 
forth. Itisminiſtred the weight of Z.it.with wine infuſed with warme water. 
If a child doch labor of this diſcaſe, which cinot drink the medicine for bitter- 
nes, make Z.j.or 1j.of itin pilles, & annoinr it outwardly with hony,& let them 
ſwallow them downe, Scing that for the moft part, this cuill chanceth of 
ſharpe and ſoure flicume , you muſt vſe ſuch meares and medicines, as haue 
power to cut, deuide, ſcourc ,and heare, as be, garlicke, leckes, rime, ſauoric, 
origan, peniroiall, and ſuch like. Therefore the humours that be victous being 
purged inthe beginning, you muſt It the vſerhis dier. Let not their bread be 
new,nor wel Icauened,with the which alſo you muſt wixethings thar prouoke 
vrine,as is,annife ſeed,caraway ſeed,comin,parſley,& ſuch like. Let his mears 
be far & oilie. Alſo ſoupings are good, that dodeſtroy appetire,as be potrage 
cy 
or 


made with much hony, and much oile, or gooſe greaſe, hennesgr 
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or ſwines greaſe, Let his pot herbes be mallowes. Alſo gue himrhe braines 8 
farteſt partes of birdes, and of fiſhes likewiſe, andthole things thatdoaltoge- 
ther deſtroy appetite, and cauſe fulneſſe, andthardoc nouriſh burlictle , als 
though chey be caren in greatquanrity:"You may wellgiue themprear plencic 
of wine, cucn as much asthey candrinke,and ſuch wine that doth hear great- 
ly , as thoſe do that be yellowin colour, thinne in ſubſtance, ſweere in (me]- 
ling, and without reſtrition. For this doth heat the ſtomach, and deſtroy the 
ſharpneſſe of humours, ſo that ofren ſuch wine with oily and fac meares, ſut- 


fiſerh for rhe perfect cure. As Hyppocrares ſaith , drinking of wine eaſeth 2 


hunger. And you mult giue wine, as wellto chemthar be faſting, as ro them 
alſo which haue cartcn meate,alrhough they be nor as yer athicſt.Bur you muſt 
giue irto rhem that be faſting, hot , orwarme at the leaſt. He mult abſtaine 
from all ſower and reſtriftue meates and drinkes, bur ſpecially from fruite, 
Let their banketring meates be piſiacium , almondes, pinenuttes , and oliucs 
with hony. Miniſter alſo vnto them milke, as well alone, as alſo with wine cal- 
led Paſſum, or with hony ; ſothar, neuerthelefſe you muſt rake heede that you 
giucit nyttothoſe, that are wont to haucit waxe ſower in their ſtomach, for 
to thoſe ir dothmore hurt then good. Burifirt be welldigeſted, ir doch not on- 
ly ſtop the appetite, bur ir ſofrenerh the belly being Mtopped, and ſtoppeth his 

uxes. Allo you muſt make potions and fine cakes with milke, and giue them 
rohim, as be, marchpaines and riſe ſodden with mulke . Alſo he muſt waſh 
now and then, and make fat their ſkinne largely. This kinde of cure you muſt

vic as long as che licke is diſcaſed, and till he becleane whole. If che doglike Cure of it come 
appetite. come through vameaſurable ſcattering abroad, opening,& diſlipati- g f immoder ie 
on thenin ſuch a diſcaſc iris good torhickea the skin,and make it groſſer with diſſipatione 


oyle made. with yaripe oliucs , or oiles of roſes, or of mirtles, or any other 
wherein any rcſtrictiue thing hath bene ſodden with a ſoft fire. Let the ſicke 
remaine inan ayer, that is cold and perſpirable. Lethim eſchue hor ayer and 
hot bathes. Alſo ler him eſchue wine andallthings as well outwardly as in- 
wardly chatdoe heate . Let his drinke be cold-water or decoQion of Cynna. 
mon.Putche ficke in a cold bath if nothing dolerit,as ſlendernefſe andleane- 
neſſe of thehody, or.the coldacs of ſome member of the body,asthe breaſt or 
ſome other. You mult giue vato them meats that be ſtable,durable, & hard ro 
corrupt, as beperiwincles, andall kinds offhel fith, if they be ſodden withwa- 
ter twiſe changed. Allo (wines fleth being in full trengrh and ſpecially the bel- 
ly.: Alf fat biefe, and allchings thatbe all far, and that doſwimme in the ſto- 
mach, and be hard tobe digeſted and diſtributed, For there be ſome that have 
rhis diſcale, whichby reaſon of a ſharp and biting heate , and as itwere a fe- 
ucrous heate inthem, which doe digeſt and conſume bicfe and other things 
hard of digeſtion, with lefſc labour then fithes of ſony places, andſuch like 
things which be caſic of digeſtion, Ofegges thoſe are goad for them, which be 
ſodden till they be hard, or fricd in a frying pan. Giue chem manchert made of 
far broths without hony, Alſo rice ſodden with butter, and vnleauened bread. 
Looke how much the euillis abated, and ſo much you muſt abate of the groſle 
meats thar you arc wont to giue, & you muſt miniſh the reſtriftiue things allo 
thatyoulay without, For ſowtime the ychemEcy of the appetite being 1 afar 
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when the bodies hiiled with crnde and grofſe humours, irrurneth into ſome 

other worie diſcaſe, Among reſtriftive medicines beſides thoſe things which 

are afoteſaid,you muſt yſe this oimment/Re.ctles of mirtles,and quinces.ana.

CHAP. VIIE. 
Of great famune. 
2420 DE 'BvLimMo. 
Vlimos in Greeke is nothing elſe bur great and vehement famine or hun- 
ger. Itis cauſed through coldnefle of the tomake,and for want and weake- 
nes of ſtrength, andin a manittaketh his beginning altogither of ourward 
cold: for long iourneys, ſpecially when there js ſnow cauſeth this diſeaſe. Ir is 
knowne thus, 1nthe beginning there is felrmnch hunger, which for allthar, 
doth not long endure. For afterward the hearr of the paticnt beginnerth to 
faile him with coldneſſe of the extreame parts, and want of ſpirit and breath. 
You mult apply remedies for this diſeaſe by and by ,' becauſe there'be thar in 
deſert places,or in bathes, being ſuddenly raken with this diſeaſe,doperith for 
lacke ofhelpe. Therefore they that are troubled with great hunger, in x jour- 
ney without a feuer,or any other wayes, you muſt recomfottrhem with vine- 
crzor PEG, given them to ſmell ynto, or carth whatſocuer itbe,ſprinck- 
vineger, or apples, or-peares, or ſuch other like fruit which isnexr 
hand.

For by ſuch odours and ſauours, they that have this 
diſcaſc,are for the moſt part refrcſhed, ſeeing there is nothing (as we ſaid be- 
fore in the ſecond booke,the fourteenth chaprer)rthar doth refreſhrand renew 
the ſtrengrh ſooner then odours. Moreouer you muſt bindthe extreme parts 
of them with bands , and you muſt pur the rippes' of their hands and'feete in' 
veric hot water,, and you muſt raife then and ſtirrethem,' as'well b prick-" 
ing of the checkes,- as alſo by pulling of the haire and eares.” Apd when he 
is ſomewhat come againe tohimſelfe, you ſhall miniſtcr'yrro himbreadinfu- 
ſed in wine, or ſome ſuch.thing, which doth reſtore trengrh very quickly, ( as 
be) reare egges, Alica with wine, The next remedie they muſt looke forby 
meat, which ifthey can not take when it is offered them, you muſt pur nt into 
the mouth violently, and compel!lthem to ſwallow it, for by and by afterthar,' 
they are delivered from their great hunger , and from their fainting, and are' 
raiſed quickly. For this purpoſe are good alfo the Antidores, which are com-' 
pounded of diuerſe ſweete odoures = is) Aromaticum Roſarum, Diamber, Dian- 
thon, diamoſthi; Alibta moſchata , and ſuch other like. And if this diſeaſe chance 

to come in feuers ( whichis ſeldome ſeene ) and if it dothruſh in ſuddenly a. 

bour the declination of firs belonging to feuers, you may miniſter meat with=- 

out feare. Butifit chance in the beginning of the augmentation, or in the vi- 


gour and ſtrength of the feuer, the licke muſt be refreſhed by the odoraments 
| aforclaid, 
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aforeſaid,and ſpecially by thoſe things that haue corne in them, as is Pclenta, 
wet with water,or hotbreadthat ſendeth forth a burning ſauor. Alſo you muſt TÞlenta is bars 
vie frictions and rubbings of the extreme parts, andapply plaiſters made of jy ſteeped in 
dates, or quinces ſodden in wine: andthis muſt you do vntillthe deglining of yyater one 
the fir, that you may ſafely giue him meate. And ifthe icke be neuer the bet- nicht, then 
ecrthrough theſe things, you mult venterro helpe him by giuing of meare. dried, then 
Therefore miniſter iuice of Priſan, or one morſellor other wet in wine that is fried and then 
white and thinne. For they being refreſhed and as ir were ſuddenly called back ground, 
they afterward come to.the decknind of the fir. We muſt eſchew altogither in 
rhcm that haue this diſcale, long delay from meate,and hunger. For you ſhall

CHAP. IX 
Of emill digeſtion. 
De CrxvDITATE. 
|? Sor of the ſtomake or ill digeſtion, is, whenas the meate is notalto- (,,y,.,, 
gither changed. The cauſcs of it, is diſtempure inthe ftomake, inflammas- .,,, fe. 
rions, hardneſſe, impoſtumes, and ſuch other like. Sometime the meates re- 
maine raw and yndigeſtcd, although the ſtomake be nor diſcaſed: either 
through immoderate deuouring of meats and drinkes at one time,or through 
the cuill and vicious qualities of the meares themſclues , or through heatin 
of them our of ducetime, or through inordinate taking of them: or Tor as 
ſome vicious ſuperfluitic growing: or through ſhort ſleeping, as Galen ſaith, 
libro tertio de ſymptomatum cauſis, catite primo, The diucrſitie of cauſes be knowne Sinn. 
partly by the tale ofthe patient, andthemthar be abour him: and partly by ® 
certaine tokens. By the tale of the licke , andof them thatbe about him, you 
may know whether meates and drinkes haue bene taken immoderately, or 
out of due ſeaſon,or inordinatly. Allo vou may know of them the ſhortnefle of 
ſleeping : you may know if the meares their ſeJues were of euill qualities by 
his belkings and fauours, like.things roſted or burned. For in them that be 
hot and cholericke, the belkings or corruptions ſauour like meate roſted or 
burned. But in them that be of a cold nature and more flegmatike, the cor= 
ruptions are ſoure or ſharpe. Likewiſe you mult iudge of excrements that be 
fleugmatike and cold, they cauſe foure corruptions : but thoſethat be hor 
and mixed with bitter choler, do cauſe ſauour hke burned meate. Likewiſe 
iudge of the ſtomacke being any otherwiſe euill at eaſe: forifthe diſeaſe be 
cold, it cauſerh ſharpe and ſoure permutations, bur if itbe hot, it cauſeth 
a burning ſauour. When perfite cruditie and rawnefſe is engendred with- 
out corruption ,. in ſuch ſort, thatthe meares do remaine altogither cuen as 
they were caten : by this you may know that the ſtomacke is ouercome, 
either through greatquantitic of meates,or through vehement cold taken in 
a hot thirſt. Therefore if you would not haue this cruditic and euill dige- Fiflu ratio 
tion, you muſt beware of all che aforeſaid things (that is) that you neither ; 
offend in the quantitie, nor qualitic, nor order , nor due ſeaſon of the taking 
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of your meate: and chat you cate thoſe things onely, which you are able ro 
digeſt, and nor that which appetite requireth, Therefore you muſt eſpeci- 
ally cake diligent heed to the meaſure and quancitic of your meate, and you 
muſt refrainc your appetite, and cate no more then you: ſtrengths able ro 
ſuffer. Alſo you mult beware of cuill order (thatis) that you do not hrſt eate 
quinces, or pomegranates, or ſome {uch like thing: and afcerward to eate 
pot herbes our of vile or ſauce made with ſalrcd fath, or other things which 


doſoftenthe belly , Alſo you muſt eſchew eating our of due ſeaſon (thatis) po 
that you donoreate before ſome moderate exerciſe, or before yeſterdayes ; 
meate be well deſcended, and alſo not before your accuſtomed houre. Alſo # 
ou mult eſchew allchings that be hard by natuce to dizeſt: as is fleſh that is : 
ard by nature, thatis, biefe and harts fleſh, allo eſchew allold fleſh, Al- L 
ſo you muſtbeware of mcatesthatbe tar, or that be poudredin ſalr,and ſtale . 


kept. Among por-herbes, thoſe that be veric hor, or ycric cold, or alſo choſe 
that engender wind,be hurtful.Eſchew fiſhes,which are hard & dried by long 
keeping. Allo abſtaine from meares that be corrupt, or that do ſtinke, or 
ſmell ilfauouredly. Refraine from ſweete fruite, or thatwhich doth ingender 
windineſſe, or that which is corrupt. Alſo eſchew innkets which be hard 
of digeſtion, Allo you wult eſchew meares that be ſtrange and vnaccuſto- 
med, and that haue the power of a medicine, as people vie to commixe in 
their tarres and fine cakes: bur you mult eate your meatin due timegnort greece 
dily nor in gobbers , nor ſwallow ic not without chewing . Neither let your 
drinke interrupt and diſturbe your meate, for that doth hinder the vaning 
+ and knitting togither ofthe meate: and cauſerh ech peece to ſwimme from 
other, After meare eaten, you muſt eſchew vnequall and trroublous motions, 
Alſo cſchew heat andcold,for thoſe things do ſtop the digeſtion okmeare. Bur 
calefaRion and chafingof the {ides, and rubbing of the feere do helpe dige- 
ſtion, And ifrchere be heauinefſe aboutthe ſtomacke, ſothatthrough it a cer- 
caine painefulneſſe be ſpread throughour the whole bodie, then lay your 
' handbcing ſtretched forch, vppon the mouth of your ſtomake, or applic to 
ita fleſhieinfanr, for as Galen ſaith, it is much berrer and more nacturall, 
then the heat which is procured by foments, For which cauſe, ſome do lay 
lictle whelpes, while they reſt vpan their ſtomake , which doth increaſe the 
aboundance of heate,rhat digeſteth the meate. Alſo you muſt procuie fleepe 
inthe night equall and without diſturbance. For this, you mult prepare ro 
lye ſtraight, and ler your head be bolſtered vphigh, and in your lying , you 
muſt incline towards the left fide. And if you cannot {leepe,you muſt Iye with- 
out turning or ſtirring of your bodice, and keepe ir tillin one forme of lying, 
for often ſtirrings and roſſings do diſturbe the meates, and make the bodie 
windie and the bowels likewiſe. The cure muſt be diucrſe, according tothe 
diucrſitie of the cauſes, For hor diſtempure of the Rtomake requircth one 
kind of curing, and cold diſtempure requirerh another kind. Alſo inflamma- 
tion of the (tomake requireth another kind of cure, andhardnefſe or impo- 
ftumations another kind, and allrhoſe cures you ſhall ſecke our in the proper 
chapters. For here it ſuffcerh to ſay thus much. When there commeth an 
vnpleaſant belking , declaring manifeſtly that there is corruption ofmeares: 


with. 
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withour prolonging you muſt prouoke yomite, and by drinking of warme was 
ter, you muſt conſtraineall that is corrupt to come forth. For ifthey remaine 


in the tomake , they cauſe rormenting and wreſtling and heauinefle of the 
head : and ſometimes they ſend forth choler vpward and downeward, or they 


cauſe fluxe of the wombe or feauers . Therefore ſuch as can not digeſt bur 701. 


hardly, we accuſtome them long time before , that they may vomit cafi- 
ly, forthatis beſt in many perils. And ifany be hard to yomit by nature, and 
be ill diſpoſed ro drink cold things,in any cavſc it is not in conuenient to giue 
bim a cuppe of pure cold water todrinke, for the ſtomake being ſtrengrhe- 
ned, irſoonethruſteth our thoſe things thar ſticke in it, and ſenderh them 
downeto the lower parts, Thenthenext day letrheficke be kept in quict and 
rcſt,and vſc rubbings of his feerc, and chafing of the ſides; yntillthe rumbling 
and windineſſe breake out beneath , and vnill'the beings do come forth 
with agentler qualitic, Andthenitis good toriſe vp, thar firſt the belly may 
ſend our the corruptthings by ſeege , and afterward ler the ficke walke mo- 
derately, and lcthimbe idle, becauſe of the troubled vapors which be aſcen- 
dedintothe head through corruption. After this he mult applic his minde co 
daily buſincfle withour perturbation and indignation , Then againe the bel- 
ly muſt be prouoked to auoid thoſe things that remaine yer. Afterward you 
muſt bidde him reſt, and you muſt powre vpon and nouriſh the feere with 
warme water: and the face bcing waſhed with pure cold water , let him 
reſt in his bedde, and procure him to (leepe by all meanes. After which ler 
him vſe a lictle walking , and then a Bath, After bathing let him take meate 
moderatly, andthat which the bodie'is able rg, digeſt. But yer you may nor 7, 


ouerpalle medicines that do helpe digeſtion, as 15 pepper , eſpecially long helpeth dige= 


epper , which doth onely helpe digeſtion. Bur if you hauc irnorar tharpre- ;,,, 
Fe you may vſe white pepper, and if you haue not that neither, take blacke 
pepper. Alſo for the ſarge 3 Diacotoneon is good, anddieſpslitiium, Allo there be 
Cilide things to be applied as well inwardly as outwardly, both fimples and 
as , 9 vent gs the _ , nc rs "19a long in ol _, 
chaprers.jBur all theſe medicines ( eſpecially luch as dopiercequickly, as igh, - . 
C A reds , fennelLecds, Afium, louage ſeed, parſley ſeed, ammeos, pep- LC 
per, ginger, andſuch like) mult be giuen two houres before meare : butaf- 
rermeate you muſt neuer take them: for thenthere is diſperſed rogither with 
then ſome ofthe crude meates,and cauſerh obſtruions, Therefore let them 

be vſed moſt before meate after the rubbings in the morning, and two houres 


before cxctcile. 


CHAP. X, 
Of winamneſſe of the ſkomake. 


DE INFLATIONE VENTRICYLE 


T HE ſtomake is windic through the windines thatis engendred in it. Win- Cauſe. 
dinefleis engendred through fleugmaticke humours in the ſtomake , or 
elſe through meares diſſolucd into vapours through want & debilitie of hear, 
For cold onely doth cauſe no windineſſe,becauſe it can neither exrenuate nor 
L ij 
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diſſ9luc meate, Vehement hear for the moſt parr, ouercomming thoſe things 
that itrcomprehendeth, ir extenuateth and makerh thinne the meare, ſo that 
no vapours can engender thereof , ynlefle itbe eafic ro turne into windines of 
the owne nature: bur the windinefle thatis ſo engendred is troublous and 
cloudie: and alſo ir is bur little , and endureth bur a little while, ſo that ac 
one belking or other it vaniſheth away ſtraight, The heate that worketh in 
rhe meares, if it be bur of lirtle force and ſtrength, (that is)doth ſomewhar diſ- 
ſoluc them , bur nor alrogither conſume them, thereof muſt needs engender 
windincs,(as Galen teacheth /ib,zo,de ſympto. cauſfis,70. They that are thus diſ- 
caſed,haue ſtretching our and heauines ofthe ſtomacke : alſo ſometime ſwel- 
ling, and acertainc bowing our of the mouth of the ſtomacke, and of the ſto- 
macke itſelfe : alſo emptie belkings do come, ſometimes lightning a little, and 
a ſtopping of the windines which is wont to breake downeward. Alſo this euill 
ſometimes is al ouer the breaſt, and ſometime behind, about the backbone and 
backe, and ruſheth among the tointes,and often ir occupieth both places. Be: 
ſides theſe things there is vehement paine in drawing of breath, becauſe ofthe 
preſſing downe togither of the midriffe , ſo that ſome do feele like as though 
they were choked, They are caſed by the meare going downeward, and by 
windinefſe breakingoureither by belking, or by the belly. Alſo rumbling and 
noiſe is heard within. Therefore if the windinefle of the ſtomacke be cauſed 
of flegmaticke meates: you muſt miniſter an extenuating dict, and ſuch me- 
dicines as do deuide and purge fleume,which we raughrt1n the firſt chapter of 
this booke. But ifthe windines be engendred through want and weakneſſe of 


hear he muſt vſe meates caſic of digeſtion,and of goodinice. Alſo he myſt cate 


bur lirtle: for faſting is yerie good for this diſeaſe, After all the mearyyou muſt 
miniſter wine that is pure and vnmixed : but yet he muſt eſchew much drinke 
asa deadly enimie. Alſolet him eſchew fruite and cating of moiſt oiles. Alſo 
ler him vſc hot bathes in grear veſſels, for ſo thoſe do mitigate often and diſ. 
ſolue windines whereſocuer it be, and prouoke fleepe. And when fleepe com- 
meth, it caſerh the patient much, becauſe it helpeth digeſtion maruecllouſlie, 
And as for medicines, let them vſe this decoQion.

the byting and gnawing of ſharpe humors. Alſo che meate being rurned intoa 
gnawing qualitic, and lo corrupted, cauſeth ſome to yelke, Allo coldnes ofthe 
mouth of the ſtomake, and corruption of the food cauſcth yelking,which cau- 
ſeth children ſpecially ro hauec the hicket often, Alſo yelkingengendreth in _ 
feuers,ſpecially when the ſtomack or ſome other bowell is inflamed. The out- 5/334» 
ward cauſes areeafily knowne by the telling of the ficke, and them that be a- 
bour him. Fulnefſe is knowne by heauines: and emptines by thoſe things that 
went before, You muſt know it the mear be corrupt by the burnt ſauour of it: 
butyou ſhall know ſharpenes by gnawing, pricking and pulling. Therefore 
when yelking is engendred of coldnes, you muſt lay ypon the tomake, wooll 
dippedin the oile,wherin hath bene ſodden rew,commin & wormewood.Alſo 
oile of maſtick, and of Caſtoreumbeingannointed doth profite, To children Id 
warme linnen clothes being applyedrto, do helpe often. They that be of full of c 
age, miniſterto them to drinke wine or Apium ſodden in aqua mula, or co- 
wan beacen, or Afarum,or peniroial, ech oftheſc by himſelfe or elſe mixr with 
other. Alſo ſquilliticke vineger is good ro ſoupe. Allo giue them Z,j.of Coſtore-

through multitude of humours, Alſo if it be applied outwardly to the ſtomake 
witholdoile, itis good for both the ſaid griefes. Morcouer holding of the 
breath which doth increaſe heare, is a preſentremedie for them that do yelke 
through cold. When yelking is cauſed of fulnefle, vomiting is the beſt reme+

Fibe ir by and by without any tat ying. No Phiſition if he ſcethis dilcaſe tobe #749. 
engendred through aboundance of vicious humours, will in the beginning all 
at once goabourto ſtop that whichis ſent forth, for ſeeing they be vnprohta= 
ble and huifull,thcy have need of purging. Therefore fthe patient hath dif- 
poſition to vomit, and be troubled with vncigeſted meates remaining inthe 
ſtomake, you muſt gine him warme water,and thE he muſt yomitby his finger 
or a fether put into his mouth . Bart you may not prouoke vomit by miniſtring 
of Aqua mulſe, norwith water mixed with ole: becauſe thele things do en» 
crealc the fluxes,and cauſc mordacitie and writhings Alſo you muſt helpe the 
matter that purgeth downward: fora ſtrange poilon as it were being within 
doth gnaw the ſtomake and gutres, and drawech the humours from the whole 
bodic:you muſt miniſter ynto him the caficſt purging medicines, as is Alves, 
Cafia fiſti.laris, decottion of Mirabolancs and ſuch like. After that the ſuperflu- 
ous things be brought forth, then he muſt reſt, andur is good to nouriſhtbe 
ſides with oiles of Maſlicke, or nard , or wormewood, andto cauſe ſlcepe, 
You mult commixe ſometime with the aforeſaid , other things which can 
ſtrengthen the ii&make, which be atore taught, and with them you muſt make 
ointments. When there appeareth exa& and perfite concoQion & digeſtion, 
ic bathgs of ſweete water, and meates of good iuice, Among whichis broth 
of chickens with veriuice, the fleſh of ſmall birds of mountaincs, rere egges 
and ſuch like. In drinke lethim vie iuice of Pomgranares, or firupe of roſes, 
or water whercin burning ſteeJe hath bene quenched three or ſouretimes, 
Burt when the cuill hath endured Jong,and hath cauſed flenderneſic and Jean- 
nes throughout the bodie,and ſpecially ifthebclly or ſtomake dorett after the 
remouing from his place, and that the pulſe be lefſe, and thicker, then you 
mult binde the extreme and vttermoſt parts by bandes, and you muſt make 
them faſt by much oile. Alſo applie ro the ſtomake Cataplailmes, and cm- 
plaifters made of reftrigiue and ſtrengthening things, asthoſe be which are 
made of dates , hypociſthidos, Acatia, Sumaib , bole armoniacke, frankenſcnce, 
balauſtiz, roſes, and fruite of mirtles. Allo it is an cffe&tuous remcdic , if a

If with theſe remedies, 
and othersthat be taught before in the ſecond chaprec ofthis booke,the ſicke 
cannot keepe and brooke his meate : you muſt apply without vpon the ſto- 
Again/t con- makeaverie great cupping glafle lightly. Againſt che contraQions and draw- 
friftionin the jng vp of the muſcles, you muſt winde abourtthe muſcles, linnen clothes ſo- 
muſcles, kedin warme oile, and apply moiſt ccrates and oinements, wherein is pur 
ſome Caſtorewm and oile of 1reos. You ſhall finde examples cnoughof thoſe 
in the chaprer of the palſey before in the firſt booke. When the diſcaſe de- 
crealeth, youmuſt refreſh and reſtore the patient againe with good meates, 
as chickens, doucs, hennes, partrich, wood culuer, and oufils, or blackbirds,

Ir is cauſed through weakenes of rheinſtru- 
ments that belong & do ſerue todigeſtion: alſo through aboundance of nou- 


riſhmentand meate tharis moiit & yiſcous,& rhrough corrupting ofthe ſame 
meate, 
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meat, Moreouer gnawing and biting of thoſe things that are contained in the 
belly :alſo lowing of ſome things from aboue to the belly , and alſo weaknefſe 
of the retentiue vertue. The lignes whereby the cauſes are knowen are veric Sin. 
manifeſt. For if this fluxe diarrhea be cauſed through the weakneſſe of the 
inſtruments that ſerue for digeſtion (as is) the ſtomach,the bowels, the liuer 
andthe ſplene:you muſt ſecke rhe fignes of theſe out of their owne chapters, 
Bur it it be cauſed through much deuouring of cuill mcates and drinkes, 
you may know it partly by the patients tale,and partly alſo by thoſe things that 
come forth by ſcige, For if they be cholericke they be yellow of colour , and 
they be not caſt out withour feeling of gnawing and heart:alſo the patient fee- 
leth bitrernes ofthe mouth, thirſt, rhinne ſtate of the body, and other tokens 
which fignifieth choler. If irbe flegmaricke, thoſe things which come our with 
the ſcige ſhall be contrary to that which is ſaid before of choler, And if hu- 
mours do flow from the head to the belly, the egeſtions will appeare frothy,8 
the remper of the braine will be very moiſt, If the fluxe be engendred through 
fulnes of the whole bodie, orif itbe indicatorie, the fignes are rehearſed in 
another place, and of Galen lib.de plenitudine && criſtbus, Andit this fluxe of rhe 
wombe be cauſed cchrough weakneſle of the inftruments, the diſtempure | 
which is cauſe of rhis, muſt be cured and corre&ed by his contraries, as is ©#r4/0, 
zaughrin the firſt chapter ofthis booke, If this luxe of the wombe be cauſed 
through other cauſes, and chat nature dorh labour to driue our of the body ſu- Noe, 
perfluous and hurrfull matter by this meanes, and that you can eafily fufferir 
which be troubled with ir,then you muſt ſuffer and watch, rill natures hath be- 
ſtowed all her care & charge: or clſe alſo itis good to helpe natures morion: 
but for to go abourro ſtriue with ic,and to ſtop the fluxe, it cauſerh a worſe and 
greater diſeaſe. For thoſe humours which are ſtopped being caried vpward doe 
cauſe paine in the head,or phrenſic, orlicargie, or impoſtumation behind the 
cares not without danger. Therfore inthe beginning you may not ſtoppe the 
flux,which floweth proficably forthe health ofthe body.Bur after thar the flux 
hath enduredlong, not onely carying forth ſuperfluities, buralſo melting as 
ttwere the ſtate of the bodie, and conſuming the ſtrengrh, then you mult 
labourto'ſtoppe it, as well by things giuen in at che mouth, asallſo caſt in 
ar' the findament ,' and alſo by rhings applycd outwardly vypon the belly. 
Therefore if there cowe forth excrements of cleane choler, you muſt change 
it into a better and more healthfull ſtate, bur yer you may nor cure rhem by 
ſtopping ofit ſtraight wayes. Forthe cholericke matter thatis gathered roge- : 
ther, and heaped in the ſtomch, andin the bowell calledieimnzm, if itbe with- ©** of a Di- 
holden and keprthere ſtill, ic hucrech greatly. For it both oucrrurneth the ſto- arrhes of cha. 
mach; and cauſeth inflammarions of thebowels, itkindleth thirſt and reſto. {7+ 
reth feauers, and cauſeththe cuills aforeſaid , and generally cauſeth a worſe 
diſcafe. Therefore ifthere be abundance of cholericke humours in the bodic: 
nature muſt be expelled with eafic purging medicins, as is, infuſion ofrew- 
barbe, ca/iafiſtulary, the barkes of mirabolanes,citrine or manna, After that giue 

- cowes milke,or goates milke warme, being new milked, or ſeethir arrhe fire 
and ſtirreic continually rilllitbe conſumed yato the third part;which you may 
do by quenching of red hor iron,or ſieele gaddes in the milke ofiC,bur while ar 
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feeth you muſt rake the ſcumme or ſome of ir. For ſurely you can find no 
quicker remedie againſt fluxes of cholcr. And becauſe the milke thatis caten 
of one that hath a feuer, is wont toturneinto a burning ſauour, or alſoſharpe 

or ſoure, and ſo cauſeth more hurt then good: therefore if the patient katha 
feauer rogicher with this fluxc , you ſhall eſchue miniſtringof milke ro him, 
dreſſed after thar fort. But you muſt poure the fourth part of water to the 
milke, and ſeeth it yniill halfe be conſumed, andthen miniſter it ynto him, If 
the cholerbe heaped vp togither inthe bowcls, you muſt caſt incliſters made 

of the decoQtion of barley , with ſuger roſer, oile of roſes, yolkes of eggesand 
ſuch like. Ar the lentgh, when the cholericke humours be yoidedour, you 
muſt miniſter inwardly ſuch medicines,as doercftraine and ſtrengthen(as be) 
conſcrue of roſes , diacotoneen withoug ſpices , diatrion ſantalon, trochickes of 
podium, Hidromalonand ſuch like, And whar kind of medicines they muſt be 
that ought to be applycd outwardlie we will tell you alitle hereafter. AL 

ſo the fundament muſt be fomented and nouriſhed with a decoRion made 
of lomereſtritiue things, If the luxe Diarrhea be engendred through flegma-

with ſpices, greenc ginger, and other medicines which haue. power to heate 

and drie.. Alioapplic ourwardly thoſe rhings which doe adde ſtrength. Ifthe 

Care of Diar- fiuxe Diarrhea be cauſed through the weaknes ofthe vertue retEriue,you mult 
rheaofthe miniſter & applic thoſe medicins,whichare applied againſt other vameaſura« 
wea/neſſe of ble fluxes ofthe wombe.Therfore applic irrigarions & ſprincklings of oyle on- 
the vertze re- fhacine, or oyle of roſes, or oyle of the bloſlomes of apples with ſome ſoure or 
tentiue, ſharpe wine, bur oile of mirtels is of more ettcR, itthere be necd of vehemenr

itbe changed and perfeRly digeſted,euen inthe ſame forme and likenefle thac 
it was caten.Therforc in Latine it may wellbe called leuitas,or levor inteſtinorum, 
andin Englith, lightnefſe, or ſmoorhnes of the bowels. Iris cauſed oftentimes ,, avſe. 
through a grieuous fluxe d:ſenteriaby name going before, which cauſerh deepe 
exulccration of the bowclles, then ſcarres rhar be hard cloſed rogeather and 
ſmooth do followe : which ſcarres by reaſon of the hard cloſing, will nor ſuffer 
the meats to be diſtributed abour the bodie , becauſe the weirat of of the veines 
which are wont to draw nouriſhment from the bowels to them {elues,are now 
ſtopped. And becauſe of the ſmoorhneſſe (as is aforeſaid)rhe bowels ſuffer the 
meatesto flide our before they be perfe&ly digeſted. Allo this diſeaſc is cau- 
ſed many times through weaknes and debiliric of rhe yertue that ſhould keepe 
and hold the mcates in the ſtomach. For this vertue being weake and fickly, 
the foode or meates be neither digeſted nor diftribured: bur they are caſt forth 
crude, moiſt, and nothing chaunged , ( the belly being alwayes ſoluble.) Allo 
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dropſcy water auoideth by the belly, rhis fluxe Lien'eria followeth . Theres 
fore of what cauſe ſo cuerthis fluxeis engendred , the ficke doerh taſt or feele S129 
20 meate , and it cauſcth cuill Nate oc plight of che body, Therefore there 
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chanceth to the patient continuall ſerges, crude and raw,in colour pale or whi. 
tiſh,!ncquall & very watery withour any commiring of bloud and choler. Alſo 
he fecleth a burning which ſpreadeth all over the ſides, loathing of meate fol- 
lowerh ir.lc is a good anda friEdly figne in them that haue had this fluxe long, 
ifthcre chance tothem ſharpe and loure belkings: for ir betokeneth thar the 
meat doth abide ſome while inthe ſtomach vntill ir begin to be changed.WheE 
this diſeaſe chancethzit is eafie to perceive, tharyou mult refreſh wy; ecreate 


rhe vertues retentiue and digeſtiue, aſwell of the ſtomach as-of the bowels by 


all meanes,and that may chictly be done by miniſtring of conuenienrt mcares, 
and ordaining ofa dier meet to reſtore and refreſh ſtrengrh, Therfore the fleſh 
of the birds of moiitains are good:alſo chickesroſted,in whoſe bellies alſo muſt 
be purſ#machor maſticke,and other things which ſhall be rchearſed in the nexe 
chapter. Ler the meat which you giue him, be licle in quantitie and caſfic of di- 
geſtion.

Alfo 
commixe ſomwharthart is pleaſant and acceprable ro the ſtomachzas is anniſe 
ſeed,comin,or davcus. In cholerike ſeige; ler their drinke be wine that is watery 
and thinne - but in flegmaticke let the wine be old and hot, And generally ler 
him drinke burlitle, for much drinke is not only in this fluxe Lienteria, bur alſo 
in all other fluxes ofthe wombe,moſt hurrfull. For curing of this diſeaſe,ifthe 
fluxe Licnteriabe engendred through weakneſſe of the vertue of the ſtomach, 
you muſt turne to the chapter of weakeneſle of the ſtomach , andrhere ſeeke 
the cure. Bur to be ſhort, you muſt miniſter both within and withour tothe bo 
die thoſe things that do reſtraine, and that can ſtrengthen aſwell the tomach 
asalſothe bowels. Therfore miniſter firupes of wormewood,and mints, and o- 
ther eleQuaries which do ſtrengthen the ſtomach. And you muſt apply thoſe 
things outwardly,which be rehearſed before in the chapter of Diarrhea,& ſhall 
be taught in the next chapter following, Bur this medicine is ſpecially good.

Forin this diſcaſe they 
donot only pleaſure and profitby aſtonying of the ſenſe and fecling :bur alſo 
becauſe they make the thinne humours more thicke and grofle,and;doquench 
the intollerable hear. Among ſtupefactiue things Philoniz is ſpecial good, of the 
which you may miniſter for the moſt part one whole dram.Alſo pilles of hoſids 
tongue aremaruellous good,if as isafore taught you do make fix pilles of, Z.j. 
& miniſter one of them tro be ſwallowed before they goe ro-bed.Bur there be 
very many things which doe helpe the cholicke with/their whole vertue and 
ſubſtance : among rhe which white doung of a wolfe raken with water or thin 
white wine is not the worſt.

Alfo 
itis engEdredofcerraine ſtripes & blowes in certaine places1n which theſmal 
gurs doly.Alſo through vehementcold reſtraining,andwithholcing ofthe cx- 
crements, Moreouer through abundant drmking of cold things, ſpeciallic if 
much be taken when they ſyeate. Alſo it chaunceth to them, whole bowels 
be fallen into the coddes rogither with the doung : and being violently thruſt 
backe from thence againe, andrhrough rhar it is enflamed. Alſoir is cauſcd 
chrough drinking of deadly medicines, and through hard doung being impa& 
abouc the thin bowel. For the moſt part thus.diſcaſe is engedred cither through 
inflammation 
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inflammation, or through obſtrugion of the drie doung This diſcaſe is. com. 
moa to children, bur yer theyeſcape it through helpe of naturall humiditic- 
It is not wontto chance yerie often toold men: butifthey chance to haue ir, 
they almoſt beneuer rid of it. They thar haue this diſeaſe haue moſt vehement Sirne;

The inflammation, that ingen- 
dreth in the outward & round partes of the liver, cauſeth the patient to haue 
grcater painein drawing of breath then the other ,and doth raiſe a greater 
cough, and it doth ſtretch our paine vnto theright part of the necke, ſothar 
it ſcemethto plucke ir of. Alſo nchavnceth ſometime, that the muſcles Ica- 
ning ypon the liver be enflamed:therfore many being deceaucd , do rthinke ir 
robe aninflimation of the liuer.Therfore ir 15 neceflary totellthe diftercnces 
berweene theſc,For if the ler be inflamed,there followetha round (welling, ' 
faſhioned like the ltucr, which will alſo be faſhioned according rothe laying of 
the body : for it appeareth greater, when the body is turned downe onthe lete 
ſide,and againe lcfſer,when it is turned to the right.

Moreouer in inflimation of the liver, when there is grear 
and ychcment paine,. you muſt alſo minitter drinke medicines, that doe caſe 
paine:bur ſo,rhar you do eſchewe continuall vie ofchem:you mult vſe drinking 
of ſimples moſt,Therfore miniſter groundiwel] ſodden,as a thing very profita- 
blegor 1ice of lycorice with hore water . Allo iuice of endiues doth profite no 
Iefle then the other,putring ro them alittle honie:for beſides that it cooleth, 
and addeth ſtrength tothe liuer,ic allo purgeth the mouthes ofthe veynes of 
the l:uer.Bur the bellie mult allo be prouoked by eating of nettles or mercurie 
ſodden.Alloin the declination ofthe diſcaie, the belly muſt be empried bv cli.

and be more deſirous of drinke,for they are thirſty. Alſo fits vexe them cuery 
day.And their vrines are white,& they themſclues be flow and ſluggiſh.

Alſo ſometimethey that are thus _ 
diſcaſcd,haue vncurable vicers.The caules may cafily be known by thoſe cau- (4%£» 
ſes,which we ſpake off in the chaprer of the obſtruRion of the liver, This cuill _ 
is knowne by heauines, whichis about the left fide. If the whole bodice be cor- $4374 
rupted with it befides,it is eafic ro know ſpecially by thecolour of the face,dif- 
ficulcic of breathing,troubleſome dreames,and other fiighyike aforciaid.This 
diſeaſe is curcd with anextenuating diet, and by mediculies which take away Dyer, 
obſtruftions, whereof you may finde great plentic reherſ&@in the chapter of Cure. 
obſtcuQions of the liuer; for both theſe members haue ne@f like medicines: 
Bur yet the ſpleene hath neede of ſtronger medicines ſo wich as iris nouri.

bicing of yenemous beaſts. So a certaine man , when he was ſtongofa viper, 
had all his bodic ſpotted like the colour of leckes. Allo it may chance thar 
through inflammation, or changing of the naturalltemperamencofcheliuer, 

ſuch corruption of humour may happen, that ſamerime all the bodie ſhall be 
manifeſtly hike herbes that be whitith with palenefle. Alfo ſomerimeic ſhall be 
like the colour of lead, as alſo ſuch colours beblacker zfchey happenthrough 
diſeaſe ofthe ſpleene. Alloiris cauſed many times through weakeneſle of the 
bladder that receiuerh the choler , which doth not draw as it was wont to do 
the cholericke humour from the liuer ynto him, &therforc leaueth the blood 

vnpure. Allo ſometimeir is cauſed through obſtruftion and debilicie of the 

veſſels, whoſe mourhes are deriued from the gallro the liuer,and do not ther- 
fore draw the cholcrike humour, Alſo manie times through obſtruQion of the 
pllnges, which goethto the bowels . Burtthat we may diſcerac well the cau- 
tes of the taundeis, you muſt of neceſſitie conſider the figure of the excre- 
ments , and the colour : ſcing in ſome they appeare much coloured by yellow 
choler, as alſo in ſome the vrine doth appeare. Therefore in them that haue 
choler burſt our ynto the skinne, by reaſon of a good crifis in feuers, their ex- 
crements and vrine ſhall ſceme robe of naturall colour. But if with rhe feuer 
cholerick deieRions do inuade,and there be heauineſle in rhe right fide,ir fig- 

nificth burning inflamationin the liucr: by whoſe violence the blood is chan- 
ged into choler, & carricdall ouer the bodie.Bur if there be burning withour 
heauineſle and priefe, the cuil is ingendred onely through hor diſtempure of 
the liver.

Children for the moſt part are taken with 
the dropſie Anaſarea. Among the ſaid three kindes of dropſies,7impanites is the 
moſt perillous: Aſciteslefſe perillousthen it, and then A1ſarca, One dictis c&6- 
mon toll theſe kindes of dropfies; thar their meare be eaſie of digeſtion and 
ſafficiently coaR, and dry,For that meatthatis loſc and moiſt, is ape tobe tur= 
ned into wartrines.

Alſo 
itis very good if you vſe dayly , thrife or foure times, friftions : for this doth 
open the pallages that are ſhur : andit drieth vp, extenuateth and caſtetha 
ſunder humours.Therforc it doth vcry quickly prouoke forth much ſweat,and 
conſtraineth the fleſh. They maſt be rubbed with drie hands, or with ſalt bea- 
ren in water,or)hote oile, After this they mult be walhed with alume water,or 
ſulphure warcr,or ſale water, For many which hauc benetaken with the drop- 
fie Anaſarca,and have vied ſuch kinde of bathes , they haue ſuffiſed tro weare 
our the diſeaſe,and alſo ro make a ſtronger ſtare of the body.And hitherto,we 
haue rchearſcd a common diet for all kinde of drophes. For the cure, the re- 
medic thatis common for all dropſics ,is that by and by in the beginning you 
muſt purge the humour chat doth abounde, That you may doe both by bloud 
letting, and by purgations.and by thoſe medicines that prouoke vrine . That 
which is good particularly for this or that kinde,we will teachinthe chapters 
following,in which we will follow the cures of them euery one particularly. 


CHAP. XXXI11..

DE ANASARCA. 
]* the droplie Anzſarca,all the whole body, and the fleſh appeareth looſe & 
wer like a ſponge, as it is ſaid : ſothatallthe whole body ſwelleth vp , and Signs, 

is likea dead body,. In this diſeaſe you muſt begin the cure with letting of 
bloud , ſpecially ifche euillbe engendred of ſupprefſion of hemorrhoides or (4/9, 
menſtcues,and if age and ſtrength will ſuffer ir. For by this meancs the aboun- 
dance of humours that doe hurt,are drawen our, ,andrhe feeble nature being 
vnloden is ſwifter,& rhe cauſe of the diſeaſe is miniſhed, and alſo health com- 

meth againe with lefle labour , The naughtic humours being drawne out and 
purged by bloud letting,you muſt come tothe remedie of purging medicines, -pyyr;e, 
Bur if there be neede of extenuation and preparation of the humours before * 
their expulſion , you ſhall miniſter decofions and other things which be re. 
hearſcd before in the chapters of weakeneſle of the liuer, & obitruQion of the 

liver, For which purpoſe miniſter alſo ſyrups of wormewood,of rame endiue 

with the broad leaues,of Agrimonie & biZ2ntys.Letthe purging medicines be 

of ſimples , rubatbe,& agaricke:of compoundes pilles of rubarbe, pilule de hiera 
ſimplici: and pilles of agaricke and ſuch like, Alſo bierapicra is good in the begin» 
ning,becauſeistaketh away obſtruRion,and addeth ſtrengthro the entrailes, 
Therefore you muſt onely beware, that you miniſter nor purging medicines 
thatbe ſtrong, & which adde no ſtrength to the liuer:bur you muſt bring forch 

rhe hurtful humour with eafie medicines by little & little. For if you purge but 
once,andon heapes, you deſtroy the ſtrength maruelouſlic, and coole the li- 

uer. Therefore eucry weeke you muſt make the wombe ſoluble,and you muſt 
alwayes paſſe from gentle remedies,by little and little to ſtronger. Therfore in 

this kinde of cropfie the Antidotes,diabhenicon, and Fletuarium nidim be good. 

Alſo the roote of Elder ſodden in wine doth purge notablie. Alſo the roote of 
wolwort profiteth,for they be both of one vertue . Morequer the reſt of the 
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time ofthe cure,while he abſtaineth from purging medicines, you muſtmini. 
Ker thoſe things that adde ſtrength tothe liver, whereof many be recited be» 
fore, where we taught the cure of obſtruion and weakeneſſle of the liver: A 
ſo miniſter thoſe things which proucke vrine.For which purpoſe, you may wel 
miniſter diarrhodon abbat'«,aromatici.m roſarum, dialacca jdAiacureoumagrochiskes of 
agrimonic,of rubarbe,of wormewood, theriaca , & ſuchlike, And this medicine 
profiterh norablie. L.the pouders of d:acuruma,and of dialace.c,ana. Y. j. pots 
ders of diatrion ſantalon,and of diarrhodon abbatis.ana.Z fy. pouder of aromaticum 
r:ſarum, 1 j.rubarbe choſen.

ZF.j.wormemood.?.j.of licorice;Z.j ſu- 
gar,the weight of all the reſt, commixe them all and make a pouder , And you 
muſt doe your dihgence,that in fnaſarca, the medicines bee more drie then 
moyſt, becauſe the whole ſtate of the body is ſo wateris. Morcouer you muſt 
applic thoſe medicines outwardlie , which can dry vp humours,as bee cata- 
plaſmes,cmplaiſters,ointments,and other Iike things that hauc drying vertue 
in them, Therefore a cataplaſme is good made of barley and beane meale, of 
fenugrecke,6fthe roote of walworr,of Jaurell bearies,of wormewoode, and of 
origan ſodden in wine,and Jaid ouer ache whole body. Allo oxes doung con- 
uenientlic dried, may well be applied with p:/ca or oximell , hauing the fourth 
part of brimſtone put rot. Alſo freſh cheeſc hauing much creame being laid 
ro,maketh well againſtall ſwelling partes. Moreouer doucs doung and goates 
doung.mayweede,and chammomiull, by cuen portions bruiſed, ſodden in vine- 
ger,and hony may be applicd .

Ds REexnvi INFLAMMATIONE, » 
He Reines are vexed withinflammartion for diuerſe cauſes, For both cor- /,, -. 
rupt humors,and ſtripes,and rubbingsrogether,and drinking ofmedicins 
do ingender inflammation of the reines,and ſpecially continuall and vehemCt 
_ ridings, There cometh to the ſicke a beating paine behind abour the firſt ioine 37" 
of the backe, a litle aboue the baſtard ribs: bur the paine ſtretcherth vpward,e- 
uen vnto the liuer, ſpecially the right f1de reine being vexed , but downeward 
vntothe bladder and priuie members and the loines and hips: and alto to the 
ſhare and thighs. Alſo there followeth aſtoniſhment of the legge that is neerc, 
that it can neither be ſtretched our right, norhe cannot go onhis fect. And 
whether ſneeſing or anie other concuilis do chance,they are vexed with moſt 
vehement paine,their extreme parts be cold,and moſt the calues of the legges 
andthefect. There is preſentdifficultie in making water, and they piile conti- 
nually and paintully, In the beginning cheir vrine is thin and waterie, hauing, 
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noreſidencein itbutthe inflammation waxeth worſe,it is more rubicund. Alſo 

afcerward itis grofſe and filchie,and there be vehement feuers preſent. And if 
the inflammation increaſe ſtill,alltheſe ſignes waxe more vehement. To theſe 
commeth diſpoſition to vomit, and-gnawing of the ſtomach, and vomiting of 
choler, Many of them are vexed, and {weate vanuill cheir harrs faile them: their 
belly is ſtopped, lo thatthey are pufted vp with wind, and doſend out belkings 
continually.There followeth vehement abhorring ofmeare,and ro ſome there 
are continual exacerbations, bur ro ſome betweene whules.And generally ege- 
ſtions ofthe wombe ,'and much excretion of vrinedo go before thoſe paincs. 
The ficke muſt lye in a verie ſoft bed: and the firſt day he muſt abſtaine from 
meate , but you may not extend his faſting ro many dayes. Forthe vrines be- 
ing made more pure and ſharpe by faſting,do'vexe with moſt vehementbiting 


and gnawing.Therfore in the begingſng you muſt nouriſh them with thin ſup- 


pings,that do caſe and ceaſe gnawing and biting, (as is)broth of priſan or al:ca 


of barley. Alſo mallowes for his potherbes doth much prokic, Ler his drinke be 


water whereinalitle cinnamon hath bene ſodden. To be ſhort, let his dietbe 


thinne,& ſuch as is in other inflammartions, For the cure,intche beginning you 
muſt by and by let him blood,and you mult curthe yeine that is in the hamme 
orintheankles, and that muſt be done onthe legge that is right againſt the 
reine that is vexed. Alſo ſometime ( as Galen ſaith ) you may let blood of the 
arme (tharis) when rhe inflammation is new, and abundance of blood is pre- 
ſent. After bloodletting you muſt come to outward medicines,as cataplaſmes, 
fomenrs,linimcrs,emplaiſters,& ſuch like,which haue vertue to coole meanly, 
and to caſe paine, made of the oiles of roſes,quinces and cammomill,of barley 
meale,beane meale,fenugreeke,lineſeede,and ſuchlike,which be rehearſed in 
the chapters of inflammation of rhe liver and the ſpleene. And ifthe painebe 
not eaſed by thoſe things that be applied outwardly : apply a cupping glaſſeto 
rhe loines,andthe gurs,and ſcarification being made,you muſt draw ourmuch 
blood. Then you muſt vſe nouriſhment of ſponges,and other things which can 
eaſe paine.You mult only beware all chis time, that you giue nor ſuch medicins 
todrinke as prouoke vrine , for they hurt vehemently by bringing in gnawing 
and bitige humors to the inflamed parrs. This medicine I haue proued robe 
ſingyglgF good.Re.cheiuice of clary,& the iuice of nighrſhade.ana.F.ij.dronke 
in $.yj.of{tale ale,morning and cueninghxe dayes togerherAlſo you muſt be- 
ware it the beginning of the inflammarion of purging medicines, Bur yer you 
may vſe ſoft cliſters ({pecially if the belly be coſtiue)made of the decoQtion of 
mallowes, or lineſeede, and fenugreeke, or priſan broth, purting to it oyle of 
violets, or cammomill oile. Bur you muſt beware thar you pur nor in ou A- 
bundance of it, for then the bowels being fillagand ſtretched out with it will 
preſſe togetherthercines. Bur when the inflammation is perfeRly ceaſed and 
conco@, which you may know by the ceaſing of the paine, then alſoyou may 
purge him by medicines that proucke vrine: for afterinflammarions concott, 
and digeſt, the vrine cometh forth much in quantitic and groſle. Andin thoſe 
char haue reſidence,iris good, and fo iudged the beſt altogether. Whar medi. 
cines prouoke vrine , we hauec taught in the ſecond booke of making of medi. 
cines chap-7.ſpecially among por-herbs,fennell,apinm,& parincps wel ſodden, 
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are good. Andifbythe aforeſaid medicines , the inflammation be not driuen Sirna /; pw ko 
away,andifneither the-paine,nor the feuer, nor the heauines do reſt by viing rations, 
of the aforeſaid things,and allo if difficultie of piſling,& often dropping downe 
of the vrine, do vexe the patient, theſe betoken matter tobe gathered in thar 
art: therfore as ſwiftly as you can, you muſt helpe the ſuppuration and brea= 
ing our of the matter. For the which purpoſe,a ſponge continually wer in wa- 
ter and oyle in ſtecde ofa foment profiteth, For the ſame purpoſe alſo vie ca- 
wo oe are made of barley meale, bran, figges, althea, and ſuch like, 
rchearſed before in the chapter of inflammation ofthe liver, Alſo it profiteth 
greatly to deſcend into a bath made of mollifying herbes,as mallowes, althea, 
lincſeede, fenugreeke. And ifafcer perfe ſuppuration, the rupture and brea- 
ww be delayed and taried(which you may know if the feuers and paines wax Signa perfefte 
leflc,and ſenſe of heauinefle remaine aboutthe reine that is afteRed) miniſter ſuppyurationts, 
thoſe things in drinke, which prouoke vrine, as is, decoion of fennel], peny- 
royall,origan,and ſuch like. For theſe ſomrime dobreake the ſuppurarion,and | 
purge out the matter with the vrine.And if the vſing of the doe profit nothing, | 
you muſt waſh the belly with ſharpe cliſters : as with roote of wild cucumber . 
ſodden and alayed, or decoQion of garlicke,or radiſh. You muſt ſteepe thoſe { 
in brine, and commixe a litle oile , whereby they may be made ſlipperieto be 
eerier in.

Alſothereis atter commixcd inthe vrine with little peeces of 
fleſh , or haires ſwimminginthem . According to Hyfpocratesſaying. 4. Aphor. 
75 . who ſayth, ifbloud or atrer bepiſſed our i fignifieth cxulcerarion either 
of the reines, or ofthe bladder . And by and by afcer he ſayth, ifina grofle 
andrhicke vrine, there appearc little peeces of fleſh, or as it were haires,they 
are ſent from the reynes. Therefore when theſe appeare, letthe ſicke elchue 
crudities,and ſacictie or fulnefſe. Therefore ler him cate no raw things in his 
meates,neither that which is hard of digeſtion, or that will eaſily corrupt, or 
ingender inflammations or windineſſe . Let him chiefly abſtaine from thoſe 
things,which do ſoone waxe ſoure or tharpe. Alſo from all tharpe and burnin 
things,& whartſocucr doth breed andingender choler:as is, much thicſt, abſti- 
nence,hunger,labour,wrath,ſolitarinelle,exerciſe,watching,and immoderate 
ſauces. Hemuſt cſchue aboucall chings immoderacte riding, &all vehemenc 
mouing and ſtirriug:alſo he muſt auoid perperuall idlenefſe , & continuall ba- 


ching.-He muſt vie new bread well wrought, and giue him fleſhof birdes of the = 


mountaines,and kids fleſh, & ſuch like render fleſh, Alſogiue him ſcalie fiſhes 
of grauclly places ,roſted on a grediron. Moreouer riuer crabs , ſoupings of 
Ptyſan and arylum ſodden with milke,be maruclous good.Giue him allo milke 
mixed with egges , and the fatbroth of an henne.. Alſorere cgges miniſtred 
alone,are good.Of pot herbes,mallowes,cndiue,ſorrell,purſlainc,and letruce 
are good: bur all theſe muſt be ſodden, forthe ficke muſt care nothing that is 
raw,as is aforeſaid.Of fruids,raifins are not hurrfull,and pine nutres, Alſo al- 
mondes welblanched are good.

| | Gro NBS inathebladder doe ingender oftenner in childen, then inolder Cal: ye. 
folke . Wheathar vrine grolle and very thickeis caried into the largeneſſe ce, 
1 of che bladder,ir ſecleth and ſtayerhtherc,like dregs of wine,or muddie water, Cauſe, 


and afterward through the heate,tharis in childrengbeing dricd and compatt 
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together , it breederh a ſtone. Therfore there be two ſpeciall cauſes of the in- 
rape, of the ſtone in the bladder (thatis ) thickneſſe of the vrine , and 

care of children. They that hauc the ſtone in thebladder,they itch often,and 
do handle their priuic mEbers,whichalfoare ſwolle, and they are conſtrained 
to make water continually, & they are vexed withrhe ſtrangurie , or dropping 
our of vrine, The cure of this diſeaſe is almoſt che ſame that the cure of the 
Kone in the reins is.But they differ inthis thing,becauſe the ſtones of the blad 
der require ſtronger medicines, and you muſt apply the medicines in another 
place thc you didinthe cure of the reines. The ftones that are ingedredin the 
bladder,are broken chicfly with theſe medicines (that is)the ſeede& roote of 
fennell,of louage,vlacke pionic ſeedes, motherworr, cammomill, the roote 8 
ſecede of althea, /iym, maidenhaire, ſorre]l roores, the ſtones of ſponges , the 
ſtone of tec:lirh124,grommell,bryſerzs roote and ſcede;the ſtones which come our 
of men (with their vrine) braycd and drunke, the feed of litle burs, the barke 
ofcapers,ſothernwood ſeedegtacint,white violets; ſmalach, parſley and other 
ſuch like which do proucke vrine,and which be rehearſed inthe chapter ofthe 
ſtone in the reines. To theſe you muſt conioyne the moſt laudable remedie 
(that is) a hedge {parrow being drefled in ſalt, andtaken raw in meate, doeth 
heale the diſcale perfeCtly, For it expellcth the ſtones thar are alrcadic ingen- 
dred by the vrine,andir Jerteth them from ingendring any more, Alſagoares 
bloud is a preſent remedie,aiwell for rhe ſtone of the reines,as of the bladder: 
for it difſolucth thoſe that be ingendred,and driueth them out with the vrine, 
and prohibiteth other ro ingender any more,and ceafſerh paine.Furthermore 
ifthe ſtones of the bladder can not come out by the paſlage of the vrine, but 
rharrhey be there ſtopped,and compatt rogerher,and ſo do cauſe ſupprefiion 
of vrine, then the ficke muſt be ypward,ſo that his hippes muſt lie vpward and 
higheſt, andthen you muſt moue him hither and thither many wayes, that 
theiby the ſtone may fall our of the paſſage, and afterward bid him pifle even 
as he licth yet ypward. But ifhe can not make water ſo neither, prouoke the y=- 
rine by a cyring,and after that you muit miniſter choſe medicines, which have 
vertue to breake the ſtone in the bladder. And ifthe cure come notto paſſe 
by this mcanes , you muſt come rocutting. The ſtone therefore being conſu. 
med by any of the meanes aforeſaid, ſuch an order of diet muſt be appointed 
rothe patient, that the ſtone may not engender againe, which we haue pre- 
ſcribedin the chapter of the ſtone in thereines, 


CHAP. XLIL 
Of blord broken out of the bladaer or carded in it. 

chanceth ſomtimes that a veine breaketh in the bladder,and the ſome of 

| fb bloud is ſent out, and ſome waxeththicke and curdeth within. When the 
bloud 15 thickened and curded within, the patients heart failzth him, and he 
waxcth pale, his pulſes be ſmall, darke, and thicke, he is ſorowfull, he is cold, 
and his ſtrength decayerth. And ſometime when a clod of bloud chaunceth to 
fallinto the paſſage of the vrine, then ir ſtoppeth the going our of the vrine. 
You muſt in this caſe, as alſo in orher burſtings out of bloud , cauſe a very 
quicke andſpecdic remedic. Therfore ifnothing forbid it; itis good to cutthe 
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veinein the arme, drawing out the bloud by times, that by this meanes the 
bloud may be drawen backe often, and by litle and litle. Lecthe patient in his 
lying be laid vpward, and let his hips be lifted vp,and apply ſponges dippedin 
poſeagthartis,water and vineger ſodden together,to coole him, Alfo the extreme 
arts muſt be bound, andthe ſhare muſt be couered with ſponges dipped in 
poſca. If the cuill increaſe, cupping glaſſes faitencd co the ilions,& to the loines 
profic much. After irrigations with the ſponges dipped in fyia, you mult vic 
cataplaſmes of knotgraſle, brambles, plantainc and pomegranate floures.Alſo 
vie cerates made of hypociſchts, acatia, bolearmoniacke and ſuch like rehearſed 
before in the chaprers of ſpitting of bloud,and of the fluxe dyſenteriz, You nwſt 
poure into the bladder,iuice of knotgraſlc, plantaine,or millefolic,commixing 
with it acatia, bolearmoniacke, trochiskes of ſodium and ſuch like, Alſo incel- 
fions of ſuch like things are good; for both poſca and decottion of Lentiſis,and 
alſo of brambles and iuch like, are good. Alſo you muſt miniſter in drinke,me- 


of pionic, terra lemnia, horſeraile, the roote of centorie the great ,the barke of 


frankenſcnce and ſuch like, Butin them that bloud is congealed and curdedin 7* d;ſſelue 
the bladder,firſt you muſt goabour todifſolue& diſperſethatbloud with con- &#74ed blove, 


ucnient medicines. Therfore you muſt miniſter in drinke,motherworr, ſticha- 


dos, citrine,wormewond,forhernwood,ſhauing of a vine,radiſh ſcedeghares or 
goates creame, each of them withoxzmel. Allo «xime! miniſtred by it ſelfe , doth 


_ profit maruelouſly, for it diffolueth the curds, that afterward they may come 


forth by litle and Title with the vrine. Apply outwardly bathes,ointments, irri- 
gations , and other things thar haue vertuc to looſen and releaſe , which you 
mult ſeeke out of the chaprer of rhe ſtone inthe reines. Aboue other things 
this cerate is vcrie good. Rr.of the oiles of roſes and cammomill.ana.Z.j.{$.ca- 
Iamint,comin,leaues of elder.ana.Z_.iij bitumen iudaiawmggumme aminoniacke, 
ana. Z.ij.hares creame.Z.iij.ſorhernwood,meale of fenugrecke.ana.Z.{$. ſper- 
macety. Z. j.withroſen and waxe as much as is ſufficient,makc a cerate to ap- 
ply ro the ſhare. Andif you profit nothing by doing thus,burthe vrineis ſtill 
ſtopped, you muſt of neceſhtie vie aciring : bythe which when you haue 
brought our the vrine,you muſt againe miniſter the things aforeſaid indrinke, 
and apply thoſe things outwardly,which do difloJue congealcd bloud. And if 
the cloddes of bloud will not yer be diſſolued, you muſt come ro the curing of 
it, likewiſe as you did inthe ſtone of the bladder.

O*® diſeaſes that be in the bladder, and ingender there, the moſt grieuous 

and deadly is the inflammation thereof, The ficke haue theſe tokens fol- 
lowing. They are vexed with a ſharpefeuer,they watch,they raue,and ſpeake 
they wor not what: they vomit pure choler,and they can not make water , the 
ſhare becomerh hard , & hath vchement paine,they haue deſire to the ſtoole, 
aSis wontin the diſcaſe called Tenaſmus ; the ordure that commetrh footth is 
thinne and hath no refidence:alſo ſometime inflations follow ,and the wombe 
is coſtiue, the right gur being prefied together of the inflammation of the

bladder. Torhemthat haucthis diſeaſe , ifnothing ſer ir cutthe yeine of the 
hamme without any tarying,or draw bloud of the ankles, Alſo miniſter ro him 
a thinne kinde of dier,as is preſcribed in other inflammations, He muſt alſo ab- 
ſtaine from wine,and he muſt vie water,wherein a little cinnamon hath bene 
ſodden.Outwardly you muſt applic thoſe rthings,that haue power toceaſe and 
mitigate paine.Therfore the place of rhe bladder muſt be nouriſhed with oyle 
wherein hath bene ſodden dill, line ſeede,and ſometime rewe and althea. Me- 
dicines that be cojd and reftrictiue muſt altogether be forborne: & that chict- 
ly becauſe the bladder is full of finewes : for cold as Hyfprerates witnefſeth 5. 
Afozr.28.is an enemy to linewes.oreouer becauſe cold things do fliut vp and 
bind,and ſo do ſtop the vrine(whichthing chauncing in this ewill by ir ſclfe ) ir 
encreaſethir. Andlafſt of all becauſe cojd things do prohibit and let thatthe 
humours cauſfinginflimarion,may be diſſolued,conſumed and digeſted: ther- 
fore medicines meanecly hote are rather to be applied , which haue vertue ro 
ceaſe paine , tolofcen the pipe and paſſage of the vrine, and to diflolue the in» 
flammarion. AJſo let the guts be waſhed with ſofrand caſte cliſters, and after 
the dongis come forth , caſt in oyle of dill, or ſuch like thing to caſe and ceaſe 
the paine.It is good toſeeth poppie ſhelles,rogerher with oyle,and ropoure in 
cooſc greace,or freſh hennes greace ſodde together inthe ſame oyle. In moſt 
vehement paine you muſt poure in Z .j, of pilles of houndes rong diffolued in 
oyle of dill: or take opium with mirrhe and ſaffron, and annointit vpon wooll, 
and putirvp into the fundamenr. Alſolet the ſick fir in the decoRion of line- 
ſecde,fenugrecke roote of althea, dancusleede , and ſuch like, and bid the ficke 
pifſe as he fittethin the water of the decoRtion : for the bladder is not ſtrong 
enough to receaue and expell out the vrine: therfore the patient or ſome that 
be abour him, muſt thruſt & preſſe the ſhare eaſily & ſoftely,and thatmuſt nor 
be done our of meaſureyleft char paine ſhould be augmered thereby.Alſo after 
clyſters & inceſſions vie foments by hote water, and apply oyle in oxe blad- 
ders,or other veſſels, halfe full, or lirtle bagges as is ſhewed in the chapter of 
the plurifie. And if for alltheſe things,the euill ceaſe nor,faſte a cupping glafle 
with ſcarification to the grieucd places. Moreouer he muſt abſtaine fro thoſe 
rhings which pronoke vrine vehemently , and hee muſt eſchue much grinke, 
When there appeareth euident declination of the diſeaſe, you muſt come to 
the vſc of thoſe things that haue vertue to diflolue and mollifie , whereof we 
haue ſpoken often before . The purting in ofa Cyring into him thatis diſcaſed 
with inflammation of the bladder is not caſte to vic,and ſpecially in men :for 
ſeing it can notbe pur into them wit hour paine ,itſharpencth the paine and 
increaſeth the inflammarion: but in women it is nogreat hurt to vſc ir. For the 
paſſage of the vrine in them is ſhort and ſtraight , ſo thatthey may ſuffer che 
doing of it without paine. But if the peril]through the ſtopping of vrine dove« 
ry much conſtraine you, then you muſt of neceflitie vie a cyring in men alſo: 
not becauſe it rakerh away the anguiſh of the diſeaſe , but rather becauſe ir 
ſhould amende the great ſuppreſſion of vrine , and deliuer the patient from 
deadly perill. After thatyou haue cntiſed out the vrine, you muſt come againe 
tothe remedies which do ceaſe paine, vntill the inflammatis be difſoluedand 

rotted, OftErimesthe inflammation is wont to be difſolued by and by __ 
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the meanes of an Frjip?la, riling outwardly vpon the skinne , and remaining 
there,and notreturning againe inward.Yea and oftentimes much yrine being 
caſtout,doth iudge the eui}l.Yerneuertheleflc although theſe things appeare, 
you mult Rill vſe the remedies aforeſaid: inas much as for the moſt part, per- 
fe reniton and ſtretching our being riſen, continuall exacerbations and fitres 
are cauicd,and loag conſtitution of the euill. Burt when the perillous hcres are 
ccaled, andthe conſtitution ofthe difeaſc is now waxen old , you mnt come 
ro che viing of oyntmeats, which do call our and bring forth the humors from 
within: and likewiſe emplaiſtecs, which do rubitic and bliſter the skinne , are 
Lo dc applied wich you may fnde after.

H « bladder is exulcerate cither through ſome bile, or botch, or ſwelling, ;-j...., 5s

which hath bene before,or through ſome rupture,or by eating,and gnaww- 
ing of a fl1xe,or throngh ſome ſuchlike cauſe. There followeth this fickneſſe 
ſharpe paine of the bladder,at all times piſting and auoiding our matter. And 
when the vicers be foule and filthy , rhere commeth forth dreggic and flimic 
matter,and ſuch as hath a groſſe reſidence like branne. And ſometime thinne 
$kinnes like leaues, and wool! are ſentout with the vrine . It the yicers doe 
ſpread abroad and feede deepe,rhere is ſent our vrine that is bloudy , atrerie 
and ſtinking.To theſe ſiznes mav be added,difficul:ic of making water,and ri- 
ling vp of the yard, There is paine not onely when the paſſage ofthe vrine is 


exulcerate, bur alſo when the exulceration is in the botrome or depth, You 


may know whetherrhe exulccration be in the bottome of the bladder,or nigh 
the pipe and paſſage of che vrineby this: for ific bein the deprh of the blad- 
der,there followeth paine abour the ſhare: but if the vicers benighthe necke 
ofthe bladder, there is paine fclc onely ar ſuchrime , as he maketh water , and 
ſpecially atrhe beginning and ending of his piſting: and alſo his paine is the 
greater if the vrine be ſharpe . They thatare vexed with this euill , they ci- 
ther fic continually,or they can nor ſtand ypright , nor reſt lying along , an 
through great and continuall paine they are killed with feuers , watchings, 
and conſumings, ſome ſooner and ſomelater . Bur the vicers ofthe bladder 
bee incurable , orat the leaſt wayes very hard to cure: as well becauſe the 
bladder is finowie , as alſo becauſe the vrine which is of nature ſharpe doth 
continually rouch the vicers, and ſo gnawerh them : and will nor ſuffer them 
ro conglurinate and ioyne together . For although much vrine be ſent out,yer 
allthe bladder can not be cleane empricd,but alwayes ſome of the vrine is left 
init, which doth continually crouch the vicers. Yea when the abundance of 
vrine is ſentour, then the bladder ſhrinkerh yp and falleth rogether , ſo thar 
the vrine thatisleftin it , although it be very little, yer toucheth euery part 
rhereot. Bur ſcing that oftentimes ſome things chaunce beſides our expecta- 
tion ,you ſhall go about the cure , by the which, if you bring nothing elſe ro

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be qu 90 aboue all other medicines : for it maketh ſmooth roughneſſe, 
and waſheth vicerations,and ſcoureth the euill.Ler the reſt of his dier be ſuch, 

as thatis, which is miniſtred inthe exulceration of thereines. Alſo you muſt 
comfort the licke by medicines, that will let the ingendring of ſharpe vrine, 
which doth gnaw and fret thevicers, Andifthere be inflammation with the 
exulceration,cataplaſmes of lineſcede,and fenugreeke, & other things,which 
are rehearſed before inthe chapter of inflammation of the bladder ,are apr 
and meeteto be applied. Morcouer,ifthe exulceration do ſpread broder and 
catc deepe, you mult applic outwardly medicines ſomewhat reſtriftiue , and 
ſuch as be hote when they are applied , that by rheir heate they might helpe 
the painfull places round about by mollifying them , and that through their 
vertue,they may prohibite the places nigh adioyning ro feede & cate. Reftri- 
Qiue medicines be theſe:galles, pomegranate rinds,alume acatia, hypociſchu, 8 
and (ſuch like ofcen rehearſed of vs before. Alſo you muſt caſt into the exulce- 
rate places,milke newly milked,or very good oyle of roſes warme, Andif none 
of theſe be at had, you muſt caſt in cotinually moſt ſweere water warmed:ſpe- 
cially atſuch time as the gnawing is preſent. Alſo you muſt driue in by the fun. 
damentthe uwwice of Pryſan,or the deco&tion of lineſeede,cucumber leede huſe 
ked,fenugreeke,mallowes, or milke with oyle of roſes . Moreouer when thou 
wilt miniſter acliſter to him which is diſeaſed in the bladder , he may nor lye 
vpward,for the bladder then will nor ſuffer the infuſion to enter in, becauſe it 
lycth ypon the ſtreight bowell: but the patient muſtlye groucling vpon his 


knees,and ſo you mult caſt in your infuſion. Allo ler the ficke (it often in hoate 


 water,and in difloluing decoGtions,for theſe doe ceaſe paine ſomewhat, And 


when the vicers doe ſpread abroad and feede , you mult caſt into the bladder 
by a Cyring ſuch things as can ſtoppe the feeding:as be acatia, hypreifeh;s terra 
lemnia,bole armoniacke and other rehearſed a little before, Bur if the vlcers be 
foulc and filthic,you muſt poure in medicines, which haue vertue to ſcoure & 


_ cleanſe them,as 15 mulſa much wartered,or milke with a little honie,or with the 


ſecede of cucumbers cleanſed.But if there follow ſharpneflc and gnawang, caſt 
in milke newly milked , mixed with good amylum , or tuttic waſhed with ma- 
ny waters and dried, and then mixed with the milke.When the vicers be ſcou- 
red and purged cleane,you muſt procure co bring them to a ſcarre, & ro heale 
them. And that muſt be done by reſtritiue inceflions,and by emplaiſters, fo- 
ments,and irrigations,that be of like facultie and vertuc. Butif the exulcera- 
tion doc endute long time,as it chaunceth for the moſt part, then the patient 


| hath exaccrbations and fittes ſometime,and intermiſſion and ſpace fro them 


at other times. Therefore in the painfull fires applic cmplaiſters and irrigati- 
ons, hauing power to ceaſe and caſe the paine:andin the time of the intermiſ- 
fion betweene the fittes , vie ſuch things as haue vertue to deſtroy the euill, 
Therefore applic to the ſhare, Synapiſmes, and ſuch things as will cubifie and 
bliſter. And letthe ſicke vſe a dict that is good to reſtore ſtrength. Andifthe 
euill doth not waxe gentler, you muſt make burnr ſcurfes about the ſhare, ci- 
ther by medicincs or with iron,and to ſuffer the vicers to purge and clenſe the 
ſelues long time with matter flowing out. You may allo miniſter medicines to

g7 RANGVRIA in greeke\ſhliidigmvrine in Latin,is a diſcaſe whereas the Z7:xyyre4a 
vrine diſtilleth downe by drops,or by little & lirtle,and cauſerh a continuall 

prouoking & deſire to piſſe . This diſeaſe is cauſed throughthe ſharpnes of the Cas/e, 
vrine,or by exulceration of the bladder,or by an impoſtume of theliuer,or the 
reines,which being broken and ſending the filth and atrer to the bladder,tho- 

rough the ſharpnefle thereof, it cauſerh continuall defice to piſle. You ſhall 

iudge thar ſharpnelle is the caule, ithis vrines be cholericke, and allo all the 

ſtate of the body,if the reſt of the ſignes betoken choller,and that gnawings do Sign, 
chaunce about the bladder.,You may know the exulceration of the bladder,as 

alſo animpoſtume or bile of the liuer &the reines , by the lignes afore rchear- 

ſed intheir owne proper chapters .If therefore the ſtrangurie be cauſed tho- 

rough ſharpneſſe of the vrine, then you muſt purge the vicious and naughtie 

humour , thac doth abound , withall ſpeede. For the which purpoſe, belides 
thoſethings which are often ſpoken of before,whey with caſia f/?ula, is marue - 

lous good,or ſome other medicine that bringeth out choler. The cholerik hu- 

mour being auoided andpurged, the patient muſt vſe meates thar be tempe- 

ratc,and that can ſtop the ſharpnes:as is,iuyce of pryſan, mallowes,purſlaine, Fictu ratio. 
violets, cucumberſcede and ſuch like.He muſt abſtaine from all things that be 

ſharpe or ſalc.

If rhey be naturally ſtopped you ſhall know it Tn whom the 
chiefly by this:becauſe the woman thereby is vexed with no grict of the whole fonres are n4- 
body , noryet of the wombe. Alſo you ſhall hauea reſpett tothe age , forin terally eepped, 
many the floures begin to flow the fourtenth yeare , and in very fewe before = 
thethirtenth or twetth yeare. Andto moſt women they burſt out atter the 
fourtenthyeare . For the moſt parr,the purging endurerh for two or three 

daycs,to many fiue dayes,in ſome it endurerh vnto the ſeuenth day.The men- 

ſtcuis alſo doe ſtoppe in ſome the fiftie yeare , or the fiftie fiue yeare, and they 

flow not vntill che ſixtie yeare, but in fewe women. Alſo barraine women and 

dauncers, arc notnaturally purged : for whatſocuer excrement isin them , it 

is conſumed by be the yehemencie of exerciſes. And to be ſhort, women of a 

hote remperature , that be wilde,and doe vieſtrong exerciſe, they purge out 

liccle or nothing . Bur many times the menſtruis are wont to be ſupprefied x,,h,y the 
and ſtopped againſt nature,cither through ouer much grofleneſle, or flender- #,,,.,.,,, /z, þ 
nefſe. For fat folke are more withourbloud,then other folke, and thiey have \,,, axainſt na

conrinuallfickeneſle, they hane no ſuperfluous bloud in them, Moreouer the 

menſtruis doe nor flowe in them,whoſe bloud is cirher grofſe or clammic, or : 

ifit be ſent ro ſome other part of che body,and purged out, as for example, if 

it goe out at the noſe, or atthe fundament, Alſo in ſome that haue caſt our 
muchbloudfrom the breaſt, rhemenſtruis are ſtopped,and in ſome , becauſe 

much bloud hath gone our of a veine being cur. Alſo other kinds of emptyings 

haue ofren done the ſame thing,as aboundanr ſweating , continuall vomiting, 

fluxes ofthe bellie, and all kindes of puſtules and wheales which budde ouc 

of the skinne , Beſides the cauſes now rehearſed , ofrentimes the menſtruis 

are withholden through great and ſharpe ficknefſes , & through aboundance 

or ſcarcitic of ftoode , For of little foode , that little doth expirare and breath 

out ſtreight , and of much foode the paſlagesare ſpped , and the excretion 
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and yoyding our of the menſtruis is preuented and letted. And for thoſe 
cauſes the menſtruis are ſpecially ſupprefied and ſtopped , the whole body 
being euill affeRed,, Allo ony are in like manner withholden and ſtopped, 
when the wombe ir ſelfe is affliged with a particular diſeaſe or vice : which 
thing chaunceth tothe wombe ſometime through hote or cold diſtempure 
of the ſame. Alſo many times the purgation of the menſtruis is letted tho- 
rough hardnefle ingendred inthe mouth of the matrice , or through ſome 
excreſcence and growing yp of a pecce of fleſhe , oxalſothrough aboundane 
fatrncfſe . Allo to ſome by and by in the beginning , certaine filmes or thinne 
skinnes ingender abour the necke orentric of the matrice, Toother ſome 
the ſcarres of vIcers , which haue bene before in the wombe, haue ſtopped 
the mourhes of the yeflelles, which caried bloud into the wombe . To lome 
after the aborſion of the wombe, (the mouth of it being exulcerate , and af- 
rerward healed and broughttoa ſcarre) there commeth conioyning and com- 
paction of it , which beſides that ir letterh all other tranſpirations of the 
wombe , it alſo ſtopperh the excretion and yoyding out of bloud. Moreo- 
ucrſtubburne carefulnefle , immoderate feare and great ſorrow doe ſtop the 
menſtruis . There followeth ſuppreſſion and ſtopping of the menſruis, hea- 
ninelle of the whole body , deſire ro vomite , abhorring of meate , andcer- 
taine terrible dilcurfions,ſuch as chaunce ro thoſe that haue coceaued. More- 


ouer there be paines about the Joy nes, rhighes, necke,, the hinder part of the 


eycs,and the forepartofthe head . Allothere follow continuall teauers, and 
blackiſh vrines,with certaine red artre,& filthin them,euen like as one ſhould 
mixe {oote with the water wherein new killed fleſh hath lately bene waſhed. 
Allo to many cither the vrine doth come forth difficultlie or elſe it is topped 
altogether . The diuerſidic of cauſes is knowen partly by the diſpoſition ofthe 
whole body,and partly alſo and for the moſt parr,by the relling of rhe patient, 


Cold di/femper Women may know a cold diſtempure in them ſelues , by theſe ſignes ſpecially, 


becauſe they be more ſleepy and ſlower to all kinde of mouing, and whiter of 
colour,and as it were of a leadie colour . Moreouer their vrine 1s waterie and 
ſuch like ſfignes appeare,which are often rehearſed before. The tokens of hore 


Hot diſtemper diſtempure are cleane contrarie to theſe fignes of a cold diſtempurc before re-

CHAP. LIIIIL. 
Of flowing of menſtrats. 
Dz REDvnDANTIRBYS MENSIBYVS. 
\ Vide ſay, that menſtruis doe redound and oucrflow in women, when that 
great plentie of them do flow out longer thenthe accuſtomed time of 
their purgation . There isno iuſt or certaine time of their purgation: for cv 
moſt women they flow two or three dayes,to many tiue dayes,and to ſome ſc- 
uen dayes.The menltruis doe chaunce to flowe out of meaſure, through great Caſe. 
or ſmall vefſels opened wide,or broken. Allo immoderate pucgations doe en- 
enderin women,ſometime through grieuous trauaile in childbirth, which al 
b do ceaſe oftentimes of themſclues. Oftentimes after aborſkon, rhey labour 
of a vehement aborſion,and fluxe of menſtruis,and ſomerime ir bringeth rhe 
a daungerous perill , If che greater veſſels be broken or open, the bloud flow- Sizna. 
eth out guſhing on heapes: bur if thelefſer be open, it floweth outby little and 
lictle,and notin great quanritie. Ifitbe cauſed through catingor gnawing , it 
doth nor onely flow by litcle & little, but alſoir floweth with very great paine. 
| Moreouer whe the m£iſtruis low immoderartly,there followeth a Fehy colour, 
the fecte are puffed vp with a light fiwelling,the ſtregrth of the body is decayed, 
both rhe digeſtion and appetite of meate is corrupted: and in all pointes ſuch 
fignes,as are wont to follow immoderare voyding of bloud , cither by the he- 
morhoides,or by any other fluxe of bloud doe follow in this diſeaſe.Firit ther- 
foreinthe beginning of the cure,you mult bind the places berwzen the ioints, 
andthe extreme partes of the body with bands, beginning at the arme-holes 
and the ſhares. Alſo you mult faſten grear cupping glafles lightly vnder the 
pappes , as Hyppocrates teacheth. 5. Aphor, 50, Allo they mult yſe meates and 
drinkes,thatbe ſharpe and reſtriftiue,as is ryce and ſuchlike: and ler the ſicke 
rather cate roſted meates, then ſodden : and ſpecially ſuch fleth, asis of na- 
ture able to drie vp , as be birdes thatliue in mountaines , andwild beaſtes. 
They muſt abſtraine from mouing,and winde,and in ſteede of it they muſt vſe 
ſome reſtriiue potion,or poſca,not cold bur warme . Moreouer you muſt mi- 
niſter reſtritiue medicines in drinke,astheſe fimples be following. Rz. pome- T's reſtraine 
ranate floures,hypociſthis,acatia,corall, Lyciumgterra lemma, galles, knotgraſle, menſtrus, 
both rhe Conſolidaes,the ſtone hematites,ſhelles of maſt, plantaine,barberics and 
ſuch like. Compounde medicines be theſe following, as ſyrups of roſes,mirtles, 
trochiskes of ambre,and of terralennia.Allo theſe pilles following are maruc= 
lous good to ſtop and reſtraine the menſtruis.R2.terralemnia,bolearmoniacke, Catapotias 
frankenſence , maſticke,galles.ana. I .ij. dragons bloud,the ſtone hematites, 
ana-J.j.harrs congue burnr.Z .j.hypociſchiv,acatia,red corall.ana.Z. ſ\.pomegra- 
nate floures,red roſes.ana.  1j.Ambre. . j. comix them with ſyrup of mitles, 
and make pilles whereof miniſter the weight of one erachme or.Z.1{3. Allo fo- 
ment the place ourwardly,with the oyles of roſes, mirtles,quinces, and ſharpe 
wine, And applic oyntments, emplaiſters , and ccrates, and reſtriftiuc Epi- 
themes,whereofyou ſhall finde many before in the chapters of the fluxes, Dy- 
ſenteria,Diarrhez,and Lienteria, Alſo incefſions made of the decoRions of the a- In/e/;us, 
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foreſaid medicines be good.Alſo you mult vie ſuch medicines, as are caft into 
the wombe with an inſtrumec. For the which-purpoſc iuice of plantaine is mace 
uelouſly commended , wherewith Galen ſayth, in foure dayes, he ſtopped a 
Huxe of the wombe,that could be ſtopped with no other medicine.The quan= 
ticie that muſt be throwne in, ſhould be the meaſure of one cyath. Ofthe ſame 
effc& be the tuices of knorgraflc, or nighrſhade, or hypociſchis, or acatia, or fuch 
like caſt in .Alſothe vfing of Peflarics 15 not to be deſpifed :among which this 
35 ſpecially prayſed.Rz.otfrankenſenſe, pomegranate Hou res, & pgalles.ana.Z,,. 
of gumme arabicke,ncatia,ambre,hatts horne burnt.ana.Z.ij.bolearmoniacke. 
J-ij. bcate ail cheſe ro fine pouder , and mixe ir with wooll dippedin oyle of 
roſes,and putitintothe wombe,

jy Of womans fluxe. 

DE FLryorE MvLIEEgRY. 


Tz x1 fo, in Latin, fluxe of the matrice in Engliſh,is a continuall diftif- 
lation,and flowing out for a long time,of the whole body, purging irſelfe. 


| That which is yoyded our, dorh repreſent ſuch forme and colour , as the hu- 


mour that doth abound inthe body. For ſome is re, as bloud putrified, or 
attre: ſome white , which commerh of fleume :fome is pale , which figni- 
fierh choler : and ſome is wateric which is , ofa wheyciſh matter. Andif 
purebloud come forth , asin the curting ofaveine , you muſt take good 
heede , that ſome crofion and gnawingbe nor ingendredin the wombe . By 
theſe ſignes following the fluxe 1s knowen, The places are continually moyft 
with the humours , being divers in colours , The parient is ill colourcd,ſhe ſa-- 
uoureth no meare but abhorrethit, in walking ſhe breatherh d:fhcultlic , her 
eycs be ſwollen , ſometime with paine , and ſomerime without paine , or 
with exulceration or without it , andeither with an inftammarion , thar is 
withthe yicer, orelſe iris filthic or pure . The diuerſitie of cauſes you may 
know by the colour of that that floweth forth as is aforcſayd, Andifa wo- 
man be vexed with a red fluxe , in the beginning, if age and other things 
will ſuffer ir. , you muſt comero letting of bloud . For many incommoditics 
would follow , if you thould firſt poe abone to repreſſe and flop the rage and 
violence of rhe bloud that floweth , as the dropfie, vice of the ſmewes, orof 
the mouth of the Ktomact, or of the head . You may partthe times of your 
bloudlerting, as you docinthem , that ſpit bloud ,fo thar thereby the aver- 
fion and turning away of the bloud may be the longer alittle. You muſt cur a 
veine inthe arme, After this you muſt binde the extreme partes of the bodie 
with bandes, & you muſt vſe & apply all ſuch things,as can turne the fluxe of 
the humour another way. Therfore all choſe remedies that be rehearſed of vs 
inthe former chaprers be good.Ler her whole dict be reftriftiue , and ſuch as 
doth ingender groflencs & thicknes.Let her drinke be water,or it ſhe be weak 


C:zre of a fluxe wine thatis groſſe &reſtriQiue.Bur if thefluxe that is white or wheytſh do vex 
that is white a woman, it may not be toppedat the beginming , thateuill homours may be 
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purged out of the body. Noraffo,itisnort againſt reaſon, ſeing thar,that which 
is flowedout, is ingendred of fleume , if you doc miniſter a medicine _ | 
- which, 
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which doth purge fleume. And you muſt miniſter , and apply to the whole bo. 
dy,medicines andremedics which dodrie vp, ſcingthac the diſcaſc itlelfe is 
moyſt,Therfore exerciſes ſpecially ofthe vpper partes, and frifti6s are good. 

Alſo they muſt care flcth which hath vertucinitto dry,as birdes of the moun= 
taines , and wild bzaſtcs . Alfoin the beginning of the cuill , ſuch medi« 
cines may be miniſtred , as doe extenuate grofſe humours , and after that 
doe bringrthem out with the vrine, as be aſarwm , fennel], apium, and ſuch 
like, often rehearſcd before . The beginning being paſt, you muſt applie ro 
the wombe things that be moderately reſtriftive , as be oyles of roles and 
query , and other rehearſedin the former chapter. Alſo you mult vie abſter- 

1ue and ſcouring medicines, leſt that vIceration be made with: rhe humour 
that floweth:wherefore the wheyiſh humour muſt continually be waſhed with 

| hote water . After the ſcouring and cleanſing of the filth, you muſt annoint 
oyle of roſes,or of quinces or of mirtles. Likewiſc,whe a womiis digfaſed with (ze, f 4 pale 
palefluxe , it maynotbe ſtopped ar the beginning , but the bodice mult be ,,,/ cholerick 
purged with a medicine that purgerhcholer . Then you muſt ſtudichow to g,,,, 
pullbacke, and turne away tis bumour , and you muſt yſe otherreſtriQiue 
medicines, notnegleRing abſterfive and ſcouring things , whereof you ſhall 
hauc ſpeciall neede, becauſe ofche ſharpeneſle of the humour . Moreouer to 
conclude, when the fluxe cealerh, they muſt long abſtaine from ſwift goings 
and walkings, from much fritions and rubbings of the bellie and the loynes, 
alſo from cating of tharpe things, fromthings.that heate,and from ſuch things 


as doc prouoke vrine, 
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Of ſtranglng of the wombe. 


Da VTERL SvEFOCATLIONE. 


Sg Vrro CATION or ſtrangling of che wombe, isnothingelſe,bura drawing 
backe of it vp to the vpper partes. Itis cauſcd through ſtretching our of it, Caſs. 
which is ingendredof fulnes, that followeth after the retention and ſtopping 
of menſtruis.For in women the wombe, when ir is retched and ſtretched our, 
ir runneth nor to an other place like a wandring beaſt, but is drawen backe 
through the extention. Alſo it chauncerh oftentimes,through the ſcede thar 
is reſtreined . Alſo many times it chauncerh through cold, which happenedto 
the wombe,arthe time that the purgation ofthe menſtruis is miniſtred , Alſo 
ſometime ir commeth through ſome hard aborſion , or when as any hath ha» 
ſtced ro ſtoppe ſodainely a fluxe of bloud flowing from the wombe . They thar 
are vexcd withthis diſcaſe , when rhe fitis nigh, there followeth heauineſſe 
of minde,ſlowneſſe,weakeneſle of the legges, palenefle of face,and a forrow- Sign. 
full countenance , Burt whenthe ſuffecation and ſtrngling is now preſenc 
there followcrh diſpoſition to ſleepedoting,a withholding of theinſtruments 
of theſenſes , the voyce doerh waxe gia » and the legges aredrawen vp 
cogether, The pulſes areſmall and weake . Alſo oftentimes they are alzo- 
gether ſtopped. Alſoin many the breath that ſhould come our at the mouth 
and noſtrilles,is ſtopped alrogether,and yer thar which is inthe arteries, doth 
remaine ſtill. When the cuill doth ceaſc,the bals ofthe cheekes beginto waxe 
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red,and the eyes belifted vp and opened. Allo a certaine humiditie and moiſt= 
netle, that one may by fecling perceiue to runne our of the wombe of women, 
and the bowelles doe make a noiſe:and alſo the wombe it ſelfe is alittle looſe- 
ned,and o their minde,ſences,and mouing commeth to them againe.This di= 
ſeaſe commeth by courſes at certainerimes as the falling ficknelſe doth , and 
that chaunceth whenthe marrice (as is aforeſaid) is filled with ſecde,or with 
ſome other matter that putrifieth and rotreth inir. When the wombe it ſelfe 
is diſeaſed with the quantitie & qualitic of any thing,then menſtruis, or ſeede, 


_ or other kinde of ſymptomates are ingendred. If that which is able to coole the 


whole body,do cauſe this diſcaſe,the body is ſo vehemently cooled , rhat both 
breathing and arteries beating,cannot be perceiued by the ſences. Which hu- 
mour,ifirbe cither groſle or ſharpe,it cauſerh conuulſions and cramps : but if 
it haue thenature of melancholie,it cauſeth ſorrow and ſadneſle, and defeRi. 
on of the minde,refrigeration,and paine of the ſtomach. This kinde of diſeaſe 
ingendrethin all ſeaſons,but ſpecially in winter and Autumne:and moſt com- 
monly yong folke,and ſuch as be prone to lecherie,and barren,ſpecially ifrhey 
be made ſo by medicines be moſt taken with this diſeaſe. Many doe recouecr 
from this diſcaſe , and many againe doe periſh ſodaincly inthe very fit, or at 
the leaſt way within fewe hourcs after . Thar chaunceth, when the pulſes be 
ſwift and inordinate,and then do leaue of and vaniſh cleane away. At the laſt 
a cold humour in little quantitie doth bedew and moiſture the skinne aloft.In 
the firtes therfore you muſt binde the extreme parts,and beſides the bindings, 
you muſt rubbe the legges, and all the whole bodie,and docuen as you would 
recoucr one thatis ſounded. And you mult place the ficke with her necke and 
ſhoulders,bending,and rifing vypward,and with her thighes and ſhare leaning 
downward.You muſt applic to her noſthrilles,ſtincking things,as the ſnuffe of 
a cand'e newly pur our,feathers ſpecially of partriches, burnt,or wooll burnt, 
or ſoales of (hoes, or ſhales of garlicke,or onions: alſo haires burnt,and ſpeci- 
ally if rhey be the haires of the ſicke,or goates horne burnt. Alſo pitch melred 
vypon the coales,yalbanum or caftoreym,or ſuch like, Alſo you may hold a cham- 
ber veſſcll with old vrine to theirnoſe , or old linnen cloathes dipped inbrime 
ſtoneand burned. And you muſt perfume the priuities beneath with odorife- 
rous things,as beſtorax,wood of Atozs,cinnamon,cloues,and ſuch like. And ir 
is good to faſten cupping glaſſes with much flame,and lightly ro the partes a- 
boue the priuie members,and to the bottome of the bellie. As ſoone as the fir 
doth come,you muſt applic foments,and little bagges warmed, tothe bottom 
of the bellic and ſhare, for you ſhall ſcarcely finde a more preſent remedie in 
the comming of the fit of this diſeaſe. And you ſhall make them of both the 
motherworts,& with origan,beronie,commomull,calamint,wormewood,peni- 
royall,lineſcede,louageſeede and ſuchlike. Andifthe fit be prolonged,you 
muſt alſo adde to,ſuch rhings as are good to difſolue and bring out windineffe: 
whereof you ſhall inde examples and names out of the Chapters of windines 
of the ſtomach,and paine of the collicke , Alſo then, you muſt poure into the 
wombe,both oyntments &oyles,that be very odoriferous,as is, oyles of ſpike, 
and yreos,and ſuch like. Alſo let a midwife dippe her fingers in theſe oyles , and 


then put them into the mouth of matrice,rubbingir,long and eaſfilic,that ms 
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rough that prouoking , the groſſe andclammie humour may be auoided out» 

Allo letthe womanbe raiſed with loud callings,and call her loude by her pro* 

pre name Alſo at this time, you muſt miniſter thoſe things that cauſe ince- 

Zing,as bc pepper,caſorcis,/truthizm,and ſuch like.There be ſome that thinke it 

goodro vie incefiions made of the decoctio of laurel beries,& leaucs,pentroy- 
all.calamint,motherwort,horchound, ſaueinealt>ea,cammomuli,ſerplii, yreos, 
ariſtolochia,and fenugrecke.Bur in the rime of rhe incefſions, we may not omit 

the cure of the braine , but you muſt irrigate and ſprinkle the head, with oyle - 

of roſes and vineger. Bur I iudge, that you muſt rather vſe foments and 

lictle bagges theninceſſions, ſpecially when as for the molt part, although 

thou wouldeſt neuer ſo fayne,thou canſt nor vſcinceſlions in this cuill, When 

the fitreſterh & is ceaſed, copellthe parict ro vomite:for all vomites do lighte, 

bur ſpecially ſuch as are yexed with meate. Thethird day after,you mult apply hat muſt be 
cupping glafſes with ſcarificarion to the loynes,& the ylions, After the ſeuerh done ſtraight 
day miniſter rhe purgation of hiera colocynth:de,or pilles of agarick, & by and by ajter the fit, 
come tothe drinking of caſforeum, which being corinually dronke, it deliuereth 

the patient ſtraight way from this euill. Alſo you muſt miniſter euery day ther- 

of. Z.j.ſometime with mulſa,ſomtime with the decoftion of motherwort , and 

ſomerime miniſter it with thinne wine .Therfore at this time ,rather then in 

the time ofthe fir(as is ſaid)ir is lawfull for you to vie incefſtons, and pellarics, 

that do mollifc, made of gooſe greaſe, /orax, maſticke, gumme ammoniacke, 

andſuch like . Alſo the wombe mult be perfumed beneath with ſuch things as 

doe hcate, and haue yertueto bring out wind , Therfore vie this pertume !pe- 
cially. Rz.ofthe Trochiskes of gallia and alipta myſchana. ana, Z). {y.ſforax. Z in. T rochises of 
cloucs,maces.ana,Z.j.wood of aloes..ij. cinnamon choſen, leaues of laucell, parfmes. 
ana.Z ij.lapdanypsF.1.{$,.beate them into powder , and commix them with /to- 

rax Lquidazand make trochiskes for perfumes.In the meane ſcaſon,let the wo- 

man bee content with a very little meate and drinke, andler all her dijct be Dyer, 
exciccatorie & drying vp. This cure following is to be vſed in rhe ficres of this Cure of the 
diſcaſc.Inreſtoring and recreating the whole body,ſpecially if chat the diſcaſe whole bdy.

ſoin this cuill the pappes do ſwel},tothart at the ficſt it cauſerth ſome to luſpe& 
that the womi is coceaued with child,bur in proceſle of time it maybe diſcer- 
ncd . For paine followerhthe Mola,cauling pricking,neither is there any mo- 
ving percciued in this diſcaſe,as is in conception, Many of them do make a ſit= 
ſpeRion of the dropſic,bur yer there is a difference betweene th& two: becauſe 
the ſwelling is hard, & doth not giue place to the thruſting of the hand or hne 
ger,as the drophie doth,nor maketh a noyſe as the timpanie doth. Bur yer of- 
ten in procefſe of time,the liuer 1s cooled,& the droplic ingendreth, This eui!l 
for the moſt part is incurable , except remedies be applied in the beginning.

H x wombe is inflamed through many cauſes.As through a ſtripe or rer&- Can/t, 
tion,and ſtopping of menſtrus,alſoby aborſion, exulceration, vnmeaſu- 
rable Iccherie , fittungona very hard ſtoole, very long and \wift deambulation 
and walking. Alſooftcntimes it chaunceth through cold, prohibiting and ler- 
ting the tranſpiration and breathing out, The companions to inflammation of 
the matrice be theſe: an acute feuer,paine of the head, the ſhare, the loyns,& $5;-3z9; 
therootes of the eyes . Conuulfion and cramp of the armes, the fingers,and © 
the neck, and declining of them contrary.Allo paine of the ſtomach, and ſhut. 
ting vp of the mouth of the matrice,and pulſes that be ſmall and often. If che 
inflammation be feeble and ſmall, the aforeſaid ſignes will nor be great and 
Nrong,and the wombe will be vexcd with greater, pains, But if the inflamzmas. 
tion be vehemct,then all che whole wombe is vex ed wltFpanring painc, and 
all che Ggnes will be the more vehemenr. If all the wombe be inflamed, ir will 
be painctulallouer,burif ſome part of it be vexed with an inflammation,then 
the paine is greateſt in that part. For ifthe hinder parts of itbe yexed with in- 
flammation,the paine will afflift the loines moſt,and bard dungis withholden 
and ſtopped, becauſe then the right gur is preſſed together very much. lfrhe 
former part be inflamed,then there1s paine abourthe priuitics, and the ſtran- 
; urie or difficultic in piſſing is engendred, becauſethe bladder is prefſed togis. 
ther. If the ſides of it be enflamed, the partes aboutthe priuie members are 
ſtrerched our,and the legges are grieued, and difhicultly moued. When inflam- 
mation affliteth the mouth of the marrice,there is paine in the Avdomen,and , 
if you pur in your finger > you ſhall fecle che mourh hard, vnpleaſant, ſhutvp, _ 
and burning hore. In the beginningrtheretore of the cure, if neither age, nor 
ſNarc of ” 15, nronghns time ofche yeare dolet ir, you muſt cutthe veine of the 
hammes or of the aniles, (ifthe inflimation came nar after aborfion or grear 
voiding of bloud.)) Afterward you thall place the ficke in a darke houſe,which 
is moderatly warme, bidding her to de quiet,and prohibiting all mouing from 
| her legges. Then you muſt cub the ſpace betweenethe ioynts,and allo the ex- 
L treame parts,that you may turne away the courſe of the flux fromthe wombe, 
| For her meate,which muſt be litle.in quantitie , you muſt vſe ptiſan broth and ;,,, 
rere egges: butthere wuſt be a day betweene; ſhe muſt abſtaine from drinking 
of wine, and for that, ſhe muſt vſethe decoRion of cinnamon, or hote warcr, 
Allo the belly ifit be not ſoluble inough of it ſelfe,muſt be waſhed and empricd 
by ealic and mollifying clyſters. Ourwardly you mutt apply vponthe loznes, Locali.h 
andabout the ſhare,wooll wet in vineger, wherein roſes haue bin fodden, Alſo 
dates or te ſodden in wine, and commixed with oyle of roſes, is good to 
be applicd. Alſo you mult apply cataplaſmes made with the mealc of lineſeed, 
fenugreeke,and with mclilor,plancaine,lentils,knorgrafle,purſlaine,Gngreney

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and ſuch like:and thar ſpecially if the inflawmacion be of the narure of an exy.. 
ftela, Morcouer you muſt put into the matrice, wooll moiſtened with oyle of 
roſes,or quinces, or inthe tuyce of purſlaine, or fingreens. When the inflam+ 
mation beginneth to decline and ceaſe, you muſt come to the vſing of thoſe 
things,which haue vertue to releaſc,diffolue and diſcuſſe, Therefore you ſhall 
bid the patient ſir vp tothe Joynes in fenugreeke ſodden, or in the decoRion 
of al:bea, lineſeede,mallowes, and ſomerume alſo motherwort,horchound and 
ſage.Alo you ſhall annoint abour the privities,& theloynes,barley meale with 
fenugreeke andlineſecde ſoddeninmulſa, or the decottion of dric tigges, Allo 

ut in peflaries made of butter, harts marrow, gooſe greaſe, hens greaſe , and 
fach like.Whe the cure hath procecded,ſundric meats and light will be much 
profirable. And whenthe declination of iris manifeſtbring the ſicke to bathes, , 
and giuc her wine that is wateric and thinne. |

ucell.cowhom alſo the head agreeth. Alſo many times wind breaketh our of the 

riuities thatthe ficke may fecle ir. If therefore windinefle be gatheredin the 
Lacks of the matrice,there is heard acertaine rombling andnoiſe in the 
bodie, ſuch as chanceth to the gurs which are vexcd with gripings: alſoifyou 
beate your fingers onit,it makcth a noiſe like a timpanie. But whenthe windi- 
nefſeis contained in the thinne and ſlender paſſages of the marrice,then they 
are vexced with more yehement paine,, and harder to cure.

Alfolerher oh inceſſions made of the decoRion of rewe,, peniroyall, 
calaminr, go cringe 9/07 ts &ſuch like. Alſo apply cataplaſmes 
made of the ſeedes of apivm,fennell,caraway,commin,louage,davews,aniſe,fite 
ches or darnellmeale,and ſuch like. Alſo you muſt poure into the wombe ſuch 
things as haue power tolooſen and difſolue windineſle: as is,oyle of rewe,am- 
mecs, origan, and the decoftion of chings before rehearſed, And ifwindinefſe 
be included and ſtopped chrough the meanes of a clod of bloud,afterthe viing 
of the aforeſaid things, and ſpecially inceſſions, lerrhe midwife purher finger 
being firſt annointed,inrothe womans priuities, and difſolue, and bring forth 


the clod cafily and by litle and licle- Andit the cuill hath continuediong you 
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muſt come to morceeffefuous remedics.Therfore youmuſt vſc liniments,cm- 
plaiſters, and ceratesthat be ſtronger,as this is. Rz. ſothernwood, origan, and Ceram, 
cahamint-ana-Z_.jij- ſced of turſan.J.ij.of centorie the lefle.Z.j Caraway ſeeds, 
ammi.ana;Z {$.caþa.J.j.bdelium,ammoniacke.ana, Z.j. {$. oyle of rew and dill 
ana, Z. j- with waxc and turpentine as much as is ſufficient, make a cerate and 
apply it rothe wombe, Allolometime you muſt proceede tothe yſe of Syna« 
pilmes & Dropaces.Alſo cupping glaſſes may be faltened rothe places lightly 
in a circuite,and muſt be pulled away violently, for thele do helpe as it were a 
charwe.

They 5;5,4, 
that haue this diſcaſe do feelea pricking paine in the aggricued part: andat * 
certaine times ſtinking and atteric humours are ſent out fromthe filrhy vicer. 
Andother ſignes proper to the diſcaſes ofthe wombe do follow , as headach, 
and ſpecially of the forepartof the head,of the great ſinewes in the necke,and 
of the roores of the eyes, is felt paine, which allo extendeth vnto the fingers 
endes, and other rokens declared before inthe chapter ofinflammarion oft. 
Thereforcifthe vicer may be ſeene,it may be knowen by aninſtrument called 
lum oricularium: bur ifit be deepe within and hidden, thoſc things which 
come from it will declare it: for a diverſe humor is ſent foorth. If the ylcer be 
enfiamed, the humoris litle in quantitie , bloudic or dreggie with great paine., 
If che yicer be foule and hithie,the humor commeth forth in more grear abun- 
dancc,and is matter with leflc gricfe.lfthe vicer doth eatand feed,the humor 
Ss —_— blacke,& with vehement paine. For the Cure, whenthe bilc or yl. £97479. 
ccris enflamed, you muſt yſe bloodletting and other medicines that are good 
againſt inflammation, as is afore taught. In other cauſes you muſt vſe purging 
medicines , ſpecially ifthe bodic doeth abound with vicious and corrupt hu- 
 mors. Alſofpply ſuch medicines, as do reprefle & ſtop theflowing of humors, 
and corre& their hote diſtemper,as is, the juices of waters of ine » Plan» 
taine, burſapaſtorz,and ſuch like before rehearſed. Then if the vicer be filthic, 
muſt vſe ſcouring andcleanſing medicins,as is, ftiſan with hony,wiſz with 
| the decoQion of the root of ireos,arifolochia,wormwood,or agrimonic. Thoſe 
: wicers which doc cate and feede , muſt be waſhed with mares milke, or Aﬀes 
\milke newly milked: you muſt mixe with milke, hony,and roote of ireos.Theſe 
things, if e vicers may be ſcene , may be annointed: butif they be deepe 
within,caſtthEm with aninftrument called metrenchita,Whe the vicers be wel 
purged & cleanſed, you muſt vſe ſuch things,as will cloſe them vp: tuſt gentle 
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things: and then thoſerhar be of a more effeRt. The Ceratc of YErims dath of.

Burtif the inflammation be ychement, take vile of roſes or 
violets in ſteed of oyle ofirevs, Whenthe infammation is ceaſed & the place 
is open,annointvpon a ſponge a cerate made of oile of roſes and gooſe greaſe, 
and vſcchar yacill it be hcaled , making the place a licle founder : but yet you 
muſt alwayes pur in ſponges vnull the end of the cure , leſt that the mowh of 


che wombe do gather together againe.

bour before her time. Allo ifthe neckof the mouth of che matrice be crooked; P: 
orifthere be ſome pezce of fleſh ingendred there, by reaſon ofa bile or vicer 5 
going before, Burdefaulc of the child is,if irbe of an vnaccuſtomed greatnes, 
or {mall & of a little weight, or if it hatha great head, orifirbe monttrous, as

with wine, mixt with cold oyle of role When the infant is over great, you 
muſt apply thoſe things which can make wider , ſtretch our, and looſen the 
mouth ofthe matrice,If fore trauaile do chance thorough an ynnatural forme 
of the child in comming forth, you muſt bring him to a naturall forme and fi- 
gure,as much as is poſſible, partly by purting backe, partly by drawing to you, 
partly by rurning,and partly by making it ſtraight. And if the head or foore be 
ſent our firſt, you may nor draw our the child, taking hold by that member:bur 
pur your fangersto the ſhoulders or hanches of the child,and thruſt vp that a- 
gaine which 1s come forth, into the conuenient place: ifthere be twoor three, 
or mo children, and do thruſt all togither into the necke of ihe matrice,

Cine 
namon choſen.Z.ij.mirrhe,caſia lgnea.ana.J.j.white ambre.Z.j.ſ$.beate rhem 
rogither and make a fine pouder,whereofminiſter in wine thar is odoriferous, 
the weight of one drachme. Moreouer the child being borne, oftentimes ir 
chaunceth that the Secundine doth ſticke faſtin rhe wombe,which ific chan=< 
ceth, then ſometime the mourh of the matrice is found open, and ſometime 
ſhur,, and rhe ſecundine manie times is ſtill ioyned to the bottome of the 
wombe, and many times it is ſeparate. If therefore the mouth of the matrice 
be open, and the ſecundine whichis leftthercin do cleaue ro ſome part of the 
wombe, being wound vp rogitherlike a ball, ic may eaſily be drawne our.

The barba- 
rous ſort call this diſcaſc, Sciatica, andrhey call them rhar be diſcaſed with ir 
Sciatici, It is cauſed through a groſſe and flegmarike humour, which being Ca/#, 
congcaled, abidethym the joint of the huckle bones. Therefore continua 
crudities and rawnefſe,and vnmeaſurable vfing of yenerious as, do nor a lit- 
tle helpe the ingendring of a Sciatica, Allo ſometime ſwift deambulations and 
walkings, and ſupprefſionor ſtoppingofche hemmorhoides, & cuſtome of yo- 
miting being omitted, and purgaiion of menſtruis, or alſo other familiar , and 
accuſtomed emptyings being impedited and ſtopped, andnegleQing of exer- 
ciſes.For ech of theſe doingender abundance of flegmatike humours.

things that do vehemently heate, do draw more matter out of the members 
adioyning. Moreouer you may not come tothe vling of ſharpe medicines ull 
afcer blood letting or emptying by purgations, For if any man apply ſharpe 
medicines to the diſcaſcd member,before the bodiebe emptied or purged, he 
ſhall make the diſeaſe hard to cure, becauſe of a multitude of humours ſo 
rhickned there, that they cannot be difſolued, For beſides otherthings iris 
made groſſe and viſcous, and through the heat and drinefle of the ſharpe mee 
dicines,it ſuffereth,as it were roſting,or burning. Firſt therefore you mult irr1- 
gate and ſprinkle the aggrieucd place with oyle of rew. After you muſt applie 
more effetuous medictnes, which do heate and can draw humours from the 
bottome to the top, as be olexm vlrinum, ole of pepper, oleymc:ſtizum, oile of 
iunper,vnrventum arazon,martiatumand agrippa. Allo ſage, rew,laurell leaues, 
elder,roore of walwort, peniroial,ſauine,opMponar,bdellium,anmoniacuymand ſuch 
lize.Of che which you may make foments,ointments,cmplaiſters and cerares. 
Bur it the griefe be extreamely painefull, then vſerthis, which followeg, for it 
is moſt excellent againſt this euil.Ry.roſen of the Pine tree,lib.j.ſs Galbanm. FJ, 
v.melt them with a ſoft fire, and then ſtreine itthrough a cloath, and put vnto 
it ofthe pouder of maſtick.$.j. and then ſpread it warme vpon dogges leather, 
or lambesleather, and ſtrike it a good thicknes , and before you apply this 
laiſter to the painedplace, annoint the place with this ointment following. 
Ry froth hogges greace, $. j. {$. and take ſowes or monkes pea ſon,in number, 
rwentie, and beate them both wellin a morcer, till they be well iacorporate,8& 
therewith annoint the place and the plaiſter,& warme the plaiſteragainſt the 
firetillitbe ſoft,and lay itto the aggreened place, and lecit lic nine dayes, If 
there be haires ypon the place,you mult ſhaue them off firſt, and roule ir well 
leſt irſlippeth away , then cueric day, morning and cuecning at ech time, Jer 
the patient rake.$.1,ofchis cleuarie.R2.ofthe rootes of Acarus, orgladian,be- 
ing madeclcane.lb,j.tampe them vericſmall, (as poſſible you may do) chen 
take of clarified honie. lib, iij. and put in the rootes by little and lictlz, ever 
ſtirring it: and when ic is well ſodden , purinto ir of cynnamome. 5. j. made 
in 
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in verie fine powder,which being wellincorporate,keepe it to-your vſe,and at 
the end of the nine daies, ifthe paine benot cleane gone, lay to.the forena- 
med plaiſter,other nine dayes,viing the ſame cleuarie,and procure vomirzas 
before, eucric ſixth or ſcuenth daie, for that doth greatly reucrt the humour. 
Butin the beginning of che gricfe, applie to the agrieucd place againe and a- 
gaine, ſponges wet in the decoCtion of luniper,or Sage,or Elder leaucs, After- Aliudynquen- 
ward,vſc this oyntment. R2.of vnguentum martiaton.Z.uj.oylc of yreos,and lillies. rum, 
ana. {\.iuice ofrewe , andchamepityos.ana, Z.ij. hony.Z.j.{d. ſage, peniroiall, 
pepper. ana. Z.{}. pellirorie, ſtaucſacre.ana.?J.). wax as much as is ſufhcient, 
make anoyntment. Alſo the vſing of this cerate profiteth. Ry. oleum coſti- Ceratum, 
mand vlpinim ana.3.ij.{$, oile of pepper.$.1$. opop nax,bdellium,ſlorax.ana.Z, 
1j.roore of brionie,falr perer, leaues of elder.ana.Z. ij. ariſtolochia rotunda, rew, 
ana Z.1.{$. Eupbor5jum. 5, j. diſſolue the gummes in veric ſharpe vinegre, and 
with turpentine and waxe, as much asis ſufficient make a cerate. And ifthe 
cuill doremaine til], you muſt vſe cliſters again: and then faſten a very great 
cupping glaſſe with much flame to the huckle bone, making good deep gaſhes 
with ſcaritication. And ifthat the diſeaſe be not ended ſo, you muſt vic againe 
purging vomites, andche other remedies aforeſaid, which being done, you 
mult come to the vſing of Drofaces,and Synatiſmnes, and lo to the vic of burning 
medicines: amongſt which, the roote of the hearbe called iberis, is nor the 
worſt,being new digged vp in ſommer, anddiligently braied , and mixed with 
a little old {wines greace,being laid and bound to the ioinr of the huckle bone, 
or tothe whole ſhanke or Iegge. Allo the leaves of it will dothe ſame thing, 
And being ſo applycd let ir lye not paſt two houres to women, but l:tit he 
foure houres to men,if it be poſſible for them ro ſuffer ir: for it raiſeth ſwelling 
with burning and redneſſe, as a Synapiſmeis wont to do. Afterward bring the 
ficke into a bath, in the which , when he hath ſwer a lircle, bid him fir downe 
in the veſſel], becauſe of the byring heate, and compell him to ſuffer it ſtrong= 
ly. For in the beginning, it is wont to bring byting and gnawing with burnin 
heate, then bring him out : from which alwayes almoſt ( as Xin witnefſerh 
_— tacy be carried in of other, they will go out alone vpon their feere. 
After the bathing, commixe much ole with a veric little wine, & ſhake them 
rogither, and annoint it: then wipe of the humour with a ſharpe cloath, and 
couer the legge itſelfe with verie ſoft wool. And truely (this beingdone ) ir 
hath bene wonte to neede no other remedie for the cure, Bur if ſometime it 
chance any part, or remembrance of the euill ro be left ſtill, within a few 
dayes after, you may vſc againe the ſame remedie, And certaine dayes after, 
pou may lay onthe cerate,which is a litle BEfore deſcribed, Morcoucr,among 
urning andbliſtring medicines, this is good, Rz.Me anacardnwm,leauen.ana. C4r//icum, 
Sj cantbarides, ( the winges caſt away) Z. ij. vineger, as much as1s ſufficient: 
and commix them togither. Or this is good. Rz. Enphorbium,falt perer.ana.Y. Aliud. 
15.ſope,quicke lime.ana.Z j. mel anacardinum, as much as is ſufficient, ſothart all | 
being mixed togither, maybe of the rhicknes of honie. Let his dict be ſuch, 
that his mcare may be meanely thin,and cafie of digeſtion. Let his exerciſc be 
walkings, continuall wrirhings, leapings,or dauncings and running. It is good 
alwayesto have rhe bodice ſoluble, And if the diſcaſe hath endured long, 
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and cannot be griuen away with the aforeſaid medicines , you muſt yſe bur« 


ning inthree or foure places,after thar ſort,as Paulus ccachethin lib.6.cap 76.

ODAaGRAS8RzathrininLatine, be diſcaſes of one kinde, And therefore 

they differ not,bur in places diſcaſed.For in both of them thereis weaknefle 
cfthe toyntes, andan vnnarurall humour floweth ro rhem , And if that the 
fluxe ofthe humour doe flow tothe feere, thatis called Poderrain Lati:e,Bur 
ifthe humour flow to orher ioynres, ir is called in Greeke Arthritis, in Latine, 
erticularis morbus,the joint ſickenefle, Somerime;this ewill doth ruſhin ſodainly, 
being equally diſperſed throughour all the joynres. Bur for the moſt part, the 
fluzc is woontto fallin priuily, and by little and litle, For in ſome, paine doth 
inuade the ioynt of che great roe,but in ſome the end of the heele is affli&cd. 
Againe,in ſome other the hollownes ofthe foore is gricucd, cither through 
chafing of the ſhoc,or ſume {uch like thing. The gout taketh his beginning ar 
the fecte,wherevpon it taketh the name,and it proceedeth vpward by little & 
little cothe knees,and allo tothe ioynts of the huckle bones, and the thighes, 
afterward cothe hands, eucric ioynt being particularly grieued. They that are 
taken extreamly with this diſcaſe,they haue paine inthe backbone 1oynts,and 
in the toynts of the ribs,and cic lids,& ro ſome is painein the throate alſo: nei- 
theris there anic connexion or knitting of bones,which is free from this euill. 
This diſcaſe is engendered of continuall cruditiesand dronkennes,and of im- 
moderate vſing of lecherie,through vehement and ſwift deaubulations and 
walkings,th:ough long ſtanding or often riding,by ſuppreſſion and ſtopping of 
accuſtomed excretions & fluxes,& through intermiſſion of familiar exerciſes, 
Sorrowes, cares, watchings,and other perturbations ofthe mind donoronly 
engender this euil],bur alſodo breed hurrtull and corrupt humours. Alſo ma- 
ny times the cholicke being naughtely cured, is wontto be a cauſe why the 
joint ficknefſe ſhould follow, But, for the moſt part, a diſpoſition to this 
kinde of diſeaſe proceedeth from thepareuts to the children,and their poſte- 
ritic. Alſo vniuerſally aboundance of all raw humours is the cauſe ofthis diſe 
caſe, The humours that do abound,and do faſtenthemſ{cluesin the joynres, 
either be ſanguine or cholcrike, or flegmatike, or melancholious. Alſo ſome. 
time this cuill is engendred of commixion of humours, The outward cau- 
ſes may eaſely be knowne by the telling of the licke , or them that be abour 


Signes if loud him. The diference of humours you ſhall know by the ſignes following, The

As forreme- 
dics in this caſe, lecfalr be brayed ſmallinoile,& the ioynres rubbed therwith, 
for ithelperh greatly all choſerhar will be free from this euill, except they be 
of a wolgerfial dric temperature.

The ſecond 
kind of imple feauers is, when as immoderate heate is kindled in the humors, 
andic is called purrida (that is)rotted,onely becauſe the humours,in this kind 
of feauers do purrifte and rotce. It is like vnto hot water: for as that doth hear 
a cold veſic1l, that iris poured into: ſo alſo humours, heat aboue nature, do 
heate the bodice, The humours do putrifie and rot cither within the veſſcls or 
without. If they rot within the veſſels, then either all the humours do purrifie 
togirher,or ellc one alone. It all the humours do putrifie equally and a little 
within all the veſſels or ycines,or ſpecially within the greateſt: it cauſcth a fe- 
uec called Sycaputrida, which, to the intent you may perceiue what it mea= 
. neth ; you muſt note firſt that the Phiſitions of Greece do call that feauer 
Zuroxo% Synochos , in the which one fire remaining ftill continually from the begin= 
ning tothe ending, extendeth and continueth many dayes.

Carſes chaunce through the nature ofthis fcauer , Diaria febrsis cauſed, when as the 
ſpirite or breath is inflamed and heate atoue nature without any putrefa&ion 

or rottennelſe.And that chaunceth many wayes:ſometime through conſtipa= 

tion binding or thickiing ofthe skinne , which ctoppeth and keepethin rhe 

vapours or ſpirites which were wont to flow out by the poares, which becauſc 

they be hote and ſharpe,therefore they engender a feauer. Sometime it is cau- 

ied chrough wearinefle,and vehement detatigation. Alſo through watchings, 

crudities,& jacke of digeſtion,ſadnefſe,feare,ire,vehement care of the minde, 

burning of the Sunnezcold, hunger,dronkenneſſe,and ſwelling of the carnelles 

Sirnd. in the throte,and ſuch hke,which can heate the ſpirites and inflame the.

S1gnes of wa!- the eye liddes , there is moiſtnefle of the hairesof the eye liddes, and ſmall 
whings. pulſes.For watching(as Hippocrates ſaith)icing it lerterh digeſtion,ir engedreth 
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aboundance of crude & raw humours and yapours,it diminiſheth-the raturall 
heate,and vnlooſcnceth the body,whereupd there tolloweth the tokens afore- 
ſaid.To be ſhort,watchings doe reuoke and pull backe nature from digeſting: 
therefore they cauſe great cruditic and rawneflc,aſwell in the braine,as inthe 
reſt of the body, whereupon allo doth chaunce the tokens aforeſaid . The 
fignes of a Diarie,cauſcd of care and ſorrow be theſe, lJennefſſe of the body . If 
ſorrow bethe caule,iris clearer,if caregitis darker. Alſo hollowncfe,and drie- 
neſle of the eyes doth fignific both the ſayd effeRes: bur in thoughtes and co- 

rations it is leaſt, becauſe the ſpirites and humours are Iefle conſumed. And 
it is moſt cuidct in ſorrow . Allo there follow theſc effe&sa certain vnaccuſto-» 
med palenes or {wartnes,fo that the skinne is deſtitute of her naturall colour. 
They which hauec a Diarre through wrath or furious anger, they haue neither 
hollownefle of cycs,nor euill colour of the face,but rather their eyes ſeeme ro 
ſicke out further,and their face is red,and there is lottines of the pulſes. So al- 
ſo the fignes of the reſt of the Diaries,being ingendred through perturbation of 
the minde may chiefly be knowen by the pulles. For in ſadnes the ſpirites are 
caricd inward,and therefore the pulſes be ſmall, feeble and rare. In feare new 
begon,the bloud and ſpirites runne inwardas itwere to the ſpring head , and 


' the minde is troubled. Fornature being vexed driueth the ſpirits hither & thi- 


ehcr,which through mouing are inflamed, whereby the pulſes are made ſwift, 
neceſſitic compelling them,and the minde being chil maketh the vnequall 
and ſharpe. In old feare(the ſpirites being diſperſed and vertue being feeble,) 
ir cauſerh ſuch pulſes,as we ſpake of before in ſadnes. They which haue a Dia- 
ria feauer,through burning & heate of the Sunne,their skin is hot & dric,their 
head ſecmerh to the ro burne,becauſe of the ſpirites inflamed in ir, their eyes 
waxc redder,and ſomtime the veynes in their cyes,temples and forchead, and 
in all their whole faceare ſtretched and puffed vp . They that haue this fea- 
uer through cold, they are taken with heauic diſtillations, and reumes-, be= 
cauſe cold bindeth , and withholdeth and keepeth the fumous excrementes 
within the skinne . Moreouer the skinne islefle hore, and allthe body ſhew- 
eth to hauea greater moiſture , becauſe the wonted fluxe is reſtrained and 
Kopped through cold. Moreouer there isno filthines in the face, for the ſame 
cauſe.They which haue this feauer cauſed of wearinefle, their skinne is made 
drier,then itis in other Diaries, becauſe exerciſe drieth vp the body, and draw. 
cth our the moyſture of it:alſo their pulſes be vnlike : for they that haue vicd 
great cxerciſcs,and be wearied aboue meaſure,they hauc ſmall pulſes, becauſe 
of imbecillitic and weakencfle of ſtrength, bur they that haue vicd but ſmall la. 
bours, their pulſes be grear,becauſe their ſtrength is nor diminiſhed yer. They 
which be rake with a Diaria feauer rhreugh dronkenes or hager, they need no 
ſignes to know the cauſc,for ſuch cauſes may be knowen by telling of the licke, 
They which haue this feauerthrough kernels,ſwellngs,or impoſtumarions a- 
bour the throt or mouth,or otherwhere:they haue very great pulſes,& becauſe 
of the feauerous heate,they bee ſwift and ofcen.Allothere is equalitic of their 
pulſes , becauſe the inſtrumErof moving is not Jetred neither by obſtrucion, 
nor through aboiidance of humors,nor ofſharpe vapours, nor by prefling to+ 
gether,vnles the inflimatis be yery great.Thei face is alttogethes ied & iviok 
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len,becauſe ofthe aboundice of heart. And their vrine appearethpale,becauſe 
the cholerthar ſhuld colour the vrine is trisferred tothe borch orimpoſtuma«: 
10. The cure of allDia:7e feaucrsis brought to paſſe by dict,whoſe chicfpoinr. 
in all Diane that be ſimple, coliſt inthis: that you miniſter vntothem meates 
that engender good humours,& that be caficof digeſtion & apr tobe diſtribu= 
tedaboutthe body . Giue vntorhem thar arc burnt in the Sunne,androtheny 
thatbe angred,a diet which doth coole and moiſt . And vntothem,thar are: 
cold, viuc a dict that nouriſheth lefſe,and that doth heat moderately. Againſt 
warchings orſadnefſe,or conſuming with ouer much care,vſc a dierwhich can: 
both morſtE and prouoke ſleepe,thar it may deliver them from the drines thar 


_ thoſe cuils haue cauſed,and alſo thatit may recreate & refreſhetheir ſtregth, 
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They that haue a feauer of wearinefle , you mutt allowe them to eare aſmuch 
mear as they candigeſt : for you muſt alwayes eſchue cruditic and rawnes of 
the ſtomach For the ſubſtance of the body being diflolued and diſperſed with 
labour,muſt be repaired with much meatc, bcing of digeftio. You muſt mea«+ 
ſure the quantitic of taking of meare by the patients ſtrength , age , natural 
remperament, and cuſtome of the ficke, Moreouer by the time of the yeare, 
thercgion, and ſuch other ike . Bur thoſe,whoſe temperature of the body is 
yery hote and drie , thoſe you muſt feede with meateby and by ar the firſt be= 
ginning of the fitte. For in them the Diarie feauer will chaunge very ſwiftclie 
into an acute and rotten feauer, Chieflly aboue other,they may bee fed with 
a thinne diet , which have a Dierie cauſed of a botch ur impoſtumarion , for. 
in them, the ſubſtaunce ofthe body is not diminiſhed . Wine thatis white 
and thinne is good almoſt for all Niarie feauers , thoſe which bee properly 
named fo , and doe endure but twentic fourc houres . For beſides that it 
helpeth digeſtion , italſo proucketh vrine and ſweat (as Galene ſayth.) Bur 
you may graunt it morc aboundauntly to the feauerous through warchings, 
ſorrowe or care , becauſe great aboundaunce of ſpirites is ſpent and conſu- 
med inthem, which wine will caſely and quickely reſtore in them againe. Bue 
to thoſe that haue headach , whether they haue watched , or be feauerous by 
any other occaſfis,they muſt refraine from wine, becauleit pearceththe head 
quickly.And they that hauc this feauer engedred of great anger and furie, yn» 
Icffe they be altogether quict from that perturbation ,chey may have no wine 


mu ro them, for the ſpirites,andbloud is maruclouſlic chated, and boyleth

ore.Alſoyou muſt driue from wine thoſe that be feauerous,through the ſwel- 
ling of botches or kernelles in the throte vnrill ic be looſened: not , tharit is 
ſo vnprofitable for the feauer , bur that ithindreth the cure ofthe botch. For 
itencreaſcth the lowing of the humours into the greeued place , and fo cau» 
ſeth inflammarion,& thereby augmenteth the feauer.You muſt cure all imple 
fcauecrs that be Diaries(as Galen witnefſeth)with bathes. Therefore whoſfoc- 
uer hath this feauer,in the declination of the firſt ficte , you muſt bring them 
intoa bath. Burycrall may not bebathedalike , nor al muſt yſe the ſame 
artes of a bath . For they that haue this feauer cauſed of borches, or impo- 
ftumatios,they may profitably tarry inthe ayre or fume of thebath, becauſe 
it both rarificth and maketh rhinne the skinne , andalfo it prouoketh and 
zmiccth ſwcat our of the body , Neither docthir hurt thoſe pationees with 
- Orines, 
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drines, asir would do thoſe thar haue this feuer engendred of wearines, war- 
chings,cares,& other perturbations of the minde. For ſeingtheir body is dried 
vp alcogerher by choſe caufes,rhey muſt be kepr irs the aire ofthe bath,leaſt ir 


augment theirgrief.Thecfore ſuch may tariethe longer in a bath of ſweet wa- 
ter being made hote,char through the moilture of it,they may recoucr rhe hu- 


 miditiethatis loſt, andis decayedinehem , Afterward toft hands muſt rubbe 


chem gentlie, withplentie of warme oyles, wherein there is no maner of re- 
ſtriQion of binding . For this friftion and rubbing doth moyſten , looſen , and 
ſofcen the hard and flethie parts , and ir dilolueth and diſperſerh thoſe 
things which are conteyned inthe poares and conduires of the body . They 
that haue this feauer cauſed through burning of the Sunne,you muſt cure the 
by and by inthe beginning with cooling , and with many bathings of [weere 
water,and onely with pouring on alitcle oyle without friftion or rubbing of ir, 
for itraiſech heate . Things that doe coole rhe head being applyed to it , be 
oyle of roſes, and ofvnripe oliues , and other which be rehearſed in Z:bro jri- 
w2 . Theſe being firſt made cold,and thenrecciued with wooll,and holden yp 
aloft, you muit preſic ic with your hand,and ler it drop downe vpon the fore- 
partof the head, and that continually , while the feauer doeth decline: then 
afterward bring the ficke intoa bathe , If any perſon have his feauer tho- 
rough cold,hee muſt alſo bee brought to a bathe in rhe remiſſion of his fitre, 
and his head muſt bee nouriſhed both before and after the bathing with 
oyle of yreos and vieun naimum , andſuch like . For they rhat have a fea- 
uer through this cauſe, haue neede of medicines that ci heate,&remoue con» 


Ripation and binding . They that labour of a Dieria feauer through hunger, 


incheinclination of the fic you muſt bring them ſtraight vnto a bathe , and 
pouring vyponchem much ſweere oyle warmed , rubbe them foftelie, and you 
muſt keepe themlong in the water of the warme bathe, that thereby the arie- 
nes, which hunger hath cauſed in the body, may be correRed and amended 


by the oyle and the bathe . When they be come out of the bath you muſt re. 


create and refreſhike ſtrengrh with conuenient meares , and then you mult 
bring them againe to a bath, and when they come our againe, (the perturba« 
tio with their bathing being ccaſed)you mult giue them hote water to drinke, 
and by and by you muſt miniſter iuice of priſan , and ſometime they may take 
lectuſe , and they may eate fiſhes taken our of grauelly places, and light meate 
being ſoddenin a white broath,which,what it was in old time, Galen ſhewerh 
in Lib.q.de ſanitate twenda.lf the feauer Diaria doe chaunce through cruditie or 
rawnes of the tomach:you muſt firſt confider,whither the wob2 be ſoluble,or 


- els coſtiuc . 1f it be ſoluble,and rhoſe things onely which be corrupr,do ſecme 


eo voide forth,thenyou muſt waſh him and nouriſh him in the remiſſion of the 
feauer.But nor,vnlcfle firſt you diligently behold and foreſee all things chaun- 
_ the tomach . For if ſuch aboundant emptying hath bene already, or 
doth now continue , ſo that, the vertue & ſtrength of the ſicke js wearied,it is 


berrer to giue him meate, and waſh him both rogether . Bur you muſt diligent- 
> frat tirſt thoſe things that be about the ſtomach, You muſt vſe about the 
icke,if the emptying do endure no longer, irrigations & ſprinklings of the ſto- 
mach with oile & wormewood and other things whichare rehearied before in 
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the third Booke in thz Chapter of weakeneſle ofrhe Romich.Burrhoſe things: 
that be appliedro che ſtomach,letchem be wellheat . For thoſe rhings thar 
be applied bloud warmz,do dilfoluc and looſenche ſtrength of the ſtomach. If 
the belly be alrogether coſtiuc,handlezand feele the (ides,and then the whole: 
b:lly,and conider,whether the meate is diſcended inro rhe ſmall gurs,or into 

the colon, Andifrhe meate abide yer ſtill in the ſtomach, ler the ſicke drinke 
much warme water, and puthis finger or a ferher downe into his rhrone , and 
yomite vp allcharvexeth and rroublerh him. Then you mult fomenr and nou- 
riſh his hypochondecs and {id2s,and let himreſt.Bur when the foods is deſce- 
ded already into the bowzls , you muſt bid them lye with their face & ſtomach. 
downeward,and you muſt nouriſh the belly and proucke ſleepe: for thar dige» 

ſterh cruditie maruclouſlie . After ſleepe tobring out excrements from the 
wobe,you muit pur in a ſuppoſitarie,or caſt an eaſfic cliſtcr ro looſen the wobe, 
They which haue a teaucr cauſed through ſwelling ofthe kernels ofthe thror, 
in tem you muſt firſt cure the bile or botch rhar cauſed the inflammation,at- 
ter thar ſort that Galen reacheth in his bookes de medendi ratione, When the fig 
declincth,they muſt be waſhed, Alſorthey muſt be nourithed withathinne and 

ſcarce diec,becauſe inthem,the ſubſtance of their body is not loſt. Alſo they 

mult be kept from winc,for the cauſes aforeſaid , Andthis ſuffiſerh for the cu- 

ring of a Diaria feaucr,bcing ſo called ſrmpliciter,withour any addition. 


CHAP. IIL. 
Of a Diarze laſing mo dayes. 
Dx Driarta PLyRIvm DIERVM. 

4 fc ERE is another kind of Diaries, which is named Diara pluris dierum,for no 
other cauſe, but becauſe it extendeth and conrinuerh vnto the third day. 

It is otherwiſe called Simxchus nm» putrida « The auncient Aurhours hauc called 
rhis feauer Dia'i4,becaule it is of the ſame nature that right Diaries are of, For 
ir endeth after the firſt firyif irbe rightly and wellhandled, This feauer is cau- 
ſed of thickning or ſtopping of che paares,and paſſages ofthe skinne . That 
thickaing(as Galen witnefſeth)doth chaunce either becauſe the ſmallpoares 
arc ſtopped yp,or becauſe they wax narrower, or allo becauſe the body it ſelfe 
is moderately thicked, which is wont to chaunge through cold,or aftera bath, 
or by a medicinethatis very ſharpe and reſtritiue;orthrough burning of the 
Sunne,& other ſuch like which can drie the skinne.This feauer may be knows 
firſt by rouching: for in them that haue it,the skinne isfelr harder , and more 
compa togither,then it is wont to be; Secondarily you may know this feauer 
by mouing of the heateyfor ar the firſt rouching it ſeemeth gentle , and eaſfie, 
but afcerward,if you hold ſtill your hand longer,the heare is ſharper, Thirdly 
you may know this feauer by ! vrinc,which is not much alrered from his na- 
rurall ſubſtance andcolour:for the bloud doth not boyle very much,neither is 
there much choler ingendred, whereby the vrine ſhould be made higher co- 
loured. Fourthly,you may know it by the bigneſſe of the body, which keepeth 
one ſtare and doth nor fall away , becauſe the rhickneſle ofthe skinnedothler 
thediſſoluing ofthe vapours and moiſture,and therefore alſo the cyes are nov 


hollow,nor dric,but more ſwollen & of more morſture,then they ſhould be _- 
eurally, 


-- 
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eurally, Fiftly, you may know it by the pulſe , which is equall, great, ſwift, fre* 
uent & vehement, They that be taken with this feauer,if you will cure them Cyratis. 
rightly and rruly, you muſt lerthem bloud , and you muſt drawe out ſo much 
bloud as the ſtrength of the patient will ſufter. And knowe this for a ſuretic, 
thar vnlefſe you vſe this remedie to thoſe which by nature haue their body vn- 
apr ro breath out yapours becauſe of abundance, it will cometo palle,thar ci- 
therthey ſhallbe choked, or be in daunger of often ſwounding , except great 
ſtrengrth,or much ſweating, or large fluxe of bloud dodeliuer them fro death. 
Thc bodie being emptied by bloudletting , ſhortly after miniſter meates and , 
medicines which ci cleanſe & ſcoure. The meats which can do this in feauers ** yo wy 
(as Galen witneſſerh) be priſan and mlſa. The medicines be priſan & oxymell, MH 
and things ſodden in mu{ſa,as be calamint, hyſope,origan,ſerpillum,ireos,and 
im. But all theſe be hotter thenthey ought to be,and therfore they. enflame 
and kindlc feauers, as alſo wine doeth. Oximel doeth onely ſcourc and cleanle 0:ime. 
ſtrongly,and doth nor inflame and kindle feauers,ſothar ir doth diſſolue thoſe 
things that be glucinous,clammie,cough and grofle:and it deliuereth the con- 
duites, poares and paſſages from obitruions and ſtoppings, Obſerue and 
watch how much of the teauecrous heate is diminiſhed by tius diet. For ifthe 
third day in the morning,you ſee very litle of the feauer lefr,andifthere beno 
fignes of rottennefle ot humours inthe pulſe, nor cruditic or rawneſle in the 
vrine :if the ſuſpethoure wherein the teauer tooke the patient the firſt day, 
be after noone, you may boldly waſh the patient quickely long before fixe of 
the clocke,but it is ſufficient, if youend the waſhing three houres before. Like® 
wiſc if you ſuſpe& the tenth houre,you may waſh hun vntil the ſeuenth houre, 
for three houres or foure is ſpace cnough bertweene the bathing and the fitte, 
When the bodic hath bene 20 in the bath, heing firſt annoinred with ſweer 
oile warmed, and rubbed verie moderately and cafily , then by and by it muſt 
be wiped without and waſhed. Theſe things following do ſcoure and cleanſe 
moſt moderately {that is) meale of Eruwum, and of barley , and aloof beanes, 
Moreouer mulſa which is wateric doeth thy /ame. Stronger things,be ircos, 
roote of panax,and ariſtolochie,and mulſa, which is of a meane commixtion,bur 
that mula ſcoureth moſt of all thatis pure, whichis whenthere is but a little 
water mixed with the hony, ſo thatthemelced hony may eafily enter into the 
ſmall poares of the ſkinne. Stronger ſcourers thenthele, be the froth of (alr- 
peter, the ſalr-peter it ſelfe , and then aphonitrum. Sope is one of them that is 
able to ſcoure moſt of all, Moreover, aftera bath you muſt giue the paticne 
norhing but water which hath had alitle apiwmn ſodden in ir, although there be 
three houres ſpace betweene the bathing and the ſuſpe&ed houres. Bur if the 
ftdoth inuadethe patientin rhe euening,or two houres ſooner,then you may 
waſh him inthe morning , and giue him mearte: bur you muſt giue him onely 
. buice of priſan, Then if the ſuſpeRed houres bring nothing with them , you 
may wath him againe, if you will, and giue him meate: but you muſt haue re- 
ſpe rothe vrine andthe pulſe. Bur if there chaunce any thing in the ſuſpe- _ 
Qed houres, you muſt conferre it with the fir which you had the firſt day, and 
then you muſt conſider the vrine, and alſothe pulſes. For all theſe will ap- 
peareto be in a meane temperature , when there is left but a licle obſtruction, 
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Wherefore you ſhall waſh him the fourth day,and giue him meare, hauing re. 
ſpe ro the aforeſaid.confiderations: and you thall hope that nothing will be 
left rhe fift day, Burif there be great obſtruion cauſed , that feaucr is not of 
the kinde of Diarie Feuers. 

CHAP. I1II. 


Of a rotten Fener called Smochus. 
DE SYNoCHo PyTRIDA. 

Sg YNoOCHyS inGreeke,is a Feuer,wherein one fit continuing perpetually 
fromthe beginning ro the ending gremaineth many dayes, or clle it is a fe» 
ucr which is without all great muracioa vnrill the end of ic. Hereupon it 1s cal= 
ledin Latine continens febrys, and in Engliſh it may be called a conitant and fla- 
ble feuer. There be three ſundric differences of theſe conſtant feuers, as ap- 
peareth beforc in the expoſition of feuers, This feuer Synechrs putridazor conti- 
nens febri5 1s cauled when all the humours do putrihie and rot cqually rogether 
within all the veflels,& ſpecially in the great veficls, which be about rhe armee 
holes and the ſhare:which ts wont to chaunce,when a feucrous heate is retai« 
ned and kept in of a yehement binding and ſtopping, whichis within the bo» 
dic. For whatſocuerthings be hote and moiſt, and may hardly breathor fume 
our, they putrifie and rot quickly and readily, Therefore this kind of fcuer is 
not ingendred nor kindled in folke that be leane and ſlender,nor in them thar 
haue a thinne andrare ſtate of their bodice, nor in a cold temperament of the 
bodie, nor ina cold age : bur for the moſt partir ingendreth inthem which 
do abound with bloud , and in thoſe that be hote as well by their age and na» 
ture, 25 by exerciſes and dier, and ſpecially it kindlerh in them that be fleſhie, 
grofle, and thicke bodied,or elſe inthem that be ſtuffed with hote excrements, 


| of 


They which haue this feuer, their pulle is veric grear, vehemenr, quicke, fre-. 


quent and equall. The conſtitution or ſubſtance of the arteries is neither 

harder nor ſofter then it ſhould be by nature : but the quicknefle and frequen- 

cic of it, is according to the greatnedſe of the feuer: and theſe fignes are come» 

mon with the ſignes of the Draria plurium diem, But particularly in this feuer, 

there is lignes of rottenneſſe, and thataſwellinthe vrine, as inthe pulſe ,and 

by the qualitic of yakinde heate. The Cure of this feuer muſt be begun with 

Icing ofbloud, And if vertue and nature be ſtrong,& no other notable thing 
do ſtop or letit, you muſt draw bloud till he do faintand ſwound. For if the 

patient be ſtrong, this is the chiefeſt remedie for this kinde of feuer ( as Ga» 

len ſaith ) For firit the bodic is rurned intoa contrarie ſtate, for it is cooled 
quickly through the fainting and ſwounding. As for cooling of the body,no- 

thing canbe found that is more pleaſant , nor more profitable, either forthe 

ficke, or for nature. Morcouer in ſuch bodies there chaunceth ofneccfſicic, 

looſeneile of the bellice or a laske. And oftentimes alſo vomitipg of choler. 

Which things, moiſture or ſweats do gather from the whole bodie. Therfore 

you ſhall dobeſt,by and by in theſe feuers, nor to marke the number of dayes 

paſt, bur onely ro conſider the ſtrength of the patient. Forif that he bg ſafe 
and ſtrong, you maylert him bloudnor only the {txt or ſeuenth day, buralloin 
the dayes following. But & if you are compelled ar any time to cure a paticnt, 
ro whom nvt onely the remedic of bloudlctting hath bene pretermirted a 
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kept backe, but now alſo either through ignorance of Phiſitions , or through 

feare of the licke or his afliſtents in procetle of time, you are forbidden to ler 

bloud, you muſt comero the miniſtring of cold things. Bur yeu mult diligetly 

diſcerne and confiderbefore, how much hurt may chance by ir. For if the hurt 

will be {mall or none,miniſter very cold drinke,as much as the fick will drinke. +1 colde 
And you may be the more bold todo it,itthe patient hath bene vſed ro drinke / hings /h:uld 
cold drinks. Bur if you fearethar great diſcommoditic would ariſe through ir, &e minirrea, 


G | ou ſhall abſtaine from it: and vie other remedies whereby obſtruQtions may 
is; be caken away, and abundance auoided,and that the burning heate of the fe- 


; ucr may be cooled and eaſed. The diſcommodities and hurts which do follow 

cold diinks miniſtred immoderately and out of time, be theſe: firlt becauſe ir 

prohibirech and letteth groſſe and clammie humors to be atrenuatet and di- 

geſted,wherher they haue ingendred obſtruions, or rottenneſle, or inflame 

* mation,or impoſtume,or knobby hardneſle,or ſuchlike affeRs.As often ther 

F: fore as a feuer is kindled of ſuch humors, coldthings are not good for their : 

auoiding : but ro this feueritbringeth much eaſe,becauſe it quenchecth the fe- oY 

uer that is alreadic kindled.Bur yet ſcing the cauſe of the feuer remaineth ſtil, 

of necellitic anorher feuer muſt be kindled new againe,& many times a worſe | 

then char which went before,becauſe that the bodie is thickned through cold, | 

And this is one diſcomoditie notto benegleRed. Another is,that cold things | 

hurt many weake members ofthe patient, wherher they be weake by naturall F 

diſtemperaturc,or by ſome vice that they haue gotten. Soin ſome ithath bin | 

found that their throte hath bene ſo hurr,thatthey could not ſwallow,in ſome 

the ſtomach,rthat they could ſcarſe digeſt. In ſome the mouth of the ſtomach, 

or the liuer,or the gut colon,or the lungs, or the midriffe,or the reines,or the 

bladder,or ſome other /uchl:ke niember is ſo ſtriken with cold, thatit is made 

weake and ynable to do his proper ation and office. Many by immoderate 

drinking of it out of time,haue by and by bin taken with difficulty of breathing 

2 and with crampe and trembling,and haue had hurt in all their ſinewes.Ther- 

" fore, to be ſhort, in them that haue anic ſwelling of fieume or bloud or anie 

knobvie hardneſlſe: you may not giue cold water yntothem ,nor yerto them 

that a raw humor doth hurt with obſtruftion of rottennefle, Bur if there be no 0 F cold water, 

ſuch ſwelling as is aforeſaid, and then you do perceiue euident {ignes of dige- 

ſtion and concoction inthe vrine,and itthen there be no member ſo giuen to 

a cold remperature,that it mightrake hurtzthen you may boldly giue cold wa- 

ter. Alſo if the ficke haue vſcd rodrinke cold water, you may the more boldly 

miniſter ir, forall the mEbers haue learned before by experience to ſuffer it fa- 

miliarly without hurr.The drinking of cold water is perillous in the that have 

bur licle bloud & fleſh.

Jong rime from bloulctring,as will ſuffiſe aſwell to digeſt the meare,as thatthe 
exccements may deſcend downe. Bur if there will follow of neceſſitic any flux 
or emptying , you muſt Jeaue fo much bloud ſtill as will voide by that fluxe, 
Thertore if at the time of vloudletting, the menſiruis do chaunce to flow, or 
alſo thatthe hemmorhoides do open and burſt our,if you beholding the vehe- 
mencicof the fluxe,ſhall rhinke ic to be ſufficient ro purge and cmpric out that 
which you require without any helpe , then you ſhall let nature worke alone. 
Bur if you thinke it contraric,draw out ſo much bloud,that therby vnder them- 
both conioyned together, you may bring to paſſe your requeſt and expea-» 
tion, Lertthe dietin theſc feaucrs be chiefly this that followeth, In them thar 
haue beneletbloud , miniſter to them two houres after bloudletring  iuice of 
ptiſan,andcommand quiet and reſt. And when they are awaked our of ſleepe, 
miniſter againe Priſan broth. In this diet the patient muſt perfiſt and continue 
vntill the third day, You muſt note,that in theſc feauers called Synochi,the pa- 
tients mult be fedde art ſuch time as haile folke are wont rtoecate, and when 
they feele moſt caſe; for ſo they ſhall the eaſier ſuffer and beare their toode, 
And ifthey be ſtrong and luſtic, and you looke for the vigour and ſtate ofthe 
fcuer ſtraight way,the patient muſt vie a moſt thinne and ſcarle dier.But cone 
trariwiſcit he be weake and feeble , you cannor miniſter a thinne diet to him 
without perill. Therfore in giuing ofmearte to the patient, you muſt diligently 
forclec, and ponder his ſtrength and abilitic. He that defirerh ro know more 
of this kind of feuer as touching the Cure of it , let him rcade Galene inl».7,

CHAP. VF. -- 
eAgainſt contmuall Feners. 
Dz ConTtinvis FEBRIBVS. 

E BR1 $ contin4a in Latine, Synechs in Grecke, in Engliſh it is called a con- 
rinuall feuer. Itis a feauer that Ieaueth nor off alrogether berwene the fits, 
but it hath a certaine ſenſible flaking of heate bertweene the fits, A continuall 
feuer is cauſed, when one onely humour doth putrific androt within the veſ- 
ſels: and there be three differences of this feuer according tothe diuerficie of 
he humour that putrifieth in the veines: for if choler doe putrifie within the 
veſſcls,it ingendreth a continuall Tertian,which the Greeks call ca»ſos,in La- 
tinc itis called ardens febriin Engliſh a burning feuer. If leume do putrific and 
rot within the veines, it ingendreth a continuall Quoridian : bur if melancho- 
lic do putrifie within the veines, it kindleth a continuall Quartaine. There is 
not a more certaine ſ{igne of a continuall feuer , then that none of them doe 
come to intermiſſion and flaking altogerher berweene the firs, vnril the feuer 
be quite ended and quenched. Their other fignes are common with the inter- 
mircing feucrs : for an exquiſite burning feuer or continuall Tertian, hath all 
the other lignes of an exquiſite intermitring Tertian: REY onely in this, 
thatirdothnor inuade and begin with vehement cold and ſtiftenefle, neither 
dathit end in quiet & reſt. Likewiſe a continuall Quotidian hath all the fignes 
of an exquilice intermitting Quoridian, bur it only diftcrerh from ir,becauſe ir 
doth notintermit& lake betweene the fits. In like maner the continual Quar. 
tames 
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tains haue the fignes of intermitting Quartaines, bur that they come not to 
quict and reſt berweene firtes.Secing iris euident by that which we have faid, — 
that continual feauers be of the kind of rotten feauers. It is necellatie for him A cortendiuve 
thar will curethem conimodiouſly and rightly, firſt ro tcp and lerthe putri- of caring tr 
ſying & rotting. Thertore yo things mult be taken heed of atthe firſt, wherof fevers, 
ne 15 the feauer, another is the rottennefle. And inthe fcaucr you muſt allo 
regard two things,the one,thatthe portion of the feuer, which is now kindled 
and enflamed, may be cured and quenched : the other is, that the portion of 
the feaucr which is nor yet kindled may be lettcd and ſtopped. Allorwo things 
muſt be conſidercd concerning the rottenneſle,one is,that the rottennefle al- 
readi2 engendred,may be healed,the other is to let and ſtop that which is rea- 
dic ro engender purrcfattion. That which is readie toengender,is cauſed tho- 
rough perſpiration and breathing our, ifitbe impedite and letted, So that of 
this other two confiderations do ſpring: firſt that the humour which is with- 
holden,may be purged and cmpticd our :{econdarily ro prohibit and keepe in 
that which is tobe withholden and kept backe,it wil be prohibited with thoſe 1 
remedies which doheale obltrutions, Againe note, that the obſtruQions 
which arc engendred muſt be cured, & they whichare to come mult be Jerred 1 
and driuen backe away. You ſhallcure that obſtruion wiich is :l-eadic en- "i 
gendred, by thoſe things that do looſen, deliver and open obſtruftions, And 
you ſhill drive away and ſtop the obſtruftions which are to comeif you bridle 
and {top the fluxe of obſtructive and Rtopping humours,whereby it appeareth 
euidently,thatthe laſt thing which we haue found inthis Comfendrum of curing 
that muſt be done firſt in the working of the cure.Secing that therfore (when -;,, ,c_ fue |

wc haue examined the matter particularly ) there be fue things in continual 

feauers,from the which,confiderations in curing be gathered(tharis)the fea 

uer,rottennefle, perſpiration impedite and letted,obſtruftion and abundance 

of obſtru&iue humors. You mult begin the Cure withthe laſt confideration, 

Therfore ſecing that the abundance of humors that cauſe obſtrufions, doth 

require purging and emptying out: in the beginning, if vertue be ſtrong in 

the patient, and iftimeotthe yeare, and his age,and other things do agree, 

m muſt let him bloud.You muſt then ſpecially Jer him bloud, when the whole Zlowdlerting, 
odie {wellcth more then it was wont to do,or when the veines be ſwollen vp, 

or ſtretched our, for that doth fignifie abundance ct bloud. When the mult1- 

tude of humours are voided rs emptied out, you muſt next come to the ct'= 

ring of obſtruQions, and you muſt miniſter medicines, whereby obſtruions 

may be taken away. But becauſe moſt of thoſe medicines be hote, it is robe 

feared , leſt they ſhould increaſe both their rotrennefle, and allo the feauer, 

Therefore you muſt vſc to miniſter thoſe things that can deliuerthe patient How ob/7ru-. 

from obſtrufions without heate. What thoſe things be, we haue declarcd be- lioms// culd 

forc inthe ſecond Chapter of this Booke. When thoſe humours thar cauſed bebealed, 

the obſtruftions be deuided,cur,and ſcoured, you muſt allay tovoid & emptic Oxymell, 

them out by the wombe or guttes,by the vrine,and by ſweats.But ſecing thoſe S 

things which ſrould bring this to paſſe, be hote , of neceffitic the ronen- 

nefſe and the feauer muſt be increaſed by them. Therefore, as much as we 

may , wemulſt labour rochooſe {uch a thing as doth heatc but liule, or,it we 
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Bathing d2:þ can find anic that doth not heate at all, ( asin this caſe a Bath, ) you muſt vſe 
aole, that.Galen tcacheth im libro tertio de twenda ſanitategcap.z that a bath can dy this, 
For he {aich,th2t the ſtrength of ſweet waters made hote,if they be temperar, 
be hote and moiſt , but if they be warmed , they be cold and moift. Anda lite 
aſter he ſaith, A bath, ifir be diſcreetly vſcd, it mollifieth the hard and ſtret= 
ched parts, andir bringeth forth excrements or moltings, if any ſticke within 
the ſkin. Theſe things being done,and thoſe humors ſcoured out, which were 
compa® together in the {kinne , ſorhat the obſtruRion and perſpiration im- 

. peditedbertaken away,you muſt come to the cure of the rottennefle.Therfore 
" atthistime you muſt ficſt corroborate and reſtore the ſtrength,wherby it may 
exuperate and ouercomethe rottenneſle, and be able to digeſt the humours, 
And you ſhall heale the putrefaCtion and rottenneſfle, if you do void & empry 
out by all meanes,that which is corrupted and purrified. That which is left itil! 
within,youmult bring it to an exquiſite meane by muderate motions,& coole 
breathings,and you ſhall worke the emprying out of the humors by vrine,cge- 
Cyr: of the tions, yomiting and ſweats, Laſt of all, you muſt proceede to the curing of the 
feauer, feauer, which muſtbe done by covling things. For eucry feauecr, inaſmuch as 
it isa f-auer,muſt be remedicd by cooling and moiſtening things. But to know 
how each of theſe things ſhould be rightly done, it is partly rehcarſed before, 
and party it ſhallfollow hereafter. In continuall feaucrs,whoſle ſtate or vigor 
of the diſeaſe willcome atthe furtheſt within ſcuen dayes, if their ſtrength be 
: luſtie, and their age agreeing to it, you muſt ordeine them a verie cxquilite 
Diet, _ andrthinne dict, But inthe continuall feauers,whoſe vigor, force, and ſtate is 
longer then ſcuen dayes after the beginning, or if vertuc be weake and feeble, 

arthe fiſt you muſt fecde them liberally : when the vigour and ſtare drawerh 

neare,thcir dictmuſt be more ſcarce. Bur in the ſtate and vigor cfthe diſcaſc, 

you mult feed chem moſt thinly and ſcarſly. Afterward againe, augment his 

dicr,& feed him moſt,increafing his diet in like caſe as the vigor & ſtate of the 

Aph:r.z0, feaucrdoth miniſh,as Hyppocrates ſaihinthe firſt ſeRion of his Aphoriſmes,

Letthe ſicke whichin a vehemearburning feauer defirerh ro vie a colde 
bach,be yong, and of a moderate ſtate of the bodic, as alſo Hyppocrates witneſ 
ierh and monitheth Neither letit be done to him in ſommer time,and in hore 
times of the yeare,and in the vigor and ſtrength of the feuer,and let it be one 
that hath vied to waſhin cold water in his health. Butwhen the feuer waxeth 
more moderate , and vertueis ſtronger, andifthere be fignes of concottion 
together with it, a bath of ſweet and temperate water is [ufficicnt and doeth 
good. For annointings,oile of cammomill doth good, ſpecially if the weather 
be cold. But the abundance of matcer , whercon you {hould make competent 
remedies againſt burning feuers,you ſhall find in the Chaprers following,

DE ExqQvisITaA TxxTIANA INTERMITTENTE. 
TD Yquijzts tertians febris intermittens in Latine, an exquiſite and pure intermit» 
ting terrian feauer in Engliſh. Itis cauſed of choler carted bythe ſenſible 
parts of the bodie,and by the proper nature of ir, it remaineth pure,fincere, 8& 


ynmixcd. Therefore ſceing it is ingendred of choler that is fincere and pure, 


and not commixed with any other humour,it is call:d of the Phiſitions exqui- 
ſite. This feuer eagendreth in perſons that be cholericke by nature & in their 

flouriſhing age,i1{ommer time, in hote and drie regions, and when the weae 

ther is hote and drie, and in bodies opprefſed. with labours, watchings, cares, 

deepethoughre,and burning of the ſunne. Allo rhis feaucrby and by inthe be 

ginning, and in cuery fitte cauſeth a vehement cold,rigour and ſtiftenefle,and 

by this meanes it differerh fron a burning feauer,as is before rehearſed, And 

rhe cold inthis feauer differeth ſrom the cold in a quarrtaine feauer thus, be- 

cauſe in this feauer the patientrhinketh his bodie were pricked,and as it were 
vicerared. But ina quartaine the cold ſeemeri rothe patient hike the cold thae 
hailz folke feele in winter time. Therefore a tertian feauer doth not chaunce 
without vehemencrigour and cold, pricking and wounding in the fleſh : but a 
quartain feuer dothnotby & by the firſt day inuade the patietwith ychemeng 
| rigor 
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rigor and cold. For as it proceedeth forward andincreaferh, fo alſothe rigor 
and cold increaſerh,and the patientdoth nor feele pricking,bur rather feeleth 
great cold,and as it were nippedrothe bone withir.There1s inatertian feuer 
an exaQt and perfe order and equalitie of the pulſes:bur yer inthe increaſing 
of the fittes,the pulſes are raiſed and prouoked to vehemencie, greati:efſe and 
frequencie. Moreouer in the vigour and force of thefeauer,it cauſeth thirſt, 
and burnerh vp the patient,ſo that he caſteth ofthe clothes,to make him bare 
and naked, and he breatheth largely and often, and he bloweth out as it were : RY 
a flame of fire,and requirech ro drinke cold water. Afterward the heate ſprea- | 
deth cqually all ouer the body, ſothar the breaſt is no hotrer then the extreme 
parts and members. And when you lay your hand vypon him, atthe firſt rou- 
chirg you ſhall teele much gnawing , ul biring hear, burſting our as it were 2 
with a certaine vapor and moiſture:burnor long after your hand will yanquiſh 
it,if you do hold it ſtill. Moreouer there followeth this feuer vomiting of cho- 
ler,and rhe bellie is laxatiue, and they piſle vrine thatis cholericke,ſubrute,8& 
ſomwhart yellow, and moderately thicke.

pleaſe Galen.Specially tho'/cempryingsrhar are done by bloud letting, and by 
a vehement purging medicine, for all ſuch kind of pu rging medicines be of a 
hore facultic and qualitic, Bur (cing this feauer is the borelt of a other. thers 
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forcieracher dcfireth tobe cooled and moiſtened,thenrobeyehemently pur« 
ged.

In this feauer alſo the time of the fits doth excecde 12.houres, neither i» this 

iudgedin ſcuen firtes, as an exquiſite Tertian is. Moreouer in this baſtard] 
Tertian,the fignes of concottio do appeare more flowl;,ncither is. there ſuch 
reat heate in the vigour and ſtate of this feauer , as inthe exquiſite Tertian, 
Beſides all theſe,it doth not end with abundance of ſweatzas an exquiſit Ter 
tian doth. Therfore the diet in this feauer muſt not be alrogether cooling and 
moiſtening, as it is in an exquiſite Tertian: bur letit haue ſome power & ver- 
tueto heate, cur and diude:; for the cholerinthis feauer is profler, neither is 
it ſo hote, They therfore thar haue this feauer , may profitably cake broth of 
priſan, wherein ſome pepperis put, and you muſt gue them 7#//2to drinke, 
wherein hath bene ſodden, hyſ{ope,origan, and ſpikenard. Alſo you muſt giue 
them ſoupings and brothes eaſie ro digeſt.

cold in winter through vehement froſt; but when the feuer hath continued 8& 
proceeded forward andis increaſed, then allo the rigour and cold increaſeth 
with it, and waxeth greater and ſtronger daily , till the whole diſeaſe be come 
ro his full increaſe and force. And the cold dothnor ſeeme tothe patient as it 
werepricking and vexingthe skin, as it doth in an exquiſite tertian, but there 


| I» cauſed vehementcolde, and as it would breake the bones, Their pulſes are 


very rare and {lowin the beginning of the fits, bur when the feueris in/his full 
force,or allo when it is increaſed,then of neceflitie the pulſes are ſwift & oft: 
buryct they do keepe their naturall ſlownefleand raritic , if you conſider the 
ſwifrnefſe and frequencie comming mthe fits, But the mouing of the hear,the 
increaſing, and the vigour and force ofthis feuer is cleane contrary to that in 
rertian feucrs, For in this feuer rhe melancholic humour is kindled and infla- 
med by litle and litle,as it were a ſtonegor a ſhe!Lor a bone,or ſome other ſuch 
like cold and drie bodice.

For if thoſe things be cold and dric,thenyou may looke more ſurely,thar 
a quartaine feuer willenſue,[pecially if arthat time quarraines be rife among 
the peoples They that hauea quarraine feuer , inthe beginning they muſt be 
handledand ordred moderarly & gent]y,neither may they be vexed with any 
vehement medicine, or by vehement emprying and purging : for the humour 
which cauſeth the quartaine,is ſtubburnc to be drawne & handled. Thertfore 
inthe beginning,& beforc it be digeſted, it wilhardly 8& ſcarſly folowthe medi- 
cine thardrawerthit:& that bicauſe of his grofſnes & coldnes,& alſo becauſe ir 
ſtopperhthe narcow wajes,by the which it ſhold paſſe our. Yerjf blud do ſeeme 
to abound much, then you muſt cake away that, And if whenyou haue ſtriken 


aveine, the bloud that commerhour,do appeare blacke and grofſe,as forthe

and clammic,and flow of digeſtion, Moreouer lethim abſtaine from all rhings 
which do coole and drie the bodice, He muſt care birds that liue vpon moun- 
taines,and doingender good iuice: for thoſe that do liue in fennes and mari- 
ſhes,they be vnwholſome and full ofexcrements,anddo ingender a grofle hu- 
mour. He muſt vſc ſhes of grauelly waters,which be ſofr and without rough- 
neſſe: but in this feuer ſalr things and muſtard muſt be miniſtred in meates, 
that they may extenuate,cur, and diuide the grofſe andclammic humors,and 
that they may conſume and feede vp the ſuperfluous humiditie and moiſture. 


They muſt vie wine,thar is white,thinne,and meanly hort:for that by the thin- 744m. 


ncfle it doth extenuate the grofſenefle of the melancholic humour, and by 
the mcane heate that it hath, icheareth the bodie by litle and litle , which is 
cooled with the melancholious humour, & it hclpeth digeſtion, and alſo pro= 
uoketh vrine, They may not altogether be kepr and refraine from frictions, 
deambulations,and other accuſtomed exerciſes(thar is to ſay )you mult ſufter 


.them to yſe exerciles,bur not fo much as they did intheir health. Neither may

cially when the bodie doth abound with excrements.Anditthe quartaine be 
ſhorr,and nor violent,it is not hurtfullin the intermiſſion betweene the firres,

for feuers being ingendred,(the humiditie yer ſtilremaining) when they haue 
caughr and occupied the body of the hart , hercuponrhey are ſpecially kinde

Aui- 
cene ſcemeth allo to haue giuen it this name ttm , or(as another tranſlatis 
hath it):arſec.Alſo among the diuerſe kinds of verruce,there be euils called of 
Auicene corasſo called,becauſe they being very log,are turned again croked 
like vnto hornes. In like caſe alſo there be call which the Greekes call wer, 
theſeare engedredby meanes of the skin being obdurated & hardned through 
muchlabour. Vnto choler alſo there ſeemethto pertaine this cuill, which the 
Grzcians call dracontion,the Lagines dracunculws according to the liuely fimili. 
rude or likenefſe of thatname, Auicene calleth it vena medews, Haly Abbas,vene 
ſanioſa,Whereof Paulus Eginera intreateth cap.vitims Lib,g. This diſcaſe is not 
very rife with vs. Befidestheſe rumours which we now haue rehearſed , there 
chaunce other alſo,atfeRing;oftentimes the ſuperficiall parts ofthe body(thar 
is to ſay)certaine ſmal appearings, which they cal py/uLe,and bothor. Which al- 
chough hey differ both am6grheſclues,8 alſo from thoſe tumourswhich we 
haue aboue recired,yer they are cauſed of the ſame humors, of the which alſo 
they are now called greatrumours.Therfore they onely ſeeme to differ fro the 
in reſpeR of their greatnes and ſmalneſſe.

of)although other Students of Phiſicke,turning Greeke into Latin, do couert 
Le:ce in all places into V itilizo, which wou:d more aptly agree , if it were put 
with his Epithere or Addition,as to lay al-a vitilizo, Y:tilino therfore, if we will 
comprehend it vnder any cerraine head or kinde, is a lthy colour of the skin, 
proceeding of an cuiil habire of ſome partot the body, which could nor well 
recciue any nouriſhment to it ſelte . For this euillchauncerth through the de. 
faulr of the nouriſhing facultic , whereof ſome doe conſlitute ewo kindes, the 
one which doth infec the skin onely with certaine markes, which doe cleaue 
faſt ynto ir like vnto little ſcales,the other which goethin ſomewhat deeper,fo 
that ittoucherh the very flc{h,and colourcth the hayres; for ini there ariſeth 
gray hayres,like vnto a cerrainc kinde of moſynes:this is gathered rogether of 
viſcous and glutinatiue fleume,burt both ofthem do debile & ſtainegeither with 
their white,or eſpecially with their blacke colour. The firſt ſpecies, which is aloft 
& ſuperficiall,wherher it be white or blacke, iris called of the Greekes 4! hs, 
by the ſamename(as before)becauſe it chaungeth the coJour of the skin, for 
«pi (whereof apc is deriued)fignificth amongeſt the auncient Greckes to 
chaunge.Auicene calleth ir morthea-Butthe other kinde,which we have dec}a- 
red to pearce ſomwhart deeper,is calledof the Greekes,and of Cellſus alſo lerce, 
and of the reſt of the Latines alba vitiligo,of Auicene a!bara. Haly Abbas onely 
amongthe Arabians calleth lepraza filthy diſeaſe which is hard to be curcd,yer 
he dothnor declarc itto be pernitious and deadly, who hath nor accounced it 
alcogether as a light ching(as the Greekes affirme it)and little differing from 
aſcabbe: neicher(as Auicene thought) pernicious andgrieuous, but onely 
lothſome and filthy . Whereby we may conicRure, that little credite is to be 
attributed ro wordes ornames , vnlcllethe matter be throughly diſcouercd. 
For one and the ſclte ſame word by varietic of Authours hath inforced to Vvp- 
hold many diuerſe and different fignifications , asin their Commentaries 
doeth cuery where appeare . But we haue ſpoken by the way of the euilles 
and defedations ofthe skinne,, onely thatthe confuſion of things might be 
eſchucd, which happenethby wordes miſunderſtood. Therfore omitting theſe 
things,we will returne vnto our purpoſe, & with as much breuitie as we can, 
we will diſpatch the diſcourſe of the reſidue of ſwelling ſores, amog whichybe. 
fides thoſe which we haue rehearſed andtouched already , are reckened by 
the Grecks 1onthi,Erinyflides,Hidroa,Pſidraces, Exanthemata,Celſipapule, and Pl 
n; mentatrs . Tonthiare little ſwellings and thoſe hard which ariſe incheout- 
ward skinne and ſperficies of the face (as Paulus and Galene thought ) pro- 
ceeding from a groſſe humour , which are either reſolucd , or cls rypencd 
by alinle matter which ſpringerh withic. The Latines call them vai + Ga- 
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lenemaketh mention Lib. 5, De medica . ſecundum locos,ofanaffet , which he 

calleth 1onthoſis affeftus , which he ſayth is thz foundation and beginning of 
Elephantiaſfs , vader the which diſeaſe he ſeemeth to comprehend the third 
and fourth kinde of that which Celſus nameth 1merizo . Epyniflides, (as Cele Etinyflides. 
ſus ſuppoſerh ) are Peſtilenc puſhes either of pale colour, or of a blacke co- 

Jour , or ofa wihte hewe , notexceeding-the biggenelle ofa beane,aryfing 

cither inthe legges or inthe feere, Abourrhem there is alwayes a very vche- 

ment inflammation,and when they arc opened,thereis founda yery thicke & 

clammie exulceration within.

But the Frenchmen prepoſterouſly abuſing the names hauecalled thelowe 
and broad kinde rubesle, burthe higher ſort varicle , Hippocrates , Lib.z.Epi. 
doth divide theſe kindes of puſhes into little and great etibymata , in calling 
the ſteeper kinde magni herpere , either becauſe ( as Galene ſayth ) they 
occupie a great place , or cls becauſe they happen with a vehement gnawing, 
For indeede theſe ſometimes appeare great in height oncly , ſoractimes both 
in height and breaderh , Cornelius Celſus Lib.g. medicineſue in his Treatiſe of 
P ajwle Cel/i, impetigo remembrerh two kindes of whelkes : thc one ſomcwhar ſmall, which 
if it be dayly rubbed with faſting ſpitcle, ir waxeth whole : the other ſome- 
whar greater, wherein the skinne1s made more ſharpe, and is cxulcerate,and 
groweth very vehemently, and looketh red, and is hardly cured. He fayth, 
that this is termed of the Greekes 47, in Latin fers . Bur in both theſe 
kindes he confeſſeth that there islefſe impediment or corruption then in im- 
petizo, ſothat he affirmerh_, rhateuill whoſe cure is hard , excepr itbe ta- 
ken away ,doeth chaunge and turne intozmpetig» , The Frenchmen ( if l may 
iudge thercof ) doe callboth theſe kindes , bur eſpecially the firſt,Dartre, For 
| | that cuillbeginneth to be very round, andafrer the ſame manner it commeth 
Dartre Cu- (ag itwere) intoacircle, and creepeth flowly . Which whelkes or puſhes 
Ct,  doeagreeinallthings ro bethoſe which are ſayd of Celſusto be of the firſt 
kinde., Somedoe conſtantly affirme that theſe whelkes ſonamed of Celſus 
doenothing differ from Lychene among the Grecians , orthe impetigo among 
the Latines . And we hauc read that that onely Authour among the La- 
tines hath turned Lychene into Pape. Mentagra a Latine word vicd of Ply- 
nie, wherein he ſeemedin the beginning Lib, 26; to haucalrogether meanc 
Mentagr4, anotherthking from impetig9,and thatir was farre away a worſe cuillthen thar 
whichthe Greekes comprehend vnder the name of Lychene , although in his 
Phiſicke he hath interpreted ſometime Lycheneamong the Greckes to be inm- 
petizo , and the like diſcaſe called Mentazre hetermeth allo in the ſame 
Plane Lib. 26. place Lychene . Furthermore the ſame Plinie reporteth , tharthis euill crepe 
firſt into lcalicin the raigne of Tiberius Czſar , which gricfin all theryme 
before was vnknowen to all Europe , muchlefle vnto Itale .Itwas of fo great 
filthineſſe and corruption , that any death was to be preferred or wiſhed be- 
forc it, and alſo of fo great infeRion , that by the ſwift paſſage thereof onely 
by kiſſing one another it infeed the people , bur chiefly thoſe that were go- 
uernours and rulers among them . This evill began almoſt atthe chinne, for 
chatitdid chicfly affeR and annoy , whereupon it rookethis name mentagya. 
This perhappes 1s that ſcabbe , which certaine of the Frenchmen call mals 
Gal:nachuow- dartra.Galcne allo ſeemeth to acknowledge this diſeaſe: for in his firſt booke 
ledveth Men- de medicam.compoſ.ſecundum locos , he remembreth a moſt vile kinde of impetigo of 
7 the chinne, which ( as he rehearſeth our of Crito(prouoketh itching , it afflie

And this diſeaſe is called phlezrmon?, Hitherto Galen, Therefore in ſuch 
kindoftumors chancing beſides nature,which are cauſed of the flowing of hu- 
mors, ſomething alreadie (atthec leaſt way at the beginning, and betore the 
fluxe did begin to Rtriue)is made & engendred,and iomething is yerto come, 
and reſteth in the generation. That which doth happen as yer, is the watrer 
which went beforewhich as yet abydeth in the fluxe: butthat which is ingen- 
dred alreadie,is the ioyned matter, which hath alceadic Rowed, and is com=

Cy 
thoſe ynnatural humors,which are foiid ſeuered fco rhe blood with the which £ i ei 
the body is norithed, & by reaſon of their corruption and naughtines by their aw , arora 
owne nature are not nutritive, the which do ſomrime grow alchough they re. OO 
maine in the aire which compaſlcth vs. And theſe as it were by a certainkind 
of prouidence of nature, being deſtined and ordained for ſome vſc,are demir- 
red and ſenrtinto certaine recepracles, either into the vttermoſt parrs of the 
bodie, and ſo engender vnkinde livellings called a%cejtes, or whelkes, {cabbes, 
defedations and alterations of the skinne, and vnnacturall ſcars: or ſomrtime 
by an inſenſible aire inwardly infuſed they do excite ſweatings.

Of the which thar (he 

ſaith) doth happento the bodie outwardly,which altereth and changeth the 

{ame greatly, the which alwayes is ſeparated, vntilithath eſtabliſhed his ma- 

ladic, as heat, cold, the byring of a Scorpion. Burtthe internall hath his being 

within the bodie, and doth preſently procreate the maladie,as are humors aft= 

feed beſides nature, Burtthey do conltantly affirme, that he neuer fo much 

as dreamed of that, which they terme cauſa coniuntta , when as according to 

his opinion, cuerie affe& whichlerreth and hindereth the a&isns and duties 

of the bodie, is a maladic ir ſelfe,and not the cauſe of a maladic, and that con- 

unfli cauſa, which Auicene and his ſe& haue inuented, according to their 

owne deſcription, which they affigne vnto irzis nothing bur a cerraine kind of 

affe& letting the execution of thoſe duties pertaining tothe bodie : which is 

Some thinke the verie definition of a maladic it ſelfe. And therefore they proue that ir no- 
that coniuntts thing differecth from a diſcaſe it ſcIfe, which is wont to preiudice thoſe ations 
cauſa nothin which agree with nature. Buc becautc one,and the ſclfe ſame opinion hath oc 
differeth from cupicd all mens minds of chis latter age concerning this triple kind of the cau- 
the maladie it ſes ofallſuch diſcales, it hallnotſceme altogither abſurd,it that I throughour 
feife. allthis treati/e of mine, for plaineneflc ſake, ſhall diuide and diſtinguiſh theſe 
threc cauſes, into theſe three kinds and ritl:s :I meane primatiua , antecedens &

Now the courſe of our treatiſe doth exact, that we ſhould adde the fignes and

happen,called 42v7##v4g7z : which (ſaith Galen) then do chance,when as hu- 
mors which before haue infeſted and grieued ſome one part, do thence re- 
mouezand are inforced intoanother. And this ſubſtance which begerteth this 
«bſce[ſus, worketh himſelfe a place betweene the skinne andthe fleth. And in 
time it doth flea off all the skinne,cither becauſe itis veric vehement, or clſc 
becauſe the plentie of marrer doth putrifie, and ſo breake the skinpe, Burif 
thoſe humors, with the which the ſpace fituared betweene the ſeuered parts 
is filled, do continue any time: they hauc(as I {aid before) many alterations, 
and are changed into many ſubſtances , which do repreſent the propricties 
not onely of humours, but cuen of ſolide and hard bodies. For you ſhall find ,,p,, things. 
ſundric matters within theſe ſpaces, ſume like ynto ſtones, ſome to graucl and may be found . 
ſaad, ſome to wood, ſome to coales, ſome ro durr, ſome tothe foame ofoiles, ;;, abſceſſus, 
ſome tothe dregs of wine: the varietic of ſubſtances ſome ignorant men haue 
thought to proceed from the force of inca@s1tion. 
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CHA P- II. 
Of the frenes of tumors beſides nature generally appearing togither 


with the indgements thereof. 


'* VMors beſides nature, being reſyantin the extreameſt parts of the bo- Generall /znes 
dic (the examining and ſpeculation whereof doth appertaine to the chy- of tumours 4- 
rurgion ) being ſurueyed by the iudgement of the ſenſes, and the affeted bove nature, 
parts being touched and felr withthe hands, are cafily deſcried and knowne. 

For in cueriepart of the bodice there appearetha cerraine kind of encreafing 

excceding the natural ſtate,and diſtending abouc the meaſure of nature,thar 

part which it affeReth, andirlerteth the dueties or ations thercof, becauſe 
_ either ſome humour, or ſome ſuch ſubſtance procceding of the humor, or 

which do ſauour ſomewhat of the nature ofthe humor, or a vaporous ſpirite 

hath excytedit,there alſo muſt needs happen a tumor beſides nature.Burthe 

tumors which they callcrue Apoſtemes, are diſcerned by their ſwelling , by 

their painc,and by their hear,being ſtretched out more or leſſe, But they are 
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nortcounted to be true apoſtemesin deed, which we haue termed pr ule and 
Particular avſceſſus,belides that rumor: which malady the Grzcians cal cacoethia,& alſain 
ſixnes, the greater or lefſer ſequeſtration, determinata, Bur the ſignes of cuerie parti- 
cular difference,and of their matcers whereof they be ingendred, ſhallbe de- 
claredin their due place, in that which followeth. In the meane time we will 
handle the {imple differences of thoſe rumors which are aboue nature,by the 
which the compound differences ſhall alſo be eaſily knowne. But we muſt nor 
come vnto particular things , before we hauethroughly diſcourſed of vniuer- 
ſal, for that order is wontto be obſerued inthe inſtitutions of the Artes, nei- 
ther truely vnworthuly, or without cauſe, For thole vniuerſall and common 
things are more manifeſt vnto vs then particular , becauſe theſe particular © 
things are more confuſed and more mixed one with another(as Ariſtotle tea= 
cheth lib.i Phy/coram ca.i.Letno mantherfore marue], though eucric where 
in thiszreatiſe of chyrurgerie,we alwayes begin of more commonthings,and 
of thoſe which comprehend many things ynder the. Bur let vs rerurne ro our 
purpoſe, andler vs proſecute the mdgements of tumors conlilting aboue na» 
ture.[nthe which hrſt of allwe muſt notre that al thoſe tumors which they call 
rrucapoſtemes (if we will credit Galen and Auicene) are greatly complicate 
and folded togither, neather can any of them be eaſily iudged or found out ro 
Libdediffe, be pureand fincere; for (as Galenfſaith) with phlezmon? (that is) with an in- 
morborum. flammation comming of blood, rhere is ſomrhing chicfly mingled which doth 
preſerue the nature cuther ofery{peles,or edema,or ſcirrhu;ybut eriſhpelu,becauſe 
it repreſenteth a kind ofplegmone,or edema,or ſcirrbus:& lo likewiſe conſider and 
wh inallthe reſt of the tumors. Bur truely thoſe tumours beſides nature, 
which they terme not true apoſtemes , are veric often found lincere and pure, 
But we willhandle rheccures of fimple and fincere tumours in thoſe things 
which follow, by the which the remedies alſo of compound and intricate cu- 
mors ſhall minifeſtly appeare.For I thinke it good to diſcourſe of al the kinds 
of tumors, and alſo'to diſpoſe a right that which ſhall ſceme ſuperfluous, For 
if a manſhall know all the fimple tumors, andlearne after whar manner they 
be compounded togirher , he ſhall be furniſhed ſufficiently ro exerciſe him 
ſelfe particularly in the reſt, Burnow ler vs ſet other opinions and 1udgments 
encrally concerning the tumors themſclues, Pericdi, paroxiſmi, and the criſes 
of tumors beſides nature do follow the analogia of the humors whereof they 
be conflated or engendred(( Guido affirmingthe ſame) which analogia , we 
here declare robe a properric,or proportion, a nature, or a likenefſe of ſub. 
*'s ſtance, which they call forma ſpecifice eg occulta, a ſpeciall and hidden forme. 
Foure Pome! f Such kind oftumours, eſpecially they which be holſome, and which are cau- 
tumors beſides (4 of the flowing of humors, are diſtinguiſhed by foure times (that is to ſay) 
NAFUTCe by their beginning, by their increaſing, by their ſtare, andby their declinatt- 
1 on. Thefigncof their beginnings, when the member beginneth to be ſtrer- 
Prinapium. Cched out, and when the beginning of Ruxe is preſent,bur yer with ſmalgricfe. 
2 Wemayalſoiudge augmentationto be preſent, when we ſee.the tumor to 
ArgmenuMm. Le raifed like a heape or pile,and the place afteed robe filled, and the ſymp- 
3 tromates, which are wont to follow eucrie tumour, to be manifeſtly increa- 
Stat er, ſed. Butthe token of their ſtare is, when all the aforeſaid things (that is ro ſay) 
the 
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the rumor, and the ſymptomares of the differences of euerie tumour, hath 

his owne proper force and vigour : neither can they any longer admit any in- 

creaſing ,.but the marrer cauſing the tumor doth degenerate and change it p,j;,u;,. 
ſclfe into another kind of ſubſtance. Bur their declination is then knowne to 

be preſent, when the pyle of the rumor and the proper ſymprtomares thereof 

are decreaſed and diminiſhed, or when the matrer which prouoketh the tu - 

mor beginneth to be transformed into another ſubſtance, Therefore ſuch The times of 
kind of times do recciue their differences from three kinds eſpecially (thatis ewmors do take 
to ſay) from the eflence ofthe tumour it ſelte (thatis) from the greatnefle or their difference 
ſmalnes,from the diſpoſition of the matrer , arid from the accidents which do fr3 three things 
verie much alter the declaration of the cure. Bur theſe foure times, ſometime chiefy, 
doſcemerto happen alrogither, becauſe of the ſhort hardnes of eucric one of 
them, which almoſt cannot be percciued,(as it chanceth inthe venimous in- 
flammations,)yct not mortallor deadly,which ſtraightway do florith and in- 
creaſe. Furthermore theſe kind of tumors, which do chiefely happen through 
the influxionof humors, except they be hindred by reprefiing rhe matter thar 
floweth, or except they Jurke ſecreily within,eirher of their owne accord, or 
without any manifeſt cauſe (the fluxe hauing recourle thither) it is neceſia« 
ric thatthey ſhould be comprehended ynder one of theſe foure, enher vnder 
nſenſible exhalation or reſolurion, or ynder ſuppuration, or purrefaGtion, or 
induration and hardning. Bur of all theſe wayes the beſt and the moſt to be 
defired is that which is made by aninſenfible difſolution, & next to that, thar 
whick commeth by ſuppuration or mattering. But that which is cauſed by in- 
durationand hardning,is ſaid to be euill, and that which happenerh by rhe 
corruption of the affected part, is ro be thought the worſt of all, the which 
Galcn doth infinuate inlibello de inequaltintempericquriting on this maner.Ther- Gal. lib. dein- 
fore of the two, we muſt ofneceflitie follow the one, cither thatthe bodice be cq»4li intem- 
putrified & corrupted, becauſe fluxion is predominant, or elſe we muſt grant, pe1ie, 

(that this putrifa&tion being reſiſted & ouercome)the muſcle muſt returne to 
hisnatural]habire and conſtitution. Let vs therfore imagine that all fluxion is 

withſtood and impeached,then you hauc wo meanes to cure it, cither by ct- 

geſting thoſe humors which were in the affeed part,or by diſſoluing or loſe- 

ning them : of theſe the difloJution 1s beſt, Bur in the concoCtion of the hu- 

mors, theſe two things are ſpecially required : viz. the perfite generation of 

the matter, &alſohis abſceſſion into ſome ſpace by ir ſelf, And a litle beneath 

he addeth alſotheſe words. But if that fluxiondo make the parts as it were 

ſubic& ro ir,thenthey do fal co ſo greatanintemperature, that their ordinat y

Theſe 

things therefore allo do much alter chat generall order or curing , which is 

commonly obſerued throughour all kind of tumors aboue nature, Ir is there- 

fore requiſite, thatincuring thoſe rumors which chance belidesnature, we 

remember all thoſe declarations which are taken from them. For Phlezmone, 

or any othertumor which hath his abode inthe fleſhic parts of the bodice, is 

otherwiſe cured then thoſe which are ſituated inthe finewie places: other. 

wiſe inthe eye,then inthe knee orneck : and otherwiſe are the kernels inthe 

throre cured, then thoſe which are refident in other parts of the body.

7he order of 
Therefore firſt we haue here decreed to ſet downe a common & general me- handliry that 
thod of curing of rumors aboue nature, eſpecially of thoſe which are cauſed which foll:w- 


through the influxion of humors,taking theirmanifeſtation from the alike or eþ,, 


euill ir ſelfe, nothing reſpeGting the affeRed part. Afterward we will teach the 
yniucrſail cure of them, bur chictlic of inflammarions, when as they thall de- 
generate & change into ablce{ſions. Then morcoucr we wil declare the parti- 
cular order of curing all differences, eſpecially of rhoſe which be ſimple, by 
whoſe proportion or Analogie, the cure of compound tumors ſhall cally be 
lcarned. And in the meane time, as the place ſhall require, we will rchearſs 
out of Galen certain things concerning the order of curing, which haue their 
aſſumption from the parts which are affeRed,and as it were belieged with atu- 
mor: which things being rightly weighed & conſidered,it ſnall be cahe tor any 
reaſonable Phiſition or Chirurgian,by our certaine method and oder,to cure 
all kind oftumors which are incident to any part of the bodie. We theretore 
imitating Galen,will draw the beginning of the cure of tumors which are ſaid 
to be abouc nature from the flowing of ingendred humors,& from the inuen» 
tion of the cauſe of the verie ewll, that fo both the cauſes which excite the 
ſame, may be preuented, and thatwhichis alreadicinicmay be taken away. 
Therefore by the example & analogie of one difterence ofrumors, which are 
cauſed thorough defluxion (for here we mind tointreat only of them)we will 
vnderſtand alſo other differences,which do grow through flowipg of humors. 
And here we will ſet downe a bricfe and compendious curing of one kind of 
pllexmone,which chanceth veric ofcen,and procureth feauers and other veric 
dangerous cuils and fimpromares, Butinthis place vnder the name of pileg+ 
mone,our intent is not to comprehend cuecrie hor & flaming diſpoſition, which 
the Greekes callphlogoſes,bur that onely which proceedeth by the meanes of a 
bloodie fluxe, chicfly incidentro fleſhie and fat bodies, whercin is vehement 
paine & rednefic appearing in the outward parts,& as it were a burning he 
a ſtretching our,and a ſtrung or thruſting, and when the cuillis increaſed, 
thereis ſence of the pulſes beating. For this mflammarion with Galen & other 
Greeke writers,as Paulus, Ftins,and Oribaſies, which do follow him as their 
beſt guid, we properly calphlegmone,That we may theretore come tothe mat- 
rer ir ſe]f,theſe are the ycrie wordsof Galen. The common ingendiing of cue- 
ric jhlegmone commeth by the influxion of blood, and that more aboundanily 
then was wontto happen tothatmeEber For blood doth flow very aboundant- 
ly(iometime one or otner'member ſending it forth) and that part doth enter. 
raine and receiuc it,which beginneth to be affeed with phlegmone : bur ſome= 
timethat member whichis aſflited doth draw it vnto it ſelte. Bur the parts 
which ſendeth it forth do driue our the iuyce,being cither ſuperfluous by rca- 
ſon of the _ rnereof,or grieugus becauſe ofthe quality, or els becauſe of 
both. But they which are attractiue, dodraw or pul with a fickly heat or pricie. 
Bur to theſe alſo are adioyned certaine helping cauſes. viz.the weaknclic and 
baſcneſle of the meber,the fulnes ofthe conduits & paſlages thorough which

iuicic humours, (paine and the heate of that member alſo wherein phlexmone 
raignerth raiſing the flux) through the emiſhon of bloud we helpe and reme- 
die pliegmone which now beginneth to rule, Plethora alſo is cured both with 
ofren bathing and with exerciſe , and alſo with much friftion and rubbing. 
Furthermore it is curcd by medicines that will digeſt, ſo that a feuer bee nor

V T if Phlegmone , or anic other 'Tumour doth degenerate and turne into 
Abſceſſus, the cure thereof inthe beginnings finithed and ended (as ſaith 
Galcne lib, 2, 4d Glauconem) by helpes and remedies that do mitigate , which 
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which they call the Greekes call chals/tica, (that 1s) by reſoluing and remitting medicines: of 
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pharmacum, being verie ſofte, and proucking ſlcepe : with the which accor- 
ding to the opinion of the ſame Galene. lb. 13. Therap. there mult be com- 
mixed a little honic, Bur Tetrahharmarum conhitteth of foure things , of the 
whichthere mult be of cuerie one alittle portion or quantitie (thar is to ſay ) 
of waxe, of roſen, of the gumme of the hearbe oloph:nia , which diftillerh 
from the roote thereof, andof bulles rallow. Bur in procefle cf time, we 
muit paſſe ouer vntothole thinges , which are able to concott and digett, or 
ro ripen and bring to ſuppuration. Bur thoſe , which are turned into another 
kinde (thats) into another ſubſtance, and that altogither beſides nature, 
they are to be remoucd and curcd by the Art of Chirurgie , Moreoucr in 
remouing them according to the counlell of Galene. 14. 7herap. it ſhaibe res 
quiſitc to conſider, that among all the wayes and meanes, whereby we in- 
rendto finiſh our purpoſe, we thould alwaics make choice of the beit of :7.cm. 
The beſt meanes and wayes are declared and manifeſted ynto vs, three ma- 7'h: beſt exer 
ner of wayes: vidz. by the ſhortnefle of the time to cure in, by curing without of rms jc de-, 
painc, and chicflic by curing ſafclie and without daunger. Againe that thou (lyred three 
mailt cure ſafely, there are three eſpeciall things diligentlic to be contidered. ayes, 
The firſt, and the chicfeſt is, chart you throughly atraine tothe pertection of x 
your labour. 2. The other is, that if zou cannor attaine to the ſame, yetat 2 
the leaſt, that you hurt not the ſicke, 3. Thethirdis, tharthe cuill or dilcale 3 
may not cafilic returne or come againe. By theſe conſiderations , if you will 
declare the beſt method of curing, you ſhall finde in allthoſc rumors before 
mentioned,whenthe cure is ro be endedby the helpe of Chyrurgie,andwhen 
by the force of medicines. Bur truely the ſtudie of Chyrurgic in theſe chictly 
which now we do intreat of, (thatis) inthoſe tumors which are altogither a- 
boue nature,doth make and tend tothe killing and deſtroying of them,& doth 
wholly declarc,after what fort they may be taken away, Butit it cannot brin 
this to paſſe, the nexrcounſcll is, to transfer the euill, as we vic to dointhole 
humorscalled Hypochymata, (thar is to ſay) the web inthe eye. But that which 
is fetched from med:cines, doth firtt rend vnto this end that that which is a- 
boue nature, may bothturne into matter, and 3lfo into putrefatiion : bur this 
he appointeth inthe ſecond place, Theſe things hath Galen.

T hes 
of medicines, which do ſpeedily procure matter : but before itbe mattered, ,.,, 
they vicnone at all. ndalthoughthoſe partes which are annoyed with p/lc7- * 
none,be anointed with a cataplaſme,which may both heat thE & moyſtenthe, 
& bring th8 ro ſuppuraris,yer the ſame dorh nor appcare by the firſt reaſoner 
way,thatis,as the remedy & help of the euil,bur as the mitigating & ealmgof 
the ſympromare,that is,of the pain. For truly the remedies ofphic2mne are of 
a drying nature, Andthe ſame Gale addeth moreouer a litle after, that a ſhort 
& copedious cure of thoſe partes which are affe&ed withphiermonecis quickly 

_ ended &diſparched,by remedies which arc able todry & vnbind which true* 
ly do altogither cicher remoue the affeQ,or els,ifthey leauc behind che ſome 
lule relift,which may turn to ſuppuration, it is nec.\ful to vc ſom other ſharp 
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medicine , which is able to bring out the matter, orif the skin about the ru- 
mor be thin, and you willing ſpeedily to caſe the ficke, you necefſarily muſt vie 
inciſion. And this trucly is that which Avicene ſaith, namely, that the cure 
of an Apoſteme, ( asiris an Apoſteme) is the extration and drawing our of 
the ſtrange matter which raiſeth the Apoſteme. Bur ro declare the remedies 
ofthem, wherewith it is expedient to draw and moue the matter, and to ma= 
nifeſt other things alſo, which we ſpoke of alittle before, they are to be ſought 
out of their particular Chapters. Furthermore, the Abiceſiion beingalready 
come to Suppuration,vur changed,or ſtrengly copaRt togither,ifthe marter or 
any other baggage thecin coreined, be nor diſculſed & diflolued,or if in coue- 
nient ſeaſo,& whule the occaſion is offcred,itbe not opened without the labor 
of the hand, you muſt make an ifſue by inciſion for that which otherwiſe will 
not be digeſted, Burthis thing chiefly 15 tobe proucd & interpriſcd,if there be 
feared any eroſion or gnawingto inſue, or any other danger, yeaifneceſlitic 
commandeth,it ought ſtraight way to be opened, & the matter to be drawne 
out,as ſpeedily & ſafely as is poſſible, for the cauſe before alleaged. But Aper- 
tion is made more ſafely with a knife, the with burning & ſcalding medicines, 
if nothing do hinder ir,& comonly fuch kind of plegmonous tumors,bcing al- 
ready turned into ſuppuratis,are opened witha penknife, Moreouer Apertis, 
orthe letting out of the matter ought be done, by reaſon both of the aboun- 
dance of matter there gathered cogither,& allo ofthe affeed place.Bur if a- 
ny part ofthe matrered meber ſhalſeeme to be putrified & rott&itisncedfull 
ro cut it off,to the forme or likenes of an oliue or mirtle leafe,thatit may heale 
the more caſily.ButGalen comandethrto auoid & eſchew always any greatin+ 
ciions, who did heale ſuch kind of mattered tumors, both in the parts abour 
the priuy members,& alloin the armeholes only by incifion(as he vſed chiefly 
to do)and by medicines that were of force to dry.Now if need ſomrime requi- 
redto cur off ſomwhat,by reaſon ofthe plenty,not onely ofmatrer,bur alſo of 
the corrupted parts,he vied nogreterinciſis the the breadth ofa great mittle 
leafe. For by wide & large ſeftions, when the meEber is brought vnto a ſcar,be- 
ſides that itis made moſt filthy,it alſo becommeth very weak & vnfit tomouc 
withal. Burt theſe kinds of ſe&ions imitating the mirtle leafe, are vſcd in thoſe 
tumors eſpecially which do matter vnder the armeholes,and about the ſhare. 
Andin thoſe truly, the lengths of them muſt be drawn ouerthwart and not by 
the trairnefſe or rightnes of the legge orbody:for when we bend the legge or 
the arme,the skin naturally doth apply it ſelfe with ir. But in other places, we 
alwayes almoſt do vſe {imple incifions.Now in this apertion or inciſion, ſeuen 
things are eſpecially ro be marked,according to the conſent of the Jater Chy- 
rurgians. Firſt, thatincifion be made in that place wherin the matter is c6tei- 
ned.The ſecod,thatinciſion be madeinthe nether place ofthe tumor,thart the 
mattered & corrupted filthines may the better be voided our. The third, that 
it be made next the wrinckles & proceſſe ofthe muſcles. The fourth, that you 
do auoid and eſchew the ſynowes, veines and arteries, as muchas you can. 
The fift,that al the matter be not brought out aboundantly togither and al at 
once,eſpecially in great abſceſſions,leſtthatby roo much emptying our & char 
ſodainly,& alſo by the reſolutis of the ſpirits there followweaknes & faintnes.

H* vING ſpoken generally of thoſe Tumors,which conſiſt aboue nature, » 
[t1s conuenient thatwe entreat particularly of the differences of cuerie 

one of them, taking our Exordiumfrom Phlezmons, as a tumor, which chanceth 
yery often,and excitcth(as Galen ſaith)veric dangerous ſympromates.Ther- 
fore Galen/iv.1.demorbs & ſympton:ati,taketh thlegmone two kind of wayes.One 
way generally afterthe manner ofthe Ancient writers which were before his 
time (that is)for cuery kind of inflammation of any memberzand for any he: 


ting or burnin?, (thatis ) for euery hote and flaming diſpoſition, which the 


Greeks do properly call gxczans;. Another way,both with Galen and other Jate 
writers, it is taken for atrue and pure tumor ingendred of blood, that is, the 
beſt, and that alſo which retaineth bur meane thicknetle or grofſencfle. And 
this truely borroweth his name of the kind thcrof, and of rhe Latines it is cal- 
led duuerſly by reaſon of the kind, Inflanmatio,of the Greekes abſolurely,Phleg-" 
m2. But this,afcer the mind and conſent of the later ſort is two fold,v:de!izer, 


3 Perayg nmvera. Artrue Plegmoneis cauſed of good blood ; which is the belt 


borh in qualitie and ſubſtance or ellence, but yet more aboundant then natu- 
rally ſhould happen to the member, Bur jhlegm ne which isnot atrue and law - 
tull phlegm: ne, 1s cauſed of naughtic and ynnaturall blood. For blood is a hot 
and moiſt humor proceeding from a more temperate part of the verie Chylus, 
which is a certaine juice that commeth ofthe meate in the hrſt digeſtion. And 
itis two wayes: naturall and not naturall. Naturall blood is a hote and moiſt 
humor,flender and meane in ſubſtance, bur ofa veric red colour,in ſauor and 
ralt it is fweete, gentle and good. Butthar bloodis ſaid ro be yvnnaturall, which 
differcth or digrefſcth trom che former deſcription of blood: yernotwithſtan- 


ding contcining it ſelfe within the bounds of his breadth & Jargenes , which if 
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it doth once palic, it is no more to be called a blood, bur ſome other humor. 
Bur blood doth chance to degenerate from his proper nature two kind of 
waycs. The firſt way is (as they termet) in ir ſelfe,that is,in reſpett of itſelfe, 
(his proper ſubſtance being changed without any commixtion with an other.) 
The ſecond way is by an other, or in reſpeof an other. And yer it conſiſterh 
two wayCcs by itlelfe, (rhatis toſay ) either becauſe the ſubſtance thereofis 
more thicke, or more thinne then ir ought tobe: or becauſe ir is burnr, and 
that which is thinneſt of it,is turned into melancholie:but that whichis thicke 
into choler,and that withour ſeparation, Burin reſpe& of another, blood be 
commeth not vnaacurall, when as an other humor 15 mingled withall, Which 
may happen many wayes, according as the diuerle kinds of choler, leume,or 
melancholy may be commixed with blood. By which things itis manifeſt,thar 
of blood there are ingedred foure kinds or diftereces of rumors aboue nature, 
Firſt,of natural & good blood,there is ingendred a true phlegmene.Bur of blood, 
which is corrupted throughthe admixrion of other humors, there do grow 
three differences of that kind of phlegmonegwhich isnexher true nor lawful:be»

it doth veric readily draw togither the extinRion and quenchingboth of life, 
ſence and mouing,Butwhen the member is ſo corrupted and ſo Keble har ir 
is alcogither withour ſence, and as it weredcad, ſothar whether itbe ſtroken, 
or cut, or burned, the ficke feelethir not, thenthe Greekes call this euill no 
longer Gangrena,but Sphacelus, the Latines Syderatio, the later ſort call it E//hio- Sphacelus, 
menon: which name alſothey giue vnro Gangrena.Bur Auicene calleth it E//1o- 

wenn, when as the corruption thereofdorh paſſe to the continual parts,which

Herpeta eſt hi»menen, ſometime veric improperly,Cancer viceratus, But this affe& wn. 
chanceth alſo to the bones , when as the fleſh being beſet & compaſſed about 

with them, bringing forth and ingendring filchy ws, ſtinking corruption,doth 

infe them with this horrible poiſon, and conſumeth them with moſt corrup- 

tible rotrennes, Therefore when as the member ſhall altogirher appeare yz nuntned 
voidof life, ſence & moving,you mult by andby pare ittorhe quicke as ncere oy 
as you can to the ſound fleſh, Sphacelu therefore differeth from Gangrena,be- 
cauſe the one doth grow vp in the bones (as we haue declared)and not inthe 
ficſh and the veſſels of the bodie onely: but the other commeth not ro the 
bone, Notwithſtanding it is one kind of Sphacel#s bur it borroweth a proper 
and ſingular name beſide the commonterme, This kind of corruptionbeing

perfeQinrthe affected part, and alrogither depriued of ſence, is called com. 
monly in France Igns Santti Antony. In another place,/gnuSanth Martials,But 
this mortification ofthe members, or the extinguiſhing and deſtroying of the 
life in them, chanceththree wayes, One way, when as the member canno 
longer reccive the life that is ſentrtoit fro the heart thoroughthe Arteries,by 
reaſon of the diſſoluing of the mixrure and conſent of the affefed member. 
Which mixture and harmonie of the member is difſolued and diſtroyed ei- 
ther becauſe of roo much cold, (as ſometime it happenethin ſharpe and boy= 
ſtcrous winters) or by reaſon of immoderare, raſh, and vnaduiſedrefrigera- 
tion of the inflammation, or elſe becauſe of the exceeding, and vnmealura- 
ble vehemenr heate, and poyſon of the inflammations, and malignant vicers 
(as they call them.) Another way Gamngrena and Sphacelus are cauſed , when as 
the life being gotte into the memberis choaked and ſtopped, asit oftentimes 
happeneth in great inflammations, which ſometime do fo cloſe vp and ſtoppe 
the veines, Arteries,and pores of the skinne,thart;there the ſpirites,(the brea» 
thing forth! of the vaporous ſtreames, and the drawing in of the aire, being 
alrogither hindred) are ſtrangled and choked. The third way,theſe mortificae 
tions anddeſtroyings of life arc cauſed in the members, when as the paſſage 
and flowing ofthe vitall breath from the heart ro ſome member is terted and 
forbidden, and that happeneth either by reaſon of a ychement and ſtrong 
binding, or clſc becauſe of ſome brule recciued in theſe pallages and pores, 
through the which the breath is ca.ied. To conclude, Gangrens and Syderatio, 
which the Grzcians cal necroſis and Sphacelu«do chance vnto mens bodies,de- 
Kroying either the member, or the vitall facultic, orthe naturall heate and 
temperature ofthe bodice. But rhe ſignes of Ganyrena and Syderatio, Galen in 
his littletreatiſe of tumors aboue nature declareth ro be theſe: Firſt truly char 
flouriſhing colour is extinguiſhed in them , which is wontto be in phlegmoe 
nous inflammarions; then paine and beating of the pulles(thatis)the mouing 
of the Arteries, which is felr of the ficke, dodepartalictle afide, yerttheir na- 
turall diſpoſitionnor altogither ended , bur rhcir ſenſe akogither dead and 
mortified.

But this mortification ofthe affeted member,(which the 
Grecians call Gangrena,) is of ſo great crueltic and madnefle (as Paulus ſaith) 
that exceptyou preſently ſeeke a remedie for it withour al delay,the affe&ed 
member ſoone periſherh, and then ir inuadeth the other parts that be next 
yntoir, and killeth the man. Burif (as Cel/w reporterth) ir yer hath but ſmall 
power , but is nowa beginning, it is not veric hard to cure, eſpecially in a 
oung mans bodie,and ſo much the rather ifthe muſcles be ſound and whole, 
xf the finewes be nothurt, or ſmally affeted. Bur when thiseuill hath taken 
deepe roote,and is turned alrcadicintoſphacelxs, itis vacurablezand very ma» 
ny dodic ofa cold ſwear.

But if 
there be no ſuch place tobe had, and rhe aire veric hote, make icreadie for 
him your ſclfe by art. Poure cold water ycric often out of one veſſel into ano- 
ther:ſprinkle the pauements of the houſe dayly with water that is altogither 
ycie, and cold. Spread ypon the fioore-roles, and violets, vine leaucs and 
branches, fallow boughes, and other floures and buddcs, which are of a cold 
and moiſt faculrie.

Let him eſchew all fatre, ſweere,ſourc,& hote 
meates. Let him cate Iettuſe,gourdes, purſlane, forrell, (which they call ace- 
fofa) ryce,& other things of that kind, which dothicken and refrigerate blood. 
Let him altogither abſtaine from wine, Let his drinke be Pryſan broath, or 
barley water , Lethim keepe a temperate dicr, Let his bclly be alwaycs ſoft 
and ſoluble. Ler him ab{tainc from all exerciſe and mouing, eſpecially that 
which is vehement and immoderate. Let him eſchew anger,contentions,and 
all vehement motions and perturbations of the minde as mortal enimies.Ler 
allthings be cleane and handſome about him, Let him refraine from carnall 
copulation. And let theſe things ſuffice concerningrhe firſt ſcope. Bur we ſhal 
alo bring to palle our ſecond intent about the cure ofery/pe!as, if by conueni- 
ent cuacuation we take away thathumor which is lefe behind in the bodie,

of the thinnes of the humor. For thar choler which exciteth herpesis thinner £1m are nt all 
then that which cauſerh an viccrate ery/ipelas. Furthermore ery/ip:las, which + 
chanceth with viceration, doth nor onely occupic the skinne , bur with ir 
alſo, it annoyeth ſome part of the fleſh vnder ir. But herpes, whereof we now 
intreate, layeth hold on the skinne onely, and cxulceraterh ir. ,Therefore al- 
though theſe euils are of one and the ſame kinde (as Galenthought) yer they 
arc not altogirhcr one, neither are they alike, Thoſe whelkes alſo, which 
the interpreter of Auicene and the vnlearned companic of Phyſitions do 
terme morbils, Hippocrates libro tertio epidemiarum hath comprehended vn- 
der herpes . But theſe morbili are cauſed of a more thinne and ſlender mat- 
ter thenthoſe puſhes which are commonly called variole. For theſe (as Aui- 
cene writeth ) proceed of blood, bur the other are cauſed through the ad- 
mixtion of choler and blood. Butif any man doth long or delire to know what 
name the ancient Phyſiczons did bequeath enrol puſtulous vicers: we 
haue declared thatin Latinethey were called. of Plinie papwle, and ſometime P4puiarum e- 
pritvits eruptiones , fleumaticke eruprions:. but in Greeke of Hippocrates libro 7P/19ncs. 
rertio epylem. elthymata. Ot Galen exanthemats, But the fignes, iudgements, © Ymata. 
and cauſes of both kindes of herpes, may ſufficieatly 4, BBs y thoſc Exanthenata, 
thinges which went beforc, It remaineth therefore that we now declare 7p um cm 
the cure of them. In curing theſe euils called herpetes, ( as in other ſuch like 74%» 
Yoluntarie vicers, which haue their orignall of a byting and vehement hu. 7 bree things to 
mour) three intentions are to be obſerued and marked. The firſt is, that ** 147 kd in 
the confluxion ofthe humor into the affeQed part be ſtopped and lerted, The #/* cre of here 
ſecond ts, to make cuacuation ofthat, whatſocucris flowen alreadic into the /&- 
aggrieved member, and ſiicketh faſt in the ſame.

Yicer, We do finiſh our firſt intent, by purging the whole bodic with ſome Primns ſcepss 
medicine that can bring forth the humour, whereof the cuill doth grow, and 
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when the bodice is throughly empried,by reprefſing anddriuing backe the hue 
mor that floweth. Therfore in herpes exedens we mult vie ſome medicine which 
can prouoke choler downeward,teing(as we haue ſaid before)a pure and fin- 
cere bilious humor doth procreate this ewill. It happeneth therefore that in 
reſpe of emptying of che whole bodie , comedentes herpetes muſt be cured like 
ynto ery/ipelata, Therefore becaule it 18 a thinne and waterith humor which 
cauſeth this euill, Galen hath ſufticiently declared ro mollifie and ſoften the 
belly gently, or to prouoke vrine with thoſe things which can moderarely 
cauſe the fame. Burin the other kinde of herpetes, which by reaſon of the fimr- 
lirude which it hath with milizm, we haut ſaid to be called in Grecke mtars. 
and cencria, there is required ſome remedie which is of a mixed facultie (thar 
15) which can purge forth both choler and fieume, For ſome hauc thought 
and that nor without great realon ( as Galen laith ) that in this euill there is 
ſome fleame commixed with choler Furthermore that humor which aboun- 
deth inthe bodic, and cauſeth the evill, being emptied our (as itis required) 
you mutt apply rhole medicines which canreprefle andkeepe backe the flow= 


. 1ngof rhe humor, for then the miniſtring ofthem ſhallbe more withour dan- 
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er, and more conuenient allo, ſeeing that (as Galen ſaith) if one do thruſt 
backe bur a little portion of the vicious humour , which after conuenient pur. 
ging remaineth yer in the bodiegto the bowels and great veynes, yet wil itnoc 
cauſe any ſenſible euil] ar all char can be felr. But if the quanritie of the hu- 
mor be preat, it ſometime coucheth ir ſelfe in ſome principal! member, 
where as through the force of the purgingnature, the whole bodice is nor 
cuacuarcd cither by purging downeward or by vrine, or by the skinne,which 
includeth the whcle bode. But repreſſtues and repulliues be not onely thoſe 
which do binde, bur alſo rhoſe which can refrigerate withoutany adſtriction, 
Of the which nature arc theſe, as lettuce, knorgraſſe, fenne or ponde linrels, 
purcelaine, cndiue, ſyngreene, and other of that ſort, which were veric con- 
uenicnt alſo for c-7/ipelas, Bur thoſe medicines which beſides their coolin 
are alſo apr by nature to moiſten, herperes eſpecially depaſcentes doin no wiſe 
require, bur they do onely admir thoſe refrigeratiues which can alſo great- 
ly drieyp. For thoſe remedies which haue bur a meane and weake force to 
coole and drie, as is nightſhade , are nor ſufficient for them. Therefore 
by Galens counſell you muſt in the beginning Jay vpon them the young 
render buddes of the vine , bramble leaues, leaucs of rubum canicum; and 
planraine. After applie alſo with theſe lentils, ſometime honie and bare- 
ey meale. Alſo miniſter that cataplaſme ſmeſempernivo, whichis appointed 
for thoſe phlegmonous rumors which proceede of fluxe, for ir-doth repell 
that which floweth, and ir driethvp that whichis conteined in the affe&ed 
member, and it ſtrengtheneth the partes abour ir.

There bedi- no name, whercin chey may comprehendallthole kindes of verr«ce, but they 
werſe kinds of doe calla certaine kinde thereof by proper names, which be theſe, vupunus, 
VErTucCt, exp3rx8ourec ines Suuy. Yerrucetherefore of them be called myrmecia, which are 
Myrmegs, of a large foundation, andas it were fitting iaſt rothe ground,and when they 
be rouched, they arc felt painfull like vnto the byring or ſtinging of an ant, 
whereupon theirname is guen vnto them, for the Greckes doe call uupun's, 
fermica . Wherefore the Latines applying the name thereof ro the Greeke 
Sefſites ver- worde, haue called formice, verruce, and for their forme and faſhion, ſe/ſiles 
"9 verruce, Theſe euilles faith Celſus lib.5, doe growe eytheria the palmes of 
the handes or inthe ſoles of the feete ; bur theſe rake deeper roote, and are 
Jower and harder then a wart, anddoec cauſe greater paine - and they ſend 
foorth more ore of bloud, and they ſcarce at anic time exccede the bignelle 
of a hoppe. Bur acro.bordon is a verr«ca that is as it were hanging, and ofa 
Acrochwrden® orenartow foundation (that is) a certaine round highnelle or growingvp

A MoNG alltheſe cuiles acrochordon and Thymeon, are oftentimes (as Cel- Acrechorden 
ſus reporteth) ended and doe heale ofthemſclues, and the lefler they be, Thymicn., 
the ſooner they be end, But myrmecia and clan doe {carce at anic time ceaſe Lib.s. 
without curing. lt 2crahordcn be cut off, it leaueth no roote bchindeir, and Myrn,ecia, 7 
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there ryſcth vppe vnderncath a little round roote , which deſcenderth 
downe ſomewhat dcepe into the fleſh, and there abiding, it doth cauſe the 
aforeſaid euilles ro growe againe . Myrmecie doc holde faſt with veriebroad 
rootes, and therefore they cannoc be curte off without great viceration.

They doe vie allo the head of a lyſarde to take away ».yrmecia , achrochor- | 
dinzs, and laui, There arc ſome which doe boyle thetheades of ſalred fiſhes in 
thatwater which diſtilleth our of the greene branches, while they be bur- 
ning : which they doe declare ro bea moſt excellent remedie for the aforeſaid 
euils.Ortherſome,to extinguiſh theſe diſeaſes, doe make alyniment of theruſt 
ofbralle (which of the late Phiſitions is called wiride eris, e flor eris) of brim=- 
ſtone, and of the diſtilled water of vine branches. And thisis the onely me- 
thod of curing which they are woont toviein rafing out of verruce, (thatis) 
by gnawing and lcalding medicines. Butthis onething is moſt diligently to 
be obſcrued in adminiſtring ſuch kind of medicins,which Cellus doth admo. 
nith vs of in his fift booke : namely, thar thcſe partes which are aboutthe 
euilles, ought to be coucred with leaues, leaſt they allo be exulcerate, for 
which caule ſome doe annointthe places about the diſcaſes, with oyntmenr 
of bole armoniacke,with terra ſi21lata, with roſe water and vineger , Furthere 
more we aboliſh achr:chordones,nyrmeciazand thymia,not onely with theſe afore- 
ſaidburning medicines , butalſo with the flame of the fire,or with ſome hote 
inſtrument rightly applycd ro them, Oftentimes alſo we cutte them off. Bur 
ſometime wee doe take them awaic and vtterly deſtroy them by a lygature 
cunningly made andprepared for them, (as it happencth in that true diſ- 
caſe called ficus ) or elſe by ſetting to the fore tecth, as ſome at Rome in Ga= 
lenes time were woont to doe. Bur if you ſhall applic fire or ſome hore inſtru. 
How verrce ment toverruca,you muſt prouide, that a plate of Iron or ſome ſuchthing be- 
ave ſafely bur- jngboared through be made readie for the burnt ſore, the hole whereof muſt 
ned, ſo ttly comprehend the ſame, that none of the skinne abour it may be ſeene, 
Aduſtion becing nowe made, you muſt reſoJue the cruſt withbutrer , or with 
The cre of ſome other annoynting medicine. Afrerward you muſt curethefore like vn- 
myimecia be- ,to other vicers. Burt howe myrmecie,which doe nor appeare our of the skinne, 
tnzequalwith butare alogether equall cherewith, ought to be brought foorth and cut off, 
the skinne. Galene tceacheth veric well 1b.14.meth:d, med. where hee makerh mention of 
A newecurerf one in his time at Rome, who deuiſed a newe orderto cure theſe Yerruce, firſt 
- wwyrmedacut heebrought out the evilles by applying his lippes vnto them, or by ſucking 
of Galen. them, andihen (which did ſeeme maruellous) hee plucked them from the 
roote: afterward ſetting to his foreteeth hee viterly deſtroyed them. Bur

An vntrue and 
vnlawfull edema proceedeth of ynnaturallflcume . That we may not deale 
herein anie thing ob{curely, naturall choler is a colde and moiſt humour, in hat flewme 
ſubſtance crude or raw,in colour enclyningto a certain whitenefle,butin taſt, '** 
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and(if[mayſpeakeit) inſmell itis ſweete and pleaſant: ynnaturall leume js 


that which docth degenerate and differ from that fleume before deſcribed, 


and yetit keeperh ir {clfe within the boundes of his circuit and libertie,which 
if it ſhall once paſſe,it isthenno more to be called jh'egma or fleume,bur ſome 
other humour. Butthisfleume chanceth co degenerate from his own proper 
nature two maner of waies,One way is(as they ſay)in it ſelfe,when in his own 
natural and proper ſubſtance itis changed withour anic admixtion with anie 
othe rhumour,which truly happeneth verie ofren,for it is turned cither into a 
wateriſh ſubſtance, or into a flatuous ſubſtance ,or into a yeric thin marter, 
and thEir is called phlegma aqnoſum flatuoſum or tenue:or itis turned into athick 
and viſcous ſubſtance, which maketh the flcume verie groſſe and clammic, 
and through a greater (or as we may ſay) through a further induration , it is 
cauſed to looke like a plaiſter orlike glailc, or it doth purrific andis altered, 
and then itis made both ſalt,nitrous,and corrofiue. The other way,vnnatu- 
rall feume is cauſed through admixtion,thatis, when as ſome other humour 
doth happen ro come vnto it extraordinarily: as for example, cither bloud,or 
choler,or melancholie.If bloud be commixed with fleume, itis made ſweete:if 
cholor be mingled therewith, it is cauſed tobe ſalt:if melancholie, iris made 
ſoure and ſharpe. There are therefore cight kindes of viinaturall leume after 
the opinion of Auicen, Haly Abbas appointeth foure onely. Bur Galen(ſayrh 
Guido) ſeemeth to aſligne vntoittwo onely kindes, thatis, ſalt and lower, 
alchoughin his ſecond booke of the differences of feauers, andin his ſecond 
booke de locis 2ffetis, and in manie other places allo, he maketh mention of 
the fleume called vitre»m, which oftentimes doth ioyne himſelfe with ſower 
fleume, by reaſon of that affinitic and acquaintance that it hath with it . By 
theſe things therefore iris gathered,that of fleume there are ingendred cight 
ſpecies or differences of tumours beſides nature . For hrſt, of fleumerharis na- 
rural, commeth a rrue and a lawfull #d*ma. Secondly of vnnaturall fleume 
by reaſon ofadmixion there proceedthree other dittcrences oftumours, be-= 
cauſe thar three other humours may be commixed therewith, and theſe be 
they ; adema phlegmonsdes, adema eryſepelatodes, and edema ſchirrhodes.

CHAP; XX1. 
Of T umonrs aboxe nature,whicth the Latines call mflationes but 
they ure commonly called windie Apoſtemes, 
apoſtemata ventofa. 
Jr nowe verie requiſite for ys to diſpute of the tumours called In/:tinmer, The d:fference 
whoſe cure is diucric from the cure of demata. For they(as Galen ſaith, {. betwerneinfla« 


14, Therap.) hauc their originallofa ftlegmaticke humour,and therefore doe tio & #dema, 
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yeeld ynto rouching and handling,and ovr fingers being laid thereon doe dee 
{cend ſomewhat deeply vnto them. But Tnflativnes doe come of a flatuous ſpi. 
rite gathered rogither, breeding ſometime vnder the skinne; ſometime vnder 
therthin films,which arc compaticd abour wich the bones,or they doc ſhut in 
and include the muſcles, or elſc ſome part of the bowels. Furthermore ſome- 
rime thereis alſonor a little of this humour gathered togither inthe belly and 
1n the inward parts, and allo in the middle ſpace of them,and of the peritoneum 
as inthatkind of water (ſaith Paulus) vader the skinne , which ecuill we call 
a Timpanie. Theſe alſo differ from #demata, becaule they being rouched with 
the fingers doe not retaine any marke,and they doe giue a ſound like a rabor, 
and allo becauſe ſometime, they are contained in a ſenſible hollowaeſle, and 
that ofrentimes veric great. The cauſe of theſe kindes of inflations, isthe 
weaknefſe of the nacurall hear,which is placedin a flegmatick matter to proe 
uoke windinefſe. For truely heat may take vp ſucha vapor of a moiſt ſubſtice, 
but it cannot deuidenor diſcuffc it For cue as(fairh Galen) we [ce in outward 
things,thata very cold conſtitution(eſpecially when the northwind bloweth) 
doth make the aire very calm,& a very horconſtitution in ſommer maketh the 
aire pure and cleare:but the middle conſtitutions doe cauſe clouds, fo it hap- 
pencrh inliuing creatures,For heat neither by extreame weakneſſe,nor yer by 
vehement ſtrength can beget winde , bur when it getterh a meane betweene 


. theſe affeions. For this vapour is holden in ſome place (as Auicen ſaith)ei- 


ther becaule of the thicknefle of the member, or for the groſeneſſe of the va- 
porous ſpirite. Which thing alſo Paulus after the opinion of Galen witneflerh 
in theſe words: ſaying,that the thicknefſe of the members,& the groſeneile of 
the ſpirit or vapour doth cauſe thatthe ſame vapour 15 not diſpearſed abroad. 
The fignes of inflation are theſe, a tumour not yeclding to any touching or 
handling,ir appeareth very cleare &bright, & when itis beaten on, it giueth a 
ſound like vnro a bortle,or timpanie.Morcouer there is felt oftentimes windi- 
nefſe throughout the whole body,ſometime running this way, ſomerime tha 
way,which cauſeth extenſiue pain.Bur concerning the indgments & opinions 
hereof,a flatuous or vaporous ſpirir, which is nor diffolued & diſperſed, doth 
procure manic diſcommodities. Bur a breathing and windie vapour,coutſing 
vp and downe withinthe bodie with paine and great anguiſh, isgreatly robe 
feared, becauſe it doth ſeeme to be drawne from ſome venemous matter. Bur 
now ſecing theſe three things, viz. the moiſt marter,the imbecilitic of the ng. 
turall lfeare, 2nd the thickneſle of the pores of the body, doe concurre togi- 
therro the generation of inflatio (as hath alreadie bene declared) rhe order 
therefore of the cure thereof ſhallbe this, firſt ro ſtrengthenthe ſubſtance of 
the heat,ro extenuarte the vapor and flatuous matter,& to preuent or openthe 
thickneſſe of the pores of the body(wherin this vaporous ſpirit gathered now 
rogither,is contained.)Now we make perfeQ & we finiſh the rwolatterthings, 
thatis, the rarifieng ofthe rhicke bodv , andthe extenuation of the groſle 
vapor, by one and the ſame kind of medicines, which is by vſing thoſe reme- 
dies whichdoe profit to the exrenuation of the members,& by applying thoſe 
helps, which can heate eicher more or leile according to the inflation of the 
afflicted members according to the thicknes orthinnefle therof, & according 
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alſo to the groſeneſſc orthinneſſe of the vapours, Foraccordingto the diffe. 
rence of theſe things, the power or facultic of thoſe medicines which are mi. F 
; niſtred,ought tobe intended and remitted. The thin parts therefore,and the 
: yapour or ſpirit which is not very thicke,orbur mean]y ro be dealc withall:bur #7 FN 
thegrofſe members,& that vapour which containeth much thicke matter, do 
require medicines which may greatly extenuat and heatthem.Bur ifche ſub- 
tance of natural heat ſhall periſhor diminiſh, it muſt be repaired again,regar- 
ding the greatnefle of the loſſe thereof. Butifit ſhalbe altered, y ou mult bring j/ 
it ynto a certain mediocritie.Bur if gricfethere ſhal vex or moleſt rhe tick, you | 
muſt haſten ynto thoſe helpes which can mitigate paine.

For thebruiſed 
mulcles muſt necedes be lenified with ſore medicine which hath a double 
ſtrength (that is) which can both concoR, digeſt, and moderately binde, 
Bur it the medicine containeth no aſtrition, it increaſeth ſometime phleg- 
mone, and eſpecially in thoſe bodies, which arc _—_ and full of hu- 
mours, Bcing mindfull therefore of theſe three indications alreadie declared 
(that is, of concoction, digeſtion, and moderate aſtrition) in the muſcles 
which arc inflated by mcanes of ſome bruiſe or ſtripe, whengrear paine doth 
afflict, you ſha!lthe rather yſe a more mitigating remedic,and yceu ſhal great- 
ly refit paine,by viing more oyle and wine, whoſe force | knowe tobe migh- 
tic, when as paine togither with the inflation doth ſpeedily haſt to an end, 
And truely the time is the ſhorter, if you miniſter thoſe things,which haue a 
ſtrong and mighric cffeR, as are theſe, lie and vinegar, and next after them 
wine torn a mighric operation, As often therefore as you minde nor to aſe 
ſwage paine, you ſhal caſt into the mixture a greater quantitic of ie and vine= 
ger, Againe when you intend torepell and driue backe , you muſt putin 
more of wine then of other thinges , which wine ſhall be the more cffeQuall 
for this purpoſe ifit beblacke and ſharpe. Butif you pleaſero digeſt,you ſhall 
miniſter the greater quantitie of lic . Bur if you ſhall mingle vineger with 
them, the mixture thallbe profitable both waies, becauſe that vineger hath a 
double & mingled facultic, But when the muſcle is not pained, you may law- 
fully for want of lie vſc Aphronitrum,bur it mult not be grauelly, but rather foa- 
mie. Thethird rule is an cmplaiſter made of rhe kilthineſſe which is wiped fr6 
the bodics of men tharwreſtle, and of vnſlakedlime, boiled rogither in water 
and wine. Theſe arethe words of Galen 1b. 14. Therap. But thoſe inflations 
(faith he)which through negligence areinueterate & of ſome antiquitie, you 
ſhall apply to them thoſe helps which are made of lie(as hath bin ſaid before) 
andſecondly you ſhall miniſter ſome emplaiſter.Bur I willdeclare alſo the ex- 
ample or order how to prepare theſerthings.

(that is to ſay) puſhes or whelkes, Furthermorethe latter ſorr of Phyſitions 
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haue bene accuſtomed toallthis kind of wateriſh tumours, Aquoſumphlegra, 
as alſorhey doererme that humour robefleume, which floweth in the feer 
and legges of them that are troubled with che dropſic , andaboundeth inthe 
leane parts of the bodie, and in other members, which doe labour of an cu1ll 
habitc, (which the Grecians call Cachexia. And theſe kinds oftumours which 
doe proceed of wateriſh fleume, or of the aforeſaid ſerous increaſing, they 
doc allo call ynlawfull and vntruc xdemata, Butin thoſe dangerous diſpoſiti- 
ons or diſcaſes they call it Tabes,which name Hydreps and Cachexia doe require, 
but #dema (as hath bene alreadic declared our of Galen) doth not deſerue 
the name ofa diſcaſe, bur ofa ſympromarte, for that it truely needeth no par- 
ticular or ſeucrall curc. For the onely rubbing of it with oxyrrhodinu71,or fomee 
time with ſalt and oyle, or with ſalt and cxyrrh2dinym, doth ſtop it, and manic 
other things of that kind doe worke the like efteR. Butthe cauſes of theſe tu- 
mours are theſe,the altering of the vertue or facultie of the members through 
a cold and corrupted intewperature of the bodice, and the naughtinefle of 
nouriſhment, declining to aquoſitic, as you may eafily gather our of the ſixth 
booke deſ)mptomatimcauſis, The ſfignes & tudgementsare almoſt all one with 
a true edema . Yet they differ inthis,becaule in the wateriſh tumours the ty- 
mour is more looſe thenina lawfullzdema: andtherefore it doth not ſo reſiſt 
rouching,neither doth ir ſound like wind,bur rather as water,and it doth ſeem 
to ſhine after a ſort,when one beholdethit againſt the light, Now concerning 
the iudgments of this kind of tumour,there is no doubt but that a wateriſh tus 
mour proceedeth of a greater coldneſſe then a flatuous tumor doth, as Galen 
declarcth in the eleuenth commentarie of his fourth booke of Aphoriſmes, 
Bur it ſeemerh(ſaith he)that a wareriſh Hydro, which they call Aſ:es, is en- 
gendred of great coldneſſe, but a 7ympanie of lefle cold, which diſcaſe is na- 
med of Hippocrates a drie water running betweene the skin, For a moyſt ſub. 
ſtance cannot be changed into a flatuous vapour without ſome heate.. More- 

ouer wateriſh tumours do happen oftener in the feerzin the ſtones, and cods, 
inthe head, & in the ioynts,then in anie orher parts of the body, both becauſe 

ſuch a kind of humour doth readily ruſh into thoſe partes, and alſo becauſe 

heate is verie meane andlitle in them:for becauſe they be farre off from the 

hortceſt members. Andas a flatuous vapour is ſeldom found without a wateriſh 

humor: ſo awateriſh or ſerous humor is ſcarce contained atanie time in any 

member without a windie ſpirit. Hitherto haue we ſpoken of the generation, 

the cauſes, Hgnes,and iudgements of a waterith tumour : now we will ſer down 

the curctherof, Seeing that theſe wateriſh tumors are cauled(as we haue ſaid 


alreadic) of the flowing of a ſerous humor, there needeth hoother meanes, | 


eſpecially noother generall ordertocure them , then that method which 
we haue expreſſed alrcadic in the cure of other tumours , which are ingen= 
dred of the influxion of humours into ſome member.

Of the arſeaſes called Glandule, Nodi, and Striume, rogither 
w:th other eAbſceſſions, which they call Phleg- 


matice Excreſcentie. 


—_— a8 ANGLIA ſocalled of the Grzcians,Cherades(thatis)Strume,which they 
ſceſſuwwm r_ iſo call Scrofule, Browchacelegwhich they name Bocium , and Hernia gutturis, 
uttoſorm. of elicerides, Steatomata , and Atheromata: alloTeſiuds, Talpa, Natta or Napta, 
which names giuento tumors were inuented of the late Phyſitions, and are 

not tobe found ppongh ancient writers ; Thoſe tumors allo which Auicene 

calleth Fugille,allo Nei, and vulgaris Bube, togither with many other tumors of 

that kind, in what part ſocuer of the bodie they dogrow , they haue their ge- 

neration of fleume, and forthat cauſe they are iuſtly referred vnto phlegma- 

tike rumors. But although certaine of the aboue named Abſceſſions do dege- 

ncratcintoa ſtonic hardneſle and into ſcirrhous diſeaſes : yet the roote and 

the originall beginning of them for the molt part is fleume, ( as Auicene dee 

clareth) yet we will not deny, butthat ſome other humor may ſomerime be 

commixed with fleume , whereof ſuch kind of Abſccfiions do come , andio 

there do grow yp thoſe Abſceſſions which are both compound and of an o- 

ther kind. Burt our intent is to ſpeake here of imple Abſceſſions onely, by 

Simplicia ſunt whoſe proportion or analogicthe knowledge of compound tumors ſhall ap- 
regula compoſe PEACE moſt cuidently : forthe one muſt alwayes be referred vntothe other as 
Ss it were vntocertaine rules or canons (as we haue ſaidelſe where.) Therefore 
: all che aforeſaid tumors are comprehended ynder the kind of phlegwatike 
Abſceſſions or(thatI may ſpeake after the maner ofthe comon Chirurgians) 
vnder the Ger: ofphlegmartike increaſings, which diſcaſes haue certaine ſpe- 
cial differences among themſclues(asir ſhall afterward appeare.)For Glandus 
Glanidula  4a,(as Guido thought)tooke his title of the hkenefſe of Glaw,an acorne,which 
Guidony, forme he doth ſeeme to vnderſtand in this place : T his Glandula, ſaith he, is 
euery where ſoft,one alone, moucable, & difleuered from the other parts ly- 

ing abourit, oftentimes growing in the cleanc & pure parts of the body, Bur 

Auvicens Glans Glandwlein Anicene do breed eitherin the hand, or in the foote, or in ſome 
«le are allone other place ioined to the finewes & cords of the bodie, and theſe Glandulehe 
with Ganglia, would nothaue deſtroyed, leaſt the ficke thereby ſhould fall into Spaſmes, the 
crampe. They do happen alſo inthe palme ofthe hand, & inthe forchead,as 

Auicene ſaith, who alſo calleth them ſomtime Glanduloſa Apoſtemata, ſowtime 

N:di: for he doth intreat of thoſe cuils verie raſhly in diuerle Chapters, as in 

his Chapter de Nods euen vnto the end,& in his treatiſedeGlanduli,Therefore 

Auicens Glandsle do ſceme tobe diuerie from Guido his Glandule,& Ganglia a» 

mong 
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mong the Grzciansto beall one with Auicenc his Glandile which thing Pau- Caf! 6.16.4. | 
lus his words next following do py reſtific, Genglinm(ſaith he)is 3 gathe- Gangimme 9 
ring togither ofthe finewes,which 15 cauſed of ſome (tripe or of wearinclle, & 244 


thatin many parts of the bodie eſpecially in thoſe which are alwayes mouing, 

as inthe middeſt ofthe hang and inthe feete. Aectius ſaith, rhar it ſcldome 

poſſeſſeth the elbow and the head, and it doth ſeldome alſo ariſe voluntarily. ; 

And again the ſame Paulus 15.6.c4.39.declaring what Gangliumis, how it doth 8 { 
grow,in what mebers chicfly ir doth ariſe,& what ſignes or tokens doth acc6- I! 

pany ir,confirmeth thoſe verie words which we ſpake before ſaying : Ganylum 99 
15 a conuulſion of the finewes, cauſed of ſome blow or of labor , chancing for 

the molt part inthe ioints ofthe hands,& of the armes, andinthe ancles and _ 

joints ofthe feere,although allo ir ariſeth in other parts of the body. Theſe are 51394 GaZ74. 
the ſignes of Gzglium,the tumor is al of one colvur,reliſting touching or hand- 

ling,& withour paine, but if you do thruſt icany thing violently it 1s felt pain- 

full being not deepely rooted, burlying vader the very skin next the fides:but 

againe,if you on itby force it doth ſoneither beforenor after. Hitherto 

ſpcaketh Paulus

tumors.Thoſe Abſcefſions whichthe common ſort call Scrofule are nothing 
clſe but hard kernels coreined within the litle filmes, videlicet,Glandale chiefly, 
appcaring in the neck,the arme holes, and in the parts about the priuy mem- 
bers,where Glandule are placed by the veſſels ofthe body thatlic ynder them: 
yet ſomtime(although ſcldome) rhey are cauſed by meanes of the fleſh ofthe 
ſame places, which through a certaine kind of affinitie is turnedinto the na- 
ture of Strume,and is increaſed by the addition of matter ( as it pleaſed Leone 
das.) The Latincs calthem Strume,bur the Greckes,Cherades,cither truely be- (hx ade; 
cauſe of the ſtones called Chzrades growing in tlic Sea, orelle becauſe of G,c.yum. 
thoſe beaſts called Sowes thatbring forth a great companie of pigges at once 
(for theſe euils do riſe vp many togither) which beaſts arc often infeed with 
7 that diſcaſe, For Scrofe,that is to ſay,Sues haue thick & glandulous neckes,and 
; comonly they be ſtrumous & ful ofkernels.But Cel: ſaith that Struma is a tu- 
mor,wherein vnder the cogealed place there do ariſe certain things like glan- 
dule of matter & blood. But theſe donor onely poſſefle the necke,bur allo the 
noſethrils,the priuy parts of the body, &the ſides. The Chyrurgian Meres de» 
clareth alſothat he hath found them in the paps of women. Paulus allo ſpea-  ;;, ; 
keth thus of them: Strume,faith he, do ariſe in the fore part of the necke, orin 
one part or other both at once,cither two or more: Butal are included within 
their filmes,as Steatomate, Atheromata,& Melicerides.Lupia,ſaith Guido,is ſoft & £'['4« 
round like ynto a hop,& chicfly choſerh his place in hard &dric places of the 
body,as in the eye lids & in other finewy meEbers: the Frenchmen callit com- 
monly »»e Loupe.Therefore if the deſcription and cure of it,(which ſhallbe af- 
terward handled) beconferred with the deſcription and cure ofGanglium a- 
moneſt the Greckes : the diſcaſes will appeare not much different or ynlike: 
| but they dogreatly erre,which do make this euil called Lupia,to be al one with 
that diſcaſe called L»pm,For Lupus is a malignant vicer quickly conſuming the Lupe morbms, 
neather parts,but ſpecially annoying the thighes &legs,8 ir is very hiigry like 
vnto a woolfc (wherot it ſeemeth roreceiue rhis title) cating vp the fcth that 
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lie next ynto it,which euill without doubtis of the kind of Phatedene.Diſcaſes 
Nod therefore are farre diverſc among themſclues the one from the other, al- 
,.. though in name they be ſomewhat acquainted. Nydus,(as the knot of a rope) 
isſaid of the ſame Guido, tobe round, hard, and abiding in one andthe ſame 
Auicene nedi. place, growing eſpecially about the ſinowy places of the bodie. But Auicene 
in acertaine place defineth N9di to be dubeletafrigida, and he compareththis 
namewirth Steatomata, which are called adipoſi > adipininod!, fat kernels, and 
with Melicerides, which are called melbty nods, and with Atheromata,which con- 
fiſt ofa certaine kind of matter lixe vntoa pulſe, which the Greeks cal Athera. 
But becauſe thelc three kinds of Abſceſlions, that is to lay, Steatoma, Melicer::, 
& Ath:roma,are moſt incident to mens bodies, & Galen alſo maketh mention 
oithem in veric many places: wethinke it conuenient ( having here gotten 
ſo ft oportunitie ) to intreat of them plainely ro declare their nature &their 
Atherema, markes whereby they may be knowne , andin what thingsalſo they do differ 
and diffent, andin what things they do allo conſpire and agree. Atheroma 
therefore is a tumor of one and the ſame colour, and without paine, contai= 
rung within the filme or finowy tunicle a ſoft humor like vnto Athera, that is, 
2 kind of pulſe, whichis made of boiled meale. Sometime alſo in Atheromata 
rogither with a ſoft humor, there are found certaine ſtonie and hard ſubſtan- 
ces, and other things hike vnto {mall peeces of brimſtone , oftentimes there 
re found in them certaine things like vntothe chewed bones of a henne,and 
like vnto haires wound vp togither.This tumor Atheroma, appeareth in forme 
and figure verie long, and ſomewhat eleuated in height, which being preſſed 
with the fingers, by reaſon of the clammiſhnefle and thicknefle of the humor, 
7 NY itdoth lowly yecld or go backe, and the fingers being remoued,it doth ſlow- 
Meliterin ly alſo returne again. Bur Melicers 1s a tumor which is void of pain alſo, but yet 
it is round,wherein the humor,which is allo included in ſome finowy tunicle, 
(which they call Cy?) is found ſomewhatrhinne, repreſenting ihe tubſtance 
of honic : whereupon ſome of tae Latines do calit melifauium, a hony combe. 
Meliceris therefore doth differ from Atheroma in faſhion, and inthe ſubſtance 
ofthe humor: for both the forme is more round, and the ſubſtance of the hu- 
mor more ſlender. This hony tumor therefore is further extendedthen 4he- 
r-ma,and by preſſing ic with the fingersirdoth ſpecdily give place, and when 
the fingers arcremoued, it doth with the like celeritie returne to the former 
Steatoma. place. But Steatcma is a tumor allo beſides nature, all of one coJour,and verie 
gentle tobe handled; inthe beginning truely itis veric ſmall, bur in procefle 
of time it increaſeth and-becommeth more copious , wherein is contained a- 
humor vericlike vnto tall'ow, which is alſo comprehended vnder the filmes 
of the bodie. This is diſtinguiſhed from Melicers and from Atheroma, by rea 
ſon of the hardneſſe thereot, for it is both full and plentifull,andit doth force 
ſſtrouching, that it will inno wiſe yeeld to the thruſting of the fingers. Bur 
let vs now proceed to declare other kinds of Apoſtemes,which are almoſt re- 
TIlndo. - duced ynrto theſe three,whereof we haue now intreated.7e/7udo(faith Guido) 
is agreat Abſceſſion, veric humerall, ſoft, andof a broad faſhion, afrerthe 
manner of a targer, (whereupon it receiued the name) which cuilifitgrowerh 


(faith he)in rhe head,itis called 7 -/pariaor Talpa: it inthe necke, itts called 
Bocium « 
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Bocum: ifin the Ktones, Hernia: but ſometime ir is found with matter, or with 
certaine ſcales, or with a fi5iula accompanying it, But Teftudines and Talpe,a- 
mongſt the ancient Phyſitions, had neither any proper name , nor yet once 
entreated of. Buc ſome of our dayes dodefine Tetudotobe a foft tumor, or 
not greatly hard, yer ſomewhat bigge, inthe whichis conteined a grolſe mat- 
rerlying hidin a certaine tunicle , which doth ſo cleaue vntothe whole head 
ofa man (for it is a diſeaſe incident tothe skinne of the head) that ir often- 
rimes corrupteth rhe ſame. This cul(no doubr)is robe accounted among the 
numberof Abſceſitons, and comprehended ynder Meliceris, or Atheroma, bur 
it rather ſeemeth toincline vnto Melicer:s: but Ta/fa, becauſe ir containetha 7 4% 
white matter , 15 rather referred ynto Atheroma, then ynto Meli:eri; ; Notwith- 
ſtanding Guido afticmeth that itis a kind of Te3?udo, yea allo that itis Te/tudo 
ic ſelfe (as we ſaid of late) as Herwaalſo and Boawm, which he allo nameth: 
bur cheſe affees haue borrowed thcir diuerſe names according to the varie- 
tic of the places, wherein they arc found. Bur that which the common ſort 
call Bociwm, the Greekes ( fetchingtheir title or name cuen from the veric PE 
depth) do properly call Brouchocele: but our countrey men callit Hernia guttic145, aw Kr "ole 
whereupon they alſo call them Guttwrof, which do labor of that diſcate, Broy.. © 96e6s 
choc{le is a great tumor chancingin the necke, veric round betweene the skin 
and the wind pipe, wherein there is included ſometime dead ficth, ſometime 
a certaine humor like ynto hony or fat, or ſodden meale,or water. Sometime 
alſo (as Celius ſaith) there are found in ſuch tumors certainc haires mingled Natts 
with little bones. Natta (as Guido writeth) 1s a greattumor, full of tleſh, like [ 
yntothe flcſh of a mans buttockes, of diucrſc formes and greatneſic; as are 
melons and gourdes, and therefore it borroweth ſundrie names according to 
the yarietie ofthe faſhion and member wherein itis placed. Moreover this 


- tumor which of the later ſortis called Ng#a or Napra, is void of paine, except Nattaor Nee 


peraduenture it be ſo grear,that by the continual drawing of the parts of that pra & reſerr:d 
member, itbringeth ſome griefeto the parts about ic. This alſo is of the num- +10 Steata» 
ber of Abſceſfiions, and doth perteine ynto Steatometa(as we ſaid before in the mata, 
enumeration of tumors beſides nature.) Bub» (ſaith Galen) is a diſcaſe of the Bybo, 

looſe members, or of Glandule, (which the Greckes call 1dene)thar is ro ſay,a 


Gmple inflammation. Wherefore Guido hath either vnftly here rehearſed it 


among the number of flegmatike abſceſſtons : or elle he vnderſtandeth ſome 

other matter then Galen doth, Bur Bubones, which are cauſed through a fall 

from ſome place, or by other vicers and dileaſes, are without any danger: but 

thoſe which are wont to happen in peſtilent fevers, are the worſt of all, whe- 

rherthey inuade thethighes, orthe noſerhrils,or the necke. F-gille(ſaith the F2;le. 
interpreter of Auicene) 1s of the kind of glandvlous Apoſtemes , and this 

rerme(ſaith he)is appropriated vnto ie, becauſe itis a diſeaſe chancing behind 

the cares. By the which deſcriptionitmay eafily be conieQured,that Pugille, 

ſo called of Auicene,is that tumor,which is called ofthe Greekes Parote har pany, 

is, a glandulous diſcaſe growing vnderneth the cares. Bur ſome dothinke Fr ; hat P.lo 1+ 
gille to be all one wich Bubo: burtthen Bybois farre otherwiſe taken of them, with Gri /v &- 
thenof Galen & Paulus, which is(astheyſay)a tumor that is deepely planted other late P11 
and rooted, and oftentimes nor compalied with any skinne or filme, it is yery ſ;ions, 
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hard alſo after the maner of the cuils called Scrofsle, and inthat bgnification 

(as L iudge)is Bubo tak of Guido, becauſe he doth regiſter Fugillinus Bubo amogt 

the number of legmatike abſceſſions.Bur there are now found out very many * 

ticles gincn to theſe kind of legmatike abſceſſhons.But we ought not greatlyro 

ſtand ypon the names of them,ſothat weknow and ynderſtand the onely difs * 

fercces of th&,becauſc it falleth ſo our, that according to the diucrfitic of their

Cauſes of F- there are contrined certeine humors,which beeither ſerous or wateriſh,as is 
mors which y;ine,or putrified and corrupt,or filthie,or dirtic, or exc humors like ynto ho- 
pertaine WW9 gy or foddenmealc,or vnro fatte, But there are ſometime found within theſe 
fleume. ablceflions phlegmatike & waterith & glandulous fleſh,ſomerime alſo ſtones, 
Che matter of ſandzthels, wood, coales, and other ſuch like ſolide ſubſtances. Notwithſtan= 
flegmatilg ab- ding theſc three kinds of tumors do moſt frequent mens bodies (as we haue 
ſeeſſtoms. ſaid before) whereof eueric one hath borrowed in Greeke his proper title: as 
14.Theray, Atheroma, Steat:ma,and Meliceris, which are thus called by reaſon of the ſimili- 
tude of the ſubſtances conteined in them. For thereis another tumor amongſt 

rheſe, like vntotallow,or ſome other fatthing,another like vnto hony,anorher 

h like vnto a thinne kind of meate, which they call Athera, The bgnes & iudge- 
Sign. ments of ſuch kinds oftumors,which belong vnto fleume, may caſily be found 
out by their deſcriptions and differences before declared. But the marke, 

Note abſceſs yhereby we may know whether they be couered with any vale ornor;is this, 
velamento 1s there is moueableneſſe and inconſtancie of the filme or skinne, called Cys, 
#/, which the ancient Phyſitions haue named 2+1z4ca, and there is a ſeparation of 
the skinne : but when they be ſurely fixed,thart 1s,abiding in one placc,and do 

cleaue faſt ro the fleſh,it is an cuident token, tharthey are garded about with 

Jud:cia abſceſ. no filme or runicle at all. Furthermore thoſe rumors which are new and tra- 
frm pitaitoſos ablegmay eaſily be diſcuſſed, but they which be hard and inuererate can in 
x no wiſe be reſolucd. Redneſle, paine, and increafing of heare do declarethar 
thoſe abſceſſions will either come to ſuppuration,or elle degenerate into a fie 
ſtulaor a Cankre, Strume numeroſe,which do afte& the outward members,and 
do often change their place, wandring here andthereabour the bodic, with a 
certaine extraordinaric heate, do reſtifie and declare very plainly, that they

ric often annoyed with Str:-me. Bur old men by reaſon of the contrary cauſes, Fo 
arc {cldome troubled therewith. Morcouer they which haue a narrow fore- |:

ber of the late Phyſitions, hath nored verie wel.But Strume(as Celius laith)are

Noiſome Strumz cinor be remedied.For ſeing agwthds 3 

al uch diſcaſes called Srrume are cankerous, and do ſtuffe yp the veſlcls ofthe 797% 4 
bodic,while they arc curing,they muſt needs bring the danger of profulion of | 

blood: beſides that alſo, they are found verie dcepe in the fleſh,and therefore Nytsra, wn 

they cannot any way be cut off. For a malicious & hurtful Str»ma doth poiſefle 

the beſt veſlels(thar is)the greateſt veines & arteries(which are called Caro!:- 

des)euenas though it ſhould hold by certaine rootes, The ſuperficiall Strume 7, 4, 

are more caſic to be cured then the internall by reaſon of their place, &thoſe 

alſo arc curable which do happen inthe necke,where yer you mult be yery di- 

gent to eſchew the loud and great inewes: for many by cutting Strume about 

the windpipe, and by cutting other loud fnewes haue cauſed the ſicke all the 

time of his life after to remaine ſpeachlefle.

After theſe things,diſtend and ſtretch 
out the fides of the ſeRion,or the edges of the diuided skinnewith pinſers,or 
with other ſuch inftruments,and pluck out the filmes within, either with your 
ingers,or with ſome other inſtrument appointed for that purpoſe, &ſo by lit- 
ge and little pike our fra , where ut appeareth bare and vnfolded from the 
runicles. Butif/rwmathalbe word about the veſicls, you muſt handle the cure 
with great attention, lelt through negligence there followcth a copious pro= 
falion of blood. Therefore in diſpatching this cure,draw one onely fide ofthe 
ſeRion at oncewith the pinſers, and ſoby little and little ſeparate it with the 
point ofa penknife from the other parts thervnto adioyned,& whe you haue 
drawne and looſed the connexion on the one ſ1de,do the like alſo on the other 
fide, and then cutout the whole foundation or ground worke becauſe of the 
fizews and veſſels lying vnderneath.

FFP HE nameand title of the diſeaſe called cancer, among the Phiſitions and 
meth vnto tw9 chyrurgians hath diuerſc and ſundric fignifications : forthe norifying or 
kindes of diſ- declaration thereof is extended vnto two kinds of dilcaſes(thar is roſay)vnro 
eaſes. a cancerous tumour (which they commonly call caxcer aÞ9/iematoſus alwelthat 
x Whichis cuident and appcarcth in the outward members, as that which is 

hidden, and lieth in the inward and ſecret parts of the body,as in the lippes, 

the roufe ofthe mouth andin the pappes of a woman)the other fignifications

Cancri nomen greatly wearieth the ſicke, and affliterh them almoſt with a continual gricfe:

£560, theGrecians hauc aſſignedrothis dilcale of che fiſh called a crabbe, becauſe 
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the yeines about this cuill are filled and trerched our, vetielike vnro the fecre k 
of crabs, deſcending from the round compaſle of their bodies. But ſome haue IF 
iucn irthis name,becaulc it is yery hardly pulled away from thoſe members, & 


which doth lay hold on,as theſea-crabbe doth, who obflinat]y doth cleaue 


to that place which it once hath apprehended , Morcouer this tumour doth 
alſo repreſent the colour ofa crabbe, whoſe hue is verie blacke . But the firſt 
beginninges oftheſe cancres are ſometime ſo confuſed and ſo ſmall, rhar the 
common ſort may be ignorant thereof: for when they doe beginne , they doe i439 
ſcarce reſemble the greatneſle ofa pealc or of a beane . Wherefore it i519 (ay, ;7 n.re per 4 
maruc]I{faith Galen)though the common ſort doe not knowe them, for they 6, c,,617., | 
be like vntothe little rootes that ariſe outof the eart,, which are nor diſcer- {4 ,47.,,, 
ned bur of slfull husbandmen, Buratterward they grow vp into fuch a huge 7;3, 1,74, 
greatneſle, and doc bring with them ſo vehement, grear, and manifeſt ſywp- ,.,,. 
romates,thar a childe may cabily diſcerne them. Ler no man therefore doubt * 
of the name thereof,fecing all men with one conſent doe terme this kinde of 
diſcaſe canzer,becaule(as we haue ſaid) the veines in this cuill do ſwell on cue- 
ric fide, and are greatly ſtretched out, and they doe repreſentthe forme and 
likencfle of a crabve. A cancerous tumour (as we haue ſaid before) is hard 
and vnequall, which by the touching of it doth plainly appeare. It hath a blue 57,,, Aur; 
or browne colour, which is a meane betweeneredand blacke, called of the ,,;,,.4:..,,.., 
Greckes z1u#p?. Abourthe place where cancre is lodged, there is felra cer- ,j,.,,,u; 
raine beating or pulſe, and as it were a pricking: ſomtime allo (as Celius ſaith) 
the tumor is aſlcepe, and as it were dead. It maketh the veines round abour 
ttoſwelland riſe vp, like vnto the cancre in thearmes , Oftentimes alſo in 
ſome they are ſecretly hidden,and when the place is rouched,ir is felt in ſome 
veric painfull, but in other ſome, it is contraric , This tumour alſois marucl- 
louſly ſtour, and refiſterh couching, Moreouerithath in it a certaine ſtrange 3 
and cxtraordinatic heate. Can-er or caranma generally is a grieucus and pex- 7". 
nitious diſeaſe, for it can ſcarcely be healed anie way , reaſon of the grofſe- Lib.14.Ther, 
nclle of the humor,neither can it be repreſſed or diſcuſled, neither wilit yeeld 
to anic purgation, though it be throughoutrhe whole bodie, The malice alſo 
of this diſeaſe is ſo great, that it contemneth al gentle and cafie rem<dies,put= 
ting forth bur rhe muddle finger tothem(as the prouerb i5)bur it muſt be ſtir- 
red and chafed, and ouercome with verie vehcment remedies(as we are wont 
docinthe cuill called cyabro,) This diſeaſe is wont ro happen in cuerie part of 
rhe body,bur cipecially in rhe vpper partes about the face, the noſethrils, the 
eares,the lippes, and abcut the pappes of women, andofthoſe chiefly, which 
arcnotnaturally purged of menſtruis, But cancres doe allo commonly haunt 
men, whoſe accuſtomed purginges are ſupprefied through hemorrhoides 
growing in the fundament: for by them, that groſſe and thicke bloud (where- 
yponthis cuill raketh his 6ſt deginning) is woont naturally to be purged our, ©; 177 - ,4 
Moreoner when this meclancholious humour reſembling in proportion the 71,,....... 
dregs of winz,doth deſcend and flowinto anie member,and chereabideth co. + # 
"_ rogither : it cauſera ſometime the diſeaſe called varices, and ſometime it Es 
recdeth a cancre,as when the ſame is ſomezwhar cooled.Bur when it is thruſt 
out to the whole skinne, it cauſech that eaill, which they call elephants, Cancer. 
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therefore is a cerraine particular elethantiaſ;s, whichthe common fort call le. 

pra, thelepry. But the thicker and the blacker the bloud is wherofcancre pro. 

ceederh the more dangerous will the diſcale be, Nowe when cancre is full 

growne (as they ſay) and inueterate, it admitteth nor anie cure , except itbe- 

plucked vp by the rootes cither by ſeQion or by aduſtion : burrhoſe cancres, 

which haue their conſtiturio inthe inward parts ofthe body,do nor defire any 

Aphcgy 8 16 ſuch kind of cure, as that ancient Hippocrares ſimply the prince of phifitions 
hath taughr vs verie welin the Aphoriſme following:laying,that it is nor good 

ro cure alinward cancres:for when they are cured;they do ſoone periſh again, 

but when they are not cured they remaine along time. For expericnce hath 

taught vs, as Galen witnefſeth in his commentaric vpon this Aphoriſme,thar 

they which enterpriſe the cure of theſe cancres either by ſeton or vition, 

doe rather increaſe thcir furie then abate it , whereby they ſhortly deſtroy 

thoſe men, whom this cuill hath attached. Thoſe cancres therefore are onely 

curable which doe ticke in the outward part of the bodic,and which are exvu]- 

cerate, and doe ſo wearie the ficke, that they willingly defire the diligence of 

the chyrurgian:and theſe tumors alſo doe conſiſt in thoſe partes,which a man 

ro bat cancee 2y cut and ſcare off hard by the rootes, Now when I name the rootes ofcan- 
ns be ned 2 [ meanc as Galen affirmeth, thoſe veines which arc full of melancholike 
bloud, and which cueric way arc extended toward the places lying abour the 

tumor.Bur ofan vnulcerate cancre,there ofte proceedeth an vicerate tumor, 
when asin proceſſe oftime, the humor doth purrifie , & the diſeaſe is couched 
in the veſſels of the bodie, orelſe when itis ſtirred and made worſe by medi- 
cines ynaduiſedly miniſtred.This exulcerate cancre of all others is thoughtro 
be moſt vile,becauſe ir doth alcogither reſiſt that true cure, which attempreth 
wag worſe & workcth all things to bring rhe ficke member ynto health, for this tumor,to 
- tm cure it perfitly & abſolutely,doth require gnawing, ſharp, and vehement mc-= 
dicines : howbcit by ſuch remedies, as we haue ſaid, itis the more prouoked 
and ſtirred to anger, & therefore it cannorbe,that it ſhould cither be lenificd, 
or curedby them. Ir ſhall therefore be ſufticientto hinder the increaſing of 
ynulcerate cancres,which as yet doe occupic the outward parts of the bodie, 
eſpecially thoſe which be grear and inueterat, withdrawing our skill from any 
perfe& cure, which _ Hippocrates alſo hath admoniſhed vs of in his for. 
mer Aphoriſme,For thoſe rumors which doe weariethe ficke without exulce- 
rati6,Galcn alſo hath called them ſecrer & inward cancres wherin both their 
vehement hear,8& their great pulſe or beating doe threaten or foretellexulce. 
ratio to enſue.The cure ofa cancre which is not yertvicerate,butnewly begun, 
40 | hath chree principallintentions. 1. The firſt is ro ſtopthe generation of the 
Curatso cancry oefancholike humour, 2, The ſecond is ro emptie out the melancholious hu- 
non vicer#tl. mor diſperſed throughout the whole body. 3-Thethirdis to digeſt the humor

lancholike humour , which is gathered rogither in the veines, and cauſcth 

the generation of cancre, may by little and httle be empricd and purged our, 

becauſe it is impoſſible to euacuate al at one time.But we cannot a[waics pro- 

hibice the fluxe, leaſt afrerward the like humor be engendred ir; the body,and 

compa& togirher inthe ycines, The purging therfore of the antecedent mat- 

ter muſt be atrempred at the beginning, asit were by turns,by the applying of 

ſome ſimple medicine:afterward(ifthe marter ſorequireth andthe miniſtring 

of ſimples dorh licle auaile) you may vſethe helpe of ſome compound reme- 

dies,as is that medicine of Galen dedicatcd for the purging of melancholic, 

which confiſteth of two and ithutie ſimples , or hiera Ruff , Ur Hiera Avicenne, Hera R«fjs 

which is made of blacke hel{e55rys . Bur you mult not deſiſt from thoſe former Here Ans- 

rehearſed purgations, vntillthe whole melancholious humor which is tuffeq £99» 

in the vcines, be brought out, and vntillche member which is beſer with this 

cancrous tumour, bethroughly reduced to hisnaturallſtate, Bur ifnothing 

doe letir, as apc and ſtrength, itſhall notbe amiſle in theſe cancres rolet Sanzinds 

bloud, and then to purge(as we haue ſaid before: ) andit they be women, you miſſiv. 

muſt labour ro purge menſtruis, ifthey benotaboue fiftic yeeres olde (as L15.14.meth. 

Galen hath taught vsi6.2.44 Glawcenem.)This ſecond indication(faith Galen) medends.

bothrepretic and digeſt. Now,that we may tuſtly accompliſhtheſc intentions, 
we muſt make choiſe of thoſe medicines, which arc of a meane force, and of 
a gentle qualitie, for ſuch remedies are moſte contentent for theſe diſeaſes. 
For thoſe which carrie withthem a weake and fecble power doe worke no cf- 
fet(as Galen ſaith)bur are ealily ouercome: but ſuch remedies as are ſtrong 
and mightie, doe vehemently cither digeſt or thruſt backe the thinne bloud 
which licth in the vcines:but the grofle and melancholie parts, which we haue 
likened before to the dregges of wine, they neither purge forthnor repreſle: 
but rather doc make them more obſtinate and more hard to be diffolued and 
diſcufled. Therefore tocure theſe cancres, but yet beginning , you muſt vie 
medicines of a meane and moderate ſtrengeh,which neither their imbecillicie 
can be vanquiſhed, nor for the vehemencie can mightily thicken the bloud, 
Furthermore you mult apply(as tt 1s ſaid)ſuch medicins as are gentle & which | 
doc nor gnaw or bite : becauſe the malipnitic of ihe euill through ſuch vehe» 
ment medicines is ſtirred, and proucked, and made more fierce and ſavage 
(as we commonly terime it.) Bur when the matter, whereof theſe, cancres doe 
come,is for the moſt part groſle and thicke and dilobedient roreſoJution,and 
partner alſo with manic other vitious hurnours , we ſhall deale ſufficiently in 
this caſe (eſpecially, when we feare the danger of chyrurgie , and that the 
euill cannot otherwiſe be cured) if weby the vie ct the former remedies, 
which are made of burnt and waſhed merttals (as Galen counſelleth) ſhal ſtop 
and hinder their growing and increaling, eſpec1ally,ifthey be greattumors:or 
elſc after the opinion of Auicen,it weſcek to defend them fro vIcerarion. Far 
Succus ſolaws. the which intentions , Galen hb.2.44 Glaucon. doth greatly commend the 
iuice of nighrſhade, and that medicine which is made of p-mphclygos, or that

Of making Syrupes. 


A SYRVPE isof medicines, a iuyce with ſugar or honie molten therein, 
deco& and boyled vntothe meaſure of that ſugar. PraCtitioners do put a 
double ynderſtanding in ſyrupes, (thatis) emplex , which is called viuall, and 
compoſitum , which is called magiſtrall. Simples or yiuals be theſe, firupes of 
violets, roles, of endiue , of nenuphar, of maydenheare, of wormewood, of 
mints, oxymell ſquilliticur , ſirupe of cupatoric, of epithymum, and of Ly%onti's, 
They are called {imples, as well becaule they conſiſt in one ſimple medicine, 
as alſo becauſe they are ordained for one lickneſſe and one vie. Syr»pu5 compo l 
ſitzs which is called magiſtrall , is compounded of diverſe medicines, be- | 
ing good for ſundriediſcaſcs, as in example: if any man compound togither 

Syrupe of wormewood and ſtechados being taken in euen portion or quan- 

titiethere would come thereofa ſyrupe good for the ſtomake, becaule of the 

wormewood , and good for the head becauſe of the ſtechados. A ſyrupe is 

good and proficable to digeſt humors before a purgation , that they may the 

eaſier andbetter obey the purgation. Therefore they are vicd of many Phiſi- 

tions to be giuen before medicines, although we haue not read that old pra- 

Riſers did obſerue it, but they did commit the digeſtion of humors wholly ro 

nature, Looke the comment. Aphoriſm. 9. lib.2. ab any man will purge the 

bodic, it behoueth to make it lowing. Truely Hippocrates would dothis,{ay- 

ing, that the concoR and digeſt matter ought to be healed and moucd, and 

not the crude and raw matter. And Galen ad Glawconen., lib. 1. ſpeaking of the . 
cure of Tertiana notha,would not haue wormewood to be giuen til the ſeuenth 

day. Thereforeit doth appeare for a trueth , that ſyrupes ought rather to be 

giuen for the humors left after a purgation, rhen for their digeſtion and co- 

&ion. But many do obſerue and vſe , that humors being grofſe , clammie, 

and viſcous , may by firupes that do attenuate, cut and diuide, be preparate 

and made cafic to auoiding and purging, they call this digeſting of hu- , Avi diate. 
mors, Cold and cleauing humours are preparate with ſyrupes that be hot es , 
cutting and ſcouring , as to digeſt reumic matter, ſuch as is a feauer Quoti. 
dian, and to preparc itto the purging. Ry. the fiue rootres apperitiue, made 
cleane and tempered in vineger foure houres. ana.

mours from the fare parts of the body, and therefore Democritus (as Meſue 
doth 
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doth witneſſe)called it medicinemfamilie, the medicine ofhis familie or houſe> 
hold. Therforc it may not welbe giuEco thoſe that haue paine in the bowels, 
becauſe ir maketh a fluxe,that would not begexcept that cauſed it,and there» 
fore 1 counſell inſuch caſes, totake away agaricke, Furthermore note, that 
cammomill may aptly and wellbe pur into theſe a IP the vſe 
of it is rare,and ſecldome ſcene among Phyſirions, yet it is manifeſt,that the 
oncly decoRtion ofit in the broath of achicken or capon, is excellent profi- 
table againſt all inward griefes, and ſpecially for thole which haue the cho- 
like oe nefreſic, (as many haue prooucd ir, tothe great preſeruation of 
their health.) The water ofthe diſtillation of cammomul is miniſtred for the: 
fame purpoſe, bur yet the decoQton thereof is of more and berter effe@ then 
the diſtillation of it. The bitrternefle of the decoftion may be mitigated with 
ſuger,if it be for delicate perſons. Alſo the decoftion of a cocke may conue- 
nicntly be giuen for diſcaſcs in the breſt and of diſpuras, if medicines peo- 
rallbe deco with it: as Re.ofhyſope,and of enula campana.ana.M.j.the third 
part'of Sauorie.M.j.the fourth part , horſchofe called vngulacaballing, which 
15 an herbe called of ſome little clote , whereof you may take, M.j. ſeede of 
carthamum,and greene polipodie of the oke. ana. $. ij. of anyſe and liquorace 
ſcraped. ana. $.{3. rootes ofireos and rootes of ena, ana.

clyſters.And for that cauſe the ficke perſon muſt be asked how he feeleth him- 
ſelfc before caſa be miniſtred vntohim. Trucly many authors do thinke thae 
chis hurt which caſe may bring,may be taken away if there be added to it ſome 
graines of barberics or ſuger roſet :for they arc of this minde, that through 
their ſtipricitic the belly and the bowels are ſtrengthened, and the paine 
ippediteandletted, which coſia doth cauſe by his chmmincſle and mollify- 
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ing ſofrnes. There be orfiers that do mixe ſome laxatiue with coſis,thar it may 
uicken the ſlownefic of his operarion; and thatir deſcending may the ſoner 
vide away and be auoided.

Z.j. the ſecd of 
citron, cinnamon, liquorace, and roſes, ana. H. j. of choſen pearles and rhe 
ſcraping of yuoric,ana.Z.{$.ofſuger roſate, as much as ſufficeth : make a fine 
powder,wherofminiſter after meate one ſpooneful:and looke what powder is 
jo made to ſtoppe and keepe downe vapors, eucnthe ſame is good to help di- 
geſtion : as is this that followerth. Ryz. coriander preparate Z. j. {$. the ſcrapin 
of yuoric, red corall, the horne of a Hart burned, ana. . j. of Manon. 
of ſuger roſate as much as ſufficerh : make a powder which may be giuen af- 
ter meate. Allo they arc good for many other things,as for wormes in chil- 
dren, for binding in the belly ,and for ſtrength, and againſt the Plague com- 
ming of the owne proper matter: Theſe powders are to beminiſtred before 
meate,ſome alone,ſome with wine or vpon toſtes of bread wetin wine.Some - 
time they are given for the corroboration and ſtrengthening ofallyertues, 
inmalignant feauers, andin great imbecillitie and weaknefle of ftrength. Re. 
che ſcraping of an vnicornes horne, gra. 4. 5. or 6. the ſcraping of yuorie, of 
choſen pearles,and of harts horne.ana.gra.6.ſecd of citron,and Cardus beneli- 
4res.ana.gra.g.and makea fine powder, which may be giuen with conuenient 
liquor, as with white wine, diſtillation reſtoratiue,water of Scabious, or Bu- 
gloſſe, orof ſome other ſuch like. And ſuch powders for the moſt part are mi- 
niſtred about midnight,or car]y in the morning.There may alſo be made pow. 
derslaxatiue(as is) Diaſene, and Diaturbith, and the powder of Elettuarium 
Diacarthami, tothe which ought to be added three times or foure times as 
much ſuger, and they may be miniſtred being difſolued in the decottion of a 
chicken,or of liquorace or of ptylan.Bur yer theſe powders are ſeeldome vſcd 
among praticioners.

And this note, that you muſt appoinethe waies and meanes of the miniſtratt- 
on of Phiſicke, according as you ſee the nature and condition of the ſicke 
perſs.Such EleQuaries which may be brought into a powder,are made in Lo- 
zZenges or Bolcs of Jaxatiue medicines that be pleaſanr in taſte,the forme and 
faſhion whereof may be knowne in taking Diacarthamum , and Fleuarium de 
Sacco Roſarum , after which faſhion you may make other veric mecte and cr» 


uing for your purpoſe.

DALNEYvYM isabaine : the vic whereof was common and often amon 
old practitioners,but now it is rare and [cldom,and nor ar all v{cd almoſt, 
except it be in certaine diſcaſes, as in an vniuerfallgour, in the pallie andin 
conſuming feauers , But againſt the gout and the pallic naturall baines are 
conueniecntia the which alttoogh there be penurte andlacke of rhinges,yer 
we may make things artificially, and cunningly, prepared with boyling togi- 
ther in water, herbes, rootes, ſcedes, flowers , and allo manic mettals, as it 
ſhall ſeeme requiſite for the diſeaſe. But Semicupium, whichin Lartine is cal= 


\ led Inſeſſum, is a perticular bath, which is applied for paines ofthe nephreſfie, 
- for the cholicke, and for the 111acke, ſo that they come nor by reaſon of an im« 
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poſtume. Itis proatable againſt diſcaſes of the belly and wombe, for itis a 
conuenienr ayd and defence to prouoke menſtruis, and to amend the diſtem. 

ure ofthe wombe . Nowe followerh the forme ofa Semicupium , when we 
would3nthe Nefretickediſeaſc,hane the poores and paſſages ofthe bodie en- 
larged and made ſoft & plyant,and alloto ceaſe the pain,as thus, Rz.the roots 
of Althea. .iiij.the leaues of Malue 9 EB i{cnalue 5 and Parietarie 3 the flowers of 
cammoml, and meliloce, the tops of dil, ana.M.y.of origan,calamint,beto- 
nic, and ſcthernwood.ana.M,j.ſecdes offlaxe and fennell, ana. 5. ij. of leane 
branne.p.iijj.put all theſe ina little bagge, and make a boiling in iufficient wa- 
rer, for aSemicupiur, Note allo that one that hath the Nefcelic may enter a 
Barhc before he hath receineda Cliſter, If the paine of the cholicke or the 
Nefrefie ſceme to come of much yenrofitie, or of a cold humouc, which ſee. 
meth to haue need ofcalefaRion, and attenuation or thinneſlc with inciſion 
and cutting, make a Semicupiumrthuts, 2.origan, calamint, toppes ofdill,and 
of cammomull, ana, 2.iij.fenugreeke, carawaies, aniſe and fennel, ana. Fj, 
laurell berries. $.{\, Andit there be moe fickneſſes and cauſes wrapped in with 
the aforcſaid griefes, you may addeto ſuch medicines as be mecte for your 
purpolc,asitthere be need of molifying and making loftztheleaues of Malue,

the liuer, the making whereof is this, as en{ucth, Re.the waters of cndiucyſuc- 
coric,roſes, and petimorrell and night ſhade,ana.F.iij.of vincgar.5 1.the pow- 
der of Ele(tyarium tri «ſandali. Fn.or 3 j.{). mixe them for an Epitieme of the 
liver wich a fel, or a peece of linnen or wolle cloth,or a ſponge, infuſcd in rhe 
aforeſaid liquor, and laid againſt the liuer before meate an houre or an houre 


and halte. Alſo there is made for the ſame purpoſe the like decotion of 


the herbes, as is of the aforeſaid waters, If there be ſtoppinges of the]tuer,to- 
either with his hore diſtempure, make an Epitheme oy Li this ſort, Re.luccorie 
both the roote andthe herbe, yoong ſet endiue, agrimonic (which is)cupato=- 
ric,ana. M.j flowers of ſuccorie.p,j. the foure great cold ſeedes, and lutle cold 
ſecd,ana.F.{\.of cypreſſe.Z.ijof lupines.Z.iij.alrhe fanders,ana.Z.of ſquinanr, 
3.{$.the toppes of wormewood. M.{\. make alittle bagge and boil: it in foure 
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partes of water, andone of wine , anda little vinegar, with one onely great 


heate in earthen veſſell, and make a fomentation inthe mancr aforeſaid.Such 
an Epitheme is vene good tor diſeaſes depending ypon opilationor ſtopping, 
and misfortune comming by opilation and ſtopping, as 15 a fluxe, and for him 
that is diſcaſed inthe liuer,and for thoſe diſeaſes for the moſt part which come 
and go by courſes. Alſo it is good againſt conſumptions, which cauſe diſtem- 
pures and ſtoppings ofthe liuer, Moreouer 2gainft the beginnings of knobbes 
and kernels, to which (if they be come forth) rhere muſt be applied mollihca- 
tiues, and things that doe looſen and vnbind.Alfo there be Epthemes that be 
made for manic purpoſes of the ſtomache : Firſt to ſtrengthen the ſtomach 
that it recciue not the ſuperfluities comming from other places, and then the 
Eputheme is made ct ſtipricke thinges : Secondly to correc and amend the 
diſtempure of the ſtomach: And thirdly they ſerue to ceaſe the paines, thar 
are cauſed by the nature and condition of that gricfe: miniſtring duely to the 
contrarictic ofthe matter, as the cauſe ſhall require, The making of the fart 
intent, that the tomach may be deliuered from flowing of humours to ir,and 
may be preſerucd ſafely, that it ſhall nor ſuffer inflamwarion,or courſe of cuill 
humours. R2.rcd Roſes. p.ij. of Arnogloſſa and plantine. ana. M. i$. the 
roppesof wormewood, 21, j.the third part, all the ſaunders, ana. Z.ij. red co- 
rall.Z-ij.put allthcſcinto a little bag,and make a decotionin ſufficient quan- 
titic of water,with a litle vinegar,to which may be added alitle renniſh wine & 
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make afomentation. Corall (although irbe Achymwm)yer itis not put intorhe 
decoRion withour great cauſe, for itprofiteth naturally againſt all diſeaſes of 
the ſtomache, and therefore ic ought rather robe beaten into powder . Epi- 
rhemes for allother intentes and purpoſes may be deſcribed by perticular and 
proper medicines, after the forme of the late deſcribed Epitheme. There be 
Epithemes good for the ſtomache made of olle, as oile of roſes, cammomill, 
wormwood,maſtickc,and mirtles, Nore that in all Epithemes,for what inten 
ſocuer they be miniſtred, you muſt mixe ſomething with them that may pre- 
ſeruc and keepe the eflence and ſtrength of rhe member , that the Epitheme 
i5 laidto, as Galen commandeth and teacheth in manieplaces,to de obſerued 
and done likewiſe in medicines taken inwardly . But Epithema and Fotus be all 
one, yet ſome doe make a difference,ſaying that Fpichema is onely that, which 
is made of diſtilled watcrs, and powders mixed togither : and Fotus is a more 
general! thing,which is made ofthe decoRion of any kind of herbs and roots, 


CHAP. XIX, 
Of makmg Sacculus. 
Sg AccvLys,»1. alittle bagge. Itis miniſtred for the ſame cauſes that Fe- 
twsbe vied for. Itis made of herbs, flowers, ſeedes & other ſuch like things.

A Cy Tv inEngliſhis atargetor buckler . Scuta are miniſtredro the fto- 
mach,and wade for the ſame cauſes that ointments & Epithems be. They 
arc often made of the drie powder of medicines, ro corre ſome diſtemper 
ofthe ſtomach, and to adde firengrth rot.

CHAP. XXI. 
Of making a ( ataplaſme. 

E ATAPLASMA is aplaiſter,&c.Cataplaſmata be madeof herbes, rootes, 

ſeedes, and mcalc ſodden in water or milke , with ſome greace or oyle 
added to them as the matter requireth, Catajlaſmate be made for diverſe in- 
tentes,ſometime to ceaſe paines, ſometime to reſoluc and vnbind, ſometime ro 
make ripe, ſomtime to mollifie or make ſoft,ſomrime to conſume,& ſometime 
to drie vp humours and vapours. In commixed affcCts and caulcs, diuerſe in- 
rentes and purpoſes arc mixed togither in catablaſma, as remollitiues with diſ- 
cuſſiues, and diſcuſſues with ſuch things as ceaſe paine, as the examples fol- 
lowing ſhall declare. And firſt ofthe forme of a cataplaſme for the cure of 
edema,(which is a botch of flegmatick matter,or an impoſtem withour grief,)

tue, and which doe comfort the member, and alſo which doc mollific,, and 
diſlolue, you muſt ſcekethem in the rables of Authors, as Arnoldus, and Sava- 
morolla, and ſuch like.
